The  proceedings  of  a  convention  of  Lodges  in

JosiAH  F.  Stone,  Complainant,  vb.  John  Camebon. 

This  complaint  charged  the  respondent  with  unmasonic  con- 
dnct,  under  two  specifications,  the  first  of  which  alleged  that, 
on  or  ahout  the  sixth  day  of  April,  A.D.  1877,  and  at  divers 
tunes  hetween  that  date  and  the  eighth  day  of  December  in  the 
same  year,  at  Winchester,  in  this  Commonwealth,  the  respondent 
^^  did  feloniously  steal,  take  and  carry  away  a  lot  of  calf-skins,  the 
property  of  Phillip  Waldmeyer  and  others,  doing  business  under 
the  name  and  style  of  Phillip  Waldmeyer,  the  said  Waldmeyer 
being  a  Master  Mason." 

The  second  specification  charged  the  respondent  with  gross 
intoxication  during  the  month  of  November,  A.D.  1877. 

Upon  this  complaint  a  sununons  was  duly  issued  by  the 
President  of  the  Commissioners,  commanding  the  respondent 
to  appear  and  make  answer  to  the  complaint,  which  it  had  been 
determined  by  William  Parkman  Lodge,  of  Winchester,  of 
which  Lodge  the  respondent  was  a  member,  required  investiga- 
tion. Service  of  the  summons  was  duly  made  and  due  return 
thereof  presented,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  Constitutions 
and  the  regulations  of  the  Commissioners.    Upon  the  return  day 
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of  the  summons  the  respondent  appeared  in  person  and  pleaded 
guilty  to  both  specifications  of  the  complaint.  Notwithstanding 
the  plea  of  the  respondent,  the  President  of  the  Commissioners 
deemed  it  wise  and  prudent  to  take  the  testimony  of  the 
witnesses  who  were  present  in  support  of  the  prosecution,  in  order 
that  the  justice  and  propriety  of  the  judgment  which  might  be 
rendered  in  the  case  should  not  rest  simply  upon  the  respon- 
dent's confession  of  guilt,  but  be  firmly  established  by  the  tes- 
timony and  appear  in  the  record. 

Accordingly  the  testimony  of  Bro.  Phillip  Waldmeyer,  the 
principal  victim  of  the  respondent's  misconduct,  and  of  Bro. 
Leone  S.  Quimby,  Secretary  of  William  Parkman  Lodge, 
was  taken  by  the  President,  and  is  made  part  of  the  record. 
Upon  the  testimony  of  Bro.  Waldmeyer,  it  appeared  that  the 
respondent  has  been  employed  by  him,  on  behalf  of  his  firm,  as 
a  night  watchman,  in  the  tanning  and  currying  establishment 
at  Winchester.  Early  in  April,  1877,  certain  calf-skins  were 
found  in  a  bundle  upon  the  table  in  the  factory.  The  witness 
made  inquiry  as  to  how  the  skins  came  there,  of  several  per- 
sons, including  his  son  and  the  foreman,  neither  of  whom  knew 
anything  about  the  matter.  When  the  respondent  came  at 
night  to  enter  upoi^  his  duty,  the  witness  asked  him  about  the 
skins,  expressing  the  opinion  that  some  one  had  broken  into 
the  shop ;  but  the  respondent  thought  otherwise.  Witness  then 
gave  respondent  particular  and  minute  directions  as  to  fasten- 
ing the  windows  and  excluding  all  the  workmen  from  the  fac- 
tory every  night  after  the  hours  of  labor  were  over.  Witness 
had  the  fullest  confidence  in  the  integrity  of  the  respondent, 
and  not  the  slightest  suspicion  that  he  had  taken  any  of  his 
property ;  because,  to  quote  the  very  words  of  the  testimony,  "I 
thought  he  was  one  of  the  most  honest  men  that  I  ever  was 
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aoqaainted  with,  and  I  knew  that  he  was  a  member  of  William 
Parkman  Lodge." 

About  a  week  or  ten  days  after  the  occurrence,  the  witness 
fonnd  that  forty-six  skins  were  missing  fh)m  the  factory,  and, 
npon  speaking  to  the  respondent,  the  latter  said,  '^  You  will 
find  them ;  they  are  mixed  up  with  other  lots ; "  but  the  skins 
were  not  found.  Skins  of  the  firm  were  missed  in  the  same 
manner,  a  good  many  times,  until  July  following ;  and  when  the 
witness  spoke  to  respondent  about  them,  he  replied,  as  before, 
that  they  would  be  found  mixed  up  with  other  lots ;  but  they 
were  never  so  found.  On  July  20,  witness  received  a  telegram 
from  detectives  in  Boston  that  they  had  '^  caught  the  bird ; "  and 
upon  going  to  No.  76  Portland  street,  in  this  city,  he  found  and 
identified  many  of  these  skins.  The  respondent  and  the 
receiver  of  the  sk^ns  were  arrested  and  brought  before  the 
Criminal  Court.  The  case  finally  went  to  the  Superior  Court. 
By  the  intercession  of  the  witness,  notwithstanding  the 
shock  to  his  feelings  occasioned  by  the  discovery  of  the  gross 
dishonesty  and  treachery  of  the  respondent,  in  whom  he  had 
placed  such  implicit  confidence,  the  indictment  was  placed  on 
file. 

Brother  Waldmeyer  desired,  in  full  recognition  of  the  Masonic 
duty  of  charitable  judgment,  which  it  must  be  confessed  he 
carried  to  the  verge  of  propriety,  to  save  the  respondent  fVom 
utter  ruin,  if  possible,  and  to  parry,  to  some  extent,  the  blow 
which  must  fall  upon  his  unfortunate  family.  It  should  be 
observed  that,  previous  to  this,  respondent  had  made  a  fiill 
confession  of  his  guilt  in  respect  to  the  larceny  of  the  skins,  and 
promised  to  reform  his  conduct.  The  subsequent  conduct  of 
the  respondent,  particularly  in  respect  to  the  habit  of  intoxica- 
tion, and  the  reproach  which  that  conduct  was  obviously  bring- 
ing upon  the  Fraternity,  at  last  compelled  his  generous  and 
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charitable  friend  and  Brother  to  yield  to  the  clear  duty  of  pre- 
senting before  this  tribunal  the  acts  which  form  the  subject 
matter  of  this  complaint. 

The  case  presents  no  important  or  interesting  question  of 
Masonic  law  or  practice,  but  in  all  its  moral  aspects  fhmishes  a 
sad  lesson  for  our  contemplation. 

Upon  the  plea  of  the  respondent,  and  upon  the  testimony 

presented  under  the  complaint,  the   Commissioners  adjudged 

him  guilty  of  the  charge  and  specifications,  whereupon  he  is 

sentenced  to  expulsion    from  the    rights    and  privileges  of 

Masonry.

Address  of  December  12,  1877,  made  report  as 
follows,  which  was  accepted,  and  ordered  to  be 
recorded:  —

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  address  of  the  Most 
WorshipAil  Grand  Master,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following 
report :  — 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Master  while  it  fhmishes  a  clear  and 
precise  statement  of  the  financial  and  official  transactions  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  during  the  past  year,  makes  no  suggestions  requir- 
ing  immediate  action.  We  are  informed  that  for  the  year 
ending  Aug.  81, 1877,  the  Lodges  report  the  number  of  initiates 
to  be  1,085,  and  the  number  of  members  26,226.  The  num- 
ber of  chartered  Lodges  is  221.  How  much  of  the  intelligence, 
public  spirit,  wealth,  and  character  of  this  State  finds  its 
representatiyes  in  these  Bodies!  What  undertaking  coming 
within  the  scope  of  the  objects  of  this  Institution  cannot  the 
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Brethren,  united  in  a  common  purpose,  bring  to  a  BuccessftLl 
issue? 

The  financial  statement  shows  a  reductioft  of  912,055.80 
in  the  debt  of  the  Grand  Lodge  during  the  past  year.  The 
present  net  indebtedness,  in  round  numbers,  is  $279,000. 
While  the  burden  of  the  debt  has  been  gradually  and  con- 
siderably diminished  during  the  past  few  years,  and  under 
present  arrangements  is  borne  with  comparative  ease,  the  com- 
mittee remember  with  anxiety  that  the  receipts  from  the  assess- 
ments  known  as  Grand  Lodge  dues,  will  expire  within  two 
years,  and  that  as  yet  no  plan  has  been  proposed  to  meet  the 
deficiency  which  will  then  be  created.  We  cannot  doubt  that 
the  subordinate  Lodges,  which  have  signalized  in  the  past  their 
loyal  devotion  to  the  welfare  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  will  see  to  it 
that  its  solvency  shall .  rest  entirely  above  suspicion.  The 
Fraternity  of  the  Commonwealth  has  deliberately  pledged  its 
faith  to  extinguish  the  indebtedness  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  The 
honor  and  dignity  of  the  Order,  therefore,  are  concerned  in  this 
matter,  and  it  is  necessary  that  the  Brethren  should  cordially 
support  the  Grand  Lodge  in  its  exercise  of  proper  prevision 
and  care,  to  enable  it  to  look  forward  without  fear  to  all  the 
demands  of  the  fUture.  We  commend  this  matter  to  the 
thoughtful  consideration  of  the  Brethren. 

The  Grand  Master  justly  felicitates  the  Grand  Lodge  upon  the 
advantages  which  are  already  manifest  from  the  establishment 
of  Commissioners  for  the  trial  of  Masonic  offences.  Several 
cases  have  been  brought  to  trial  before  them,  and  the  new  tribu- 
nal is  found  to  subserve  admirably  the  purposes  of  its  creation. 
He  also  finds  that  his  expectations  of  the  benefit  which  would 
arise  fiom  a  reformation  of  the  Ritual  have  been  fully  realized, 
as  proved  by  the  marked  uniformity  and  exoeUence  of  the  work 
of  the  Lodges  of  this  jurisdiction.    The  committee  cordially  con- 
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car,  too,  with  the  remarks  made  bj  the  Grand  Master  in  reference 
to  the  valne  of  the  new  Trestle-Board.  It  meets  a  want  which 
has  long  been  felt  by  the  Fratemitj,  and  its  preparation,  under 
tiie  auspioes  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  exolusive  control  over 
its  distribution  held  by  this  Body,  might  well  be  imitated  by 
other  Grand  Bodies  in  Masonry. 

In  closing  this  necessarily  brief  review  of  the  topics  adverted 
to  in  the  retiring  Grand  Master's  valedictory  address,  the  com- 
mittee would  do  injustice  to  their  own  feelings  and  to  those  of

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  George 
£•  Nelson,  praying  to  be  formally  healed,  have  attended  to  the 
duty  assigned  them,  and  submit  the  following  report :  — 
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Said  Nelson  applied  to  Paul  Revere  Lodge  in  Janoaiy,  1867, 
for  the  d^rees  in  Freemasonry,  and  was  rejected  in  April,  1868. 
He  made  a  second  application,  and  was  rejected  jba  Angost, 
1870.  He  subsequently  removed  to  Cleveland,  Ohio,  and  In 
November,  1872,  made  application  for  the  degrees  to  Cleveland 
City  Lodge  No.  15,  was  accepted,  and  received  the  three 
degrees. 

It  appears  by  the  statement  of  Mr.  Nelson,  and  also  by 
inspection  of  his  application  to  said  Cleveland  City  Lodge 
(which  on  the  request  of  this  committee  was  forwarded  to  them 
by  the  Worshipftil  Master  of  said  Lodge),  that  the  blank  fcnr 
said  application  did  not  contain  a  clause  in  which  said  Nelson 
should  state  whether  or  not  he  had  before  applied  for  the  de- 
grees. Mr.  Nelson  also  states  that  the  fact  of  his  former  appli- 
cation was  not  called  to  his  attention,  and  this  statement  is 
confirmed  by  a  letter  received  by  this  committee  from  the 
Worshipftd  Master  of  said  Cleveland  City  Lodge. 

Paul  Revere  Lodge,  at  a  Communication  held  on  Dec.  4,  1877, 
after  due  notice  given,  voted  to  approve  the  prayer  of  said 
Nelson  to  be  healed  by  the  following  vote,  viz. :  Yeas,  35 ; 
Nays,  1. 

Upon  the  foregoing  facts,  your  committee  recommend  that 
the  prayer  of  said  Nelson  be  granted.

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BJBFOBT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  HEALING  ON   THE   PETITION 
OF    SETH   WINSLOW,  OF    CAMBRIDGE. 

GbAXD   LoDOS    OV   BfASSXCHUSBTTB,  MsTch    13,  1878. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of 
Seth  Winslow,  of  Cambridge,  to  be  formally  healed,  beg  leave 
to  submit  the  following  report :  — 

As  the  facts  relatii^  to  this  case  have  been  fhlly  placed 
before  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  are  recorded  in  detail  in  the 
reports  of  its  meetings,  it  is  only  necessary  for  the  purpose 
of  the  present  report  to  restate  them  briefly. 

In  1869  Seth  Winslow  applied  for  the  degrees  to  John 
Abbot  Lodge,  Somerville,  and  was  rejected.  He  afterwards 
nude  a  similar  application  to  Henry  Price  Lodge,  of  Charles- 
town,  haying  removed  to  that  city,  and  was  twice  rejected. 
He  then  applied  to  Carroll  Lodge,  Freedom,  New  Hampshire, 
and  then  by  dispensation  received  the  degrees  of  Freema- 
soniy  in  one  evening.  The  action  of  Carroll  Lodge  in  this 
case  has  been  fully  investigated  by  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  it 
has  been  settled  to  be  irregular,  and  Seth  Winslow  has  there- 
fore been  debarred  from  the  privileges  of  Masonry  in  this 
jnrisdiction. 

This  case  first  came  before  this  Grand  Lodge,  on  Decem- 
ber 28, 1869,  and  these  facts  may  be  found  in  a  report  of 
the  oonmiittee  on  page  167  of  the  Proceedings  of  that  year. 
This  report  was  referred  to  another  committee,  whose  report 
was  made  September  14,  1870,  and  is  on  page  154  of  the 
Proceedings  of  that  year.  In  this  last  report  the  committee, 
of  which  R.W.  Bro.  Charles  R.  Train  was  chairman,  reported  in 
&vor  of  healing  Seth  Winslow,  and  this  Grand  Lodge  adopted 
that  recommendation,  and  referred  the  matter  with  fhll  powers 
to  the  Grand  Master.. 
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At  the  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  on  December  27, 
1870,  the  Grand  Master  reported  that  he  had  declined  to  act 
in  the  matter  nntll  a  conclusion  had  been  reached  in  the  Grand 

■ 

Lodge  of  New  Hampshire,  upon  the  complaint  which  he  had 
made  to  that  Grand  Lodge. 

It  appears,  therefore,  that  the  petitioner  has  ahready  had 
the  favorable  action  of  this  Grand  Lodge  in  his  case,  by  the 
vote  passed  September  14,  1870,  more  than  seven  years  since, 
and  it  fhrther  appears  that  there  is  no  longer  any  reason  for 
delay  on  account  of  the  misunderstanding  between  the  two 
Grand  Lodges. 

No  reason  has  been  presented  to  your  committee  for  re- 
versing the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge ;  but  as  the  case  is 
one  of  importance,  and  the  unmasonic  conduct  of  the  parties 
connected  with  it  has  been  brought  prominently  before  this  Grand 
Lodge,  in  the  various  proceedings  arising  out  of  it,  your  com- 
mittee have  given  it  carefhl  attention.  They  notified  the 
Lodges  interested  in  the  matter  to  appear  at  the  hearing. 
John  Abbot  Lodge,  which  first  rejected  the  petitioner,  was  not 
represented  by  its  present  ofilcers,  but  the  Master  of  the 
Lodge,  at  the  time  of  the  application,  appeared  and  favored 
the  petition.  Henry  Price  Lodge  appeared  by  two  of  its 
officers,  and  objected  on  the  general  ground  that  the  petitioner 
had  been  rejected  in  that  Lodge.     No  objection  was  made 

to  the  personal  character  of  the  petitioner,  nor  to  his  con- 

» 

duct  since  receiving  the  degrees. 

The  Masons  who  acted  as  the  advisers  of  the  petitioner 
at  the  time  he  received  the  degrees  committed  in  his  be- 
half various  Masonic  offences  not  necessary  now  to  men- 
tion. It  is  sufficient  to  say  that  they  have  all  been  severely 
punished  for  the  parts  they  severally  took  in  the  transaction. 
Tour  committee  are  satisfied  that  Seth  Winslow  himself  was 
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ignorant  of  the  wrongs  that  were  done  him  by  his  Mends ;  that 
he  did  not  know  that  any  offence  against  Masonic  law 
was  being  committed  on  his  account.  In  consequence  of  his 
misfortune  in  having  dishonest  advisers,  he  has  suffered  the 
penally  of  practical  suspension  since  the  Grand  Ix)dge  voted 
to  heal  him  in  1870. 

In  view,  therefore,  of  the  fact  that  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee of  the  Grand  Lodge,  on  September  14,  1870,  exonerated 
the  petitioner  from  any  intentional  wrong,  and  the  faw>rable 
action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  on  that  report,  and  considering 
also  the  commendable  patience  of  the  petitioner  since  the 
passage  of  that  vote,  your  committee  see  no  reason  for  reversing 
that  action  or  any  reason  for  farther  delay ;  they  therefore  re- 
commend that  the  petitioner,  Seth  Winslow,  be  formally  healed 

by  the  Grand  Lodge.

The    Committee  on  By-Laws  have  examined  the  amend- 
ments  submitted   by  Union  (Dorchester),  Mobnino   Stab, 
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Aurora,  Quinsigamond,  Greylook,  Norfolk,  Hampden,  and 
Jerusalem  Lodoes,  and  find  them  in  accord  with  the  Grand 
Constitutions  and  Masonic  usage,  and  recommend  their  ap- 
proval. The  amendments  submitted  by  BEXHAinr  Lodge  are 
not  accompanied  by  any  documents  or  vote  showing  that  they 
have  been  adopted  by  the  Lodge.  Pioneeb  Lodge  submitted 
an  amendment,  but  the  committee  were  unable  to  ascertain 
what  Section  of  Article  11.  the  amendment  applied  to.  Full 
codes  from  Rising  Star  and  Mount  Hebmon  Lodges  are  rec- 
ommended for  approval,  as  amended  by  the  committee.  The 
taU  codes  of  Saint  George  and  Mumford  River  Lodges, 
U.D.,  have  no  description  of  seal.  When  this  is  fhndshed, 
they  are  recommended  for  approval,  as  amended  by  the  com- 
mittee. The  committee  also  recommend  the  approval  of 
amendments  submitted  by  Baalbeo  Lodge,  as  changed  by  the 

committee.

COMMUNICATION  FEOM  B.W.  JOHN  T.  HEAKD,  IN  RELATION 
TO  THE  SEAL  OF  THE  GBAND  LODGE. 

4  LouiSBUBG  Squabb,  BosTOir,  March,  1878. 
To  iki  Grand  Matter  of  Mtuons  in  MatsaehuMettg :  — 

Most  Wobshipfttl,  —  In  1857,  at  the  Quarterly  Coxomani- 
cation  for  June  of  that  year,  the  seal  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  as 
it  IB  at  present,  was  adopted ;  and  that  which  had  been  in  use 
probably  about  a  century  and  quarter  was  thereby  superseded. 

The  change  seems  to  have  been  made  under  a  misapprehen- 
sion of  the  meaning  of  the  motto  on  the  old  seal, — Follow 
Reason.  The  committee  to  whom  the  matter  of  providing  a 
oew  seal  and  banner  had  been  referred,  after  speaking  of  the 
e&ced  condition  of  the  seal  then  in  use,  with  condemnation  of 
it  armorial  characteristics,  reported :  — 

"The  motto  was  in  still  worse  taste, '  Follow  Reason/  How 
this  came  to  be  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts 
our  best  Masonic  antiquary  cannot  determine.  It  has  no 
^edal  reference  to  the  principles  of  the  Order,  nor  to  that 
difliued  philanthropy  which  is  its  boast.  It  might  serve  for 
the  anarchists  of  the  French  Revolution,  but  not  for  us.'' 

It  is  apparent  that  the  old  seal  was  repudiated  by  the  com- 
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mittee  mainly  because  of  its  motto.  The  committee  was  in 
error  in  supposing  that  it  was  derived  from  the  doctrines  and 
sentiments  which  led  to  the  French  Revolution  in  the  latter 
years  of  the  last  century.  Its  origin  antedated  that  period  by 
centuries. 

''  Follow  Eeason"  is  a  literal  translation  of  the  French  words, 
'*  Suivez  Raison,"  the  motto  of  the  Viscounts  Montague ;  the 
sixth  of  whom  was  the  Grand  Master  of  England,  who,  in  1733, 
gave  Henry  Price  powers  to  organize  Freemasonry  on  this  con- 
tinent. The  fact  that  this  Grand  Lodge  adopted  the  translation 
of  the  motto  of  Montague  from  French  into  English  is  sufficient 
to  show  the  probability,  almost  certainty,  that  at  a  very  early 
day,  perhaps  in  1733,  the  motto  Follow  Reason  became  that  of 
the  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  of  which  Henry  Price  was  the 
head. 

In  his  address  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  on  the  27th  of  December, 
1871,  in  referring  to  the  motto  of  Suivez  i2aison.  Grand  Master 
Gardner  renders  it  into  English  as  Follow  Right.  According  to 
the  French  dictionaries  he  had  authority  for  doing  so.  A  more 
free  translation  might  give,  FoUow  in  the  pcUh  of  duiy. 

As  to  the  antiquity  of  the  French  motto  Suivez  Raison^  it  is 
traced  back  to  1554,  or  more  than  two  hundred  years  before  the 
French  Revolution  referred  to,  or  even  the  earlier  causes  which 
led  to  that  event. 

Cowdray  House,  in  Sussex  County,  England,  from  the 
close  of  the  fifteenth  century  to  1793,  when  it  was  destroyed 
by  fire,  was  the  residence  of  the  Viscounts  Montague.  The 
ruins  of  the  edifice  denote  that  they  are  the  remains  of  what  was 
grand  and  imposing.  Over  what  appears  to  have  been  the 
principal  entrance  to  the  court-yard,  cut  in  stone,  are 
the  words,  "SVYVEZ  RAYSON,"  and  were  without  doubt 
carved  at  the  time  the  building  was  erected.     This  fact  alone 
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sets  aside  the  supposition  that  our  old  motto  was  d6riyed*fh>iii 
anorcliical  sentiments  belonging  to  the  reign  of  terror  and 
license  existing  in  France  during  the  closing  period  of  the 
ei^teenth  century. 

As  late  as  1767,  from  the  earliest  time,  the  Viscounts  Mon- 
tague were  Roman  Catholics ;  would  they  have  maintained  a 
motto  expressive  of  the  sentiment  which  the  committee  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  attached  to  it? 

I  trust  that  the  Grand  Lodge  will  inquire  into  the  matter 
which  I  have  presented,  and  if,  in  its  Judgment,  the  evidence 
warrants  it,  restore  the  old  seal  with  the  old  motto. 

I  think  it  will  not  be  out  of  place  to  state  in  this  <3onnection 
that  the  banner  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  previous  to  1857,  was  in 
size  about  three  feet  by  two  and  a  half  feet  The  material  of 
which  it  was  made  was  purple  silk ;  its  border  was  a  fringe  of 
yellow  silk ;  in  its  centre  were  the  arms  and  motto  of  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

The  banner  used  after  1857  was  much  more  costly  than  the 
other.  It  was  larger.  Its  material  was  blue  silk  and  its  bor- 
der gold  Mnge.  The  new  arms  and  motto  were  painted  on  its 
centre. 

Both  of  these  banners  were  consumed  by  the  fire  of  1864, 
when  so  many  things  which  we  cherished  were  turned  into 
ashes. 

I  am  not  unfriendly  to  changes  in  the  laws,  customs,  and 
habits  of  general  society,  and  am  disposed  to  yield  to  them 
without  much  scrutiny  if  they  promise  good ;  but  in  Masonic 
niatters  I  am  more  scrupulous,  and  would  allow  no  change 
in  them,  whatever,  that  was  not  called  for  by  the  most  urgent 
necessity.  The  sweeping  act  by  which  our  old  seal  was  made 
to  give  way  to  the  new,  took  from  us  an  emblem  which  had 
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been* dear  to  several  generations  of  oar  Brethren  in  Massa- 
chusetts.

which  card  shall  be  sent  to  the  W.M.,  and  receiye  his  approval, 
before  snch  visitor  shall  be  admitted. 

The  Recording  Grand  Secretary  reported  that 
the  Grand  Master,  Grand  Treasurer,  and  Grand 
Marshal  were  detained  from  this  Communication  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  by  illness. 

No  further  business  appearing,  the  Grand  Lodge 
was  closed  in  dub  fobm  at  twenty-five  minutes 
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past  three  o'clock,  P.M.,  with  prayer  by  R.W.  Rev. 
Charles  H.  Titus,  and  smging  the  following

A  QUARTERLY  Communication  op  the 
Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodgb  op  the 
Commonwealth  op  Massachusetts  was  held 
at  the  Masonic  Temple,  in  the  city  of  Boston, 
on  Wednesday,  the  twelfth  day  of  June,  A.L. 
6878,  A.D.  1878. 
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R.W.  William  C.  Maxwell  .    .    .  D.D.G.  Master,  Dist.  No.    5. 
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The  Grand  Lodge  was  opened  in  Ample  Form 
at  two  o'clock,  P.M,,  with  prayer  by  W.  and  Rev. 
Alonzo  H.  Quint,  D.D.,  Grand  Chaplain,  and 
singing. 

The  Grand  Master  sta[ted  that,  in  consequence  of 
the  illness  of  the  Recording  Grand  Secretary,  he 
had,  previously  to  the  assembling  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  appointed  R.W.  Tracy  P.  Cheever  as  Re- 
cording Grand  Secretary  2>^o  tern,  for  the  day,  in 
order  that  he  might  assist  in  the  preparation  of  the 
busmess  of  the  Communication,  as  well  as  act  at  the 
Communication  itself ;  that  the  Grand  Lodge  had 
the  right,  however,  to  elect  a  Recording  Grand 
Secretary  pro  tem.y  in  which  case  the  Brother  ap- 
pointed^ by  him  would  cease  to  act.  The  Grand 
Master  then  administered  the  Masonic  obligation 
to  the  Grand  Secretary  pro  tern.,  and  no  disposition 
being  shown  on  the  part  of  the  Grand  Lodge  or  any 
of  its  members  to  proceed  to  the  election  of  a 
Grrand  Secretary jpro  tern.,  the  Grand  Master  pro- 
ceeded with  the  business  of  the  Communication. 
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The  record  of  the  Quarterly  Communication  in 
March  last  was  approved  without  reading,  the  same 
having  been  distributed  among  the  members  in 
printed  form. 

The  records  of  the  Special  Communications,  of 
April  16, 1878,  at  Brockton,  for  the  purpose  of  con-

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  HEALING  ON  THE  PETITION 

OF  CHARLES  H.  EATON. 

Grand  Lodge  op  Massaghusbtts,  Juno  12,  1878. 
The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  for  formal 
healing  of  Charles  H.  Eaton  have  attended  to  the  duty  assigned 
them,  and  respectfully  submit  the  following  report :  — 
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At  ihe  bearing  before  the  committee,  the  following  facts  were 
presented :  — 

Mr.  Eaton  applied  for  and  received  the  degrees  in  Masonry  f^om 
St.  Paul's  Lodge,  South  Boston,  November  2,  1869.  In  his  ap- 
plication he  stated  that  he  had  before  applied ;  that  his  residence 
was  Old  Harbor  street,  which  yoar  committee  were  informed 
was  in  Boston ;  that  before  applying  to  St.  PauFs  Lodge,  Mr. 
Eaton  had  applied  for  the  degrees  to  Harmony  Lodge,  No.  38, 
Hillshbro',  N.H.,  and  was  rejected ;  that  he  was  recommended 
to  St.  Paul's  Lodge  by  a  paper  signed  by  the  W.M.,  S.W.,  Sec, 
S.  and  J.D.,  and  five  other  members  of  Harmony  Lodge ;  that 
he  was  at  the  time  he  applied  to  Harmony  Lodge  a  citizen  of 
Antrim,  N.H. ;  that  he  has  ever  since  retained  his  citizenship 
in  that  town,  and  has  never  become  a  citizen  of  Massachusetts ; 
that  no  application  was  made  to  the  M.W.  Grand  Master  of 
l^ew  Hampshire  for  his  approval  or  assent  to  St.  Paul's  Lodge 
conferring  the  degrees. 

Upon  these  facts  it  seems  apparent  to  your  committee  that 
Mr.  Eaton  is  still  under  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  M.W.  Grand 
Lodge  of  New  Hampshire,  and  that  it  would  be  an  act  of  dis- 
courtesy, to  say  the  least,  for  this  Grand  Lodge  to  grant  the 
prayer  of  his  petition,  without  calling  the  attention  of  the  M.W. 
Grand  Lodge  of  New  Hampshire  to  the  facts  in  his  case. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  whole  subject 
be  referred  to  the  M.W.  Grand  Master  for  such  action  as  he 
may  deem  advisable.

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  addition  to  the  Mis> 
cellaneous  Regulations  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  proposed  at  the 
Quarterly  Communication  in  March  last,  have  duly  considered 
the  subject  and  beg  leave  to  report. 

The  proposed  regulation  is  as  follows:  "All  persons  who 
have  received  only  the  degrees  of  E.A.  and  F.C,,  seeking 
admittance  to  a  Lodge,  shall  furnish  the  Tyler  with  a  card 
stating  their  name,  the  degree  of  Masonry  to  which  they  have 
attained,  and  the  Lodge  by  which  conferred,  which  card  shall 
be  sent  to  the  W.M.,  and  receive  his  approval  before  such 
visitor  shall  be  admitted."  * 
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Waiving  any  criticism  upon  the  form  of  the  amendment,  the 
committee  feel  constrained  to  object  to  its  substance.  It  pro- 
poses to  deal  with  a  matter  of  detail  which  is  within  the  province 
of  the  Master,  and  should  be  left  to  his  discretion.  It  is  in  the 
power  of  any  Master  to  make  such  a  rale  for  his  own  Lodge  if 
he  thinks  it  expedient ;  but  your  committee  cannot  recommend 

that  it  be  made  absolute  and  universal.     Such  action  would 

« 

seem  to  be  an  unnecessary  interference  with  the  government  of 
Lodges  and  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masters,  and  would 
swell  oar  printed  rules  and  regulations  to  no  purpose. 

Your  committee  are,  therefore,  of  opinion  that  the  proposed 
amendment  ought  not  to  pass.

BEFORE  THE   COMMISSIONERS  OF   TRIALS, 

Erastus  Stebbins,  Complainant,  v8,  C.  M.  Ejbndall. 

This  complaint  charged  the  respondent,  a  member  of 
Chicopee  Lodge,  with  the  crime  of  adultery,  alleged  in  five  speci- 
fications, covering  da^'s  between  May  15  and  June  16,  1877,  at 
Chicopee.  Prior  to  the  filing  of  the  complaint,  the  respondent, 
while  retaining  his  membership  in  Chicopee  Lodge,  had  removed 
his  residence  to  New  Haven,  Conn.,  and,  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Constitutions,  was  entitled  to  sixty  days'  notice  of  the  pen- 
dency of  the  charges.  Ser>'lce  having  being  duly  made,  and  the 
return  thereof  having  been  made  in  accordance  with  the  regu- 
lations of  the  Commissioners,  the  complaint  came  on  for  a 
hearing,  in  the  absence  of  the  respondent,  who  was  defaulted. 

Upon  the  testimony,  it  appeared ,  that  the  respondent  had 
formerly  occupied  a  prominent  position  in  the  community  in 
which  he  lived.  It  also  appeared,  with  great  clearness  and 
beyond  any  reasonable  doubt,  that  he  committed  the  acts 
charged  against  him  in  the  several  specifications  of  the  com- 
plaint, in  manner  and  form  as  therein  alleged.  He  was  accord- 
ingly adjudged  guiHy^  and  sentenced  to  expulsion  from  the 
rights  and  benefits  of  Masonry.

Charles  A.  Cole,  Complainant,  vb.  Sheldon  C.  Clark. 

This  Tras  a  complaint  charging  the  respondent  with  unmasonic 
conduct,  according  to  the  following  specification,  viz. :  ^^  That 
said  Sheldon  C.  Clark,  on  tlie  1st  day  of  January,  A.D.  1878, 
at  Boston,  in  said  Commonwealth,  he  being  then  in* arrears  to 
said  Lodge  (Satuit  Lodge,  in  the  town  of  Scituate)  in  the 
Bum  of  five  dollars,  did,  with  the  intent  to  defraud  the  said 
Lodge  of  the  said  sum  as  dues,  falsely  pretend  that  he  could 
not  give  his  support  to  the  Institution  of  Freemasonry,  because 
Bald  Institution  is  narrow  in  its  brotherhood,  antiquated  in  its 
nligioas  principles,  and  barren  of  moral  results  in  the  world ; 
and  refused  and  still  reftises  and  neglects  to  pay  the  said  dues 
or  any  part  thereof." 

The  first  question  arising  under  this  complaint  is,  whether  the 
^^  charged,  if  properly  substantiated  in  evidence,  constitute  a 
Masonic  offence  in  this  Commonwealth.  During  the  progress  of 
the  great  persecution  of  the  Masonic  Fraternity,  which  had  its 
origin  in  the  so-caUed  Morgan  troubles,  and  which  raged  with 
gi^ter  or  less  violence  for  about  fifteen  years,  the  attention  of 
this  Grand  Lodge  was  often  directed  to  the  withdrawal  ft*om  the 
Fraternity  of  many  who,  influenced  by  fear  of  social  or  political 
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consequences,  b}^  the  hopes  which  an  apostasy  from  a  tempo- 
rarily unpopular  Institution  might  Inspire,  or  by  the  still  lower 
motives  of  personal  cowardice  or  indifference,  abandoned  their 
once  cherished  principles  and  proved  false  to  their  most  solemn 
vows.  How  to  deal  with  these  deserters,  who  chose  for  the 
time  of  their  exit  •  the  day  of  our  affliction  and  misfortune, 
was  the  problem  presented  to  our  predecessors  of  the  last 
generation.  Nothing  could  be  clearer  to  their  apprehension 
than  that  the  obligations  of  Masonry,  voluntarily  assumed  by 
the  initiate,  are  of  permanent  and  abiding  force.  The  ancient 
maxiJCL  of  the  Craft,  '*  Once  a  Mason,  alwaj's  a  Mason,"  is  only  a 
terse  expression  of  the  truth  that  the  obligations,  as  well  as  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry,  when  once  assumed  or  ac^ 
quired,  remain  with  the  individual  and  become,  indeed,  almost  a 
part  of  his  personality.  And  though  by  misconduct  he  may 
forfeit  what  to  him  may  be  the  advantageous  part  of  the  rela- 
tion, to  wit,  its  rights  and  privileges,  yet  he  can  never  divest 
himself  of  the  responsibilities,  especially  the  moral  responsi- 
bilities, which  have  attached  to  that  relation,  during  his  own  life 
and  the  life  of  the  Institution.  But,  although  this  was  the  con- 
clusion of  our  predecessors,  the  exigencies  of  the  period  seemed 
to  require  them  to  hold  that  a  renouncing  Mason  might  be  per- 
mitted, if  he  no  longer  felt  an  interest  in  our  Institution,  to 
absent  himself  from  the  meetings  of  his  Lodge,  to  abstain  f^gm 
any  public  or  practical  identiOcation  with  the  Fraternity,  and  in 
fact  to  withdraw  from  it,  quietly  and  without  ostentation,  sub- 
ject alwaj's  to  the  continuance  of  his  responsibility  to  all  the 
moral  requirements  and  obligations  of  Masonr3^  Inasmuch  as 
he  had  won  from  the  Institution  its  secrets,  its  ritual,  and  its 
symbolism,  of  which  he  could  not  be  dispossessed  in  case  of 
withdrawal,  the  Institution  was  entitled,  on  its  part,  to  hold  him 
to  all  his  moral  duties,  ajs  a  reasonable  offset.    Accordingly  we 
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find  in  the  works  of  our  late  accomplished  and  eminent  Brother, 
R.W.  Charles  W.  Moore,  the  enunciation  of  the  doctrine  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  in  such  cases,  in  this  form  :  — 

*^A  renouncing  Mason  is,  nevertheless,  a  Mason.  If  he 
breaks  his  Masonic  obligations  he  may  be  dealt  with  as  other 
Masons.  Non-attendance  at  Lodge  meetings  will  not  justify  ex- 
pulsion, and  this  is  the  onl}'  offence  he  commits  in  quietly  with- 
drawing from  the  Institution."' 

Throughout  the  dark  daj^s  of  Masonry  in  this  Commonwealth, 
the  Grand  LAlge  seems  thus  to  have  dealt  practically  with  this 
subject  of  renunciation.  If  the  renouncer  withdrew  without 
noise  and  observation,  it  recognized  his  right  of  withdrawal, 
and  simpl}^  held  him  thereafter  to  his  general  Masonic  obli- 
gations ;  and  it  may  be  assumed  that  this  is  the  settled  law  of 
this  jurisdiction.  To  maintain  a  contrary  doctrine  would  be 
diflScult,  if  not  impossible,  in  practice. 

The  complaint,  in  the  present  case,  does  not^  however,  proceed 
against  the  respondent  by  reason  of  a  withdrawal  or  a  renun- 
ciation.  On  the  contrary,  it  involves  the  proposition  that  he  has 
not  withdrawn  and  has  tiot  renounced,  but  has  falsely  and 
fraudulently  pretended  to  renounce  the  principles  of  Masonry, 
to  evade  the  performance  of  one  of  its  most  simple  duties,  the 
pa}*iDent  of  Lodge  dues.  While  a  sincere  renunciation,  a  with- 
drawal from  the  Fraternity  from  an  honest  change  of  opinion 
regarding  its  principles,  or  its  moral  value  or  importance,  may 
properly  be  treated  by  the  Grand  Lodge  and  by  the  whole 
Fraternity  in  the  manner  already  indicated,  a /a^e  renunciation, 
^pretended  change  of  opinioi)^  concerning  Masonr3%  set  up  by  a 
Mason  simply  to  evade  a  clear  duty  of  Masonry,  can  by  no 
means  be  thus  treated.    Such  an  act  is  as  clear  a  Masonic 
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offence  as  thongh  it  had  been  specially  designated  as  such  in  the 
Constitutions  or  edicts  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  If  it  were 
tolerated  or  could  be  committed  with  impunity,  the  very  ex- 
istence of  the  Fraternity  would  be  impossible,  and  although  the 
question  in  form  is  perhaps  a  new  one  in  .this  jurisdiction, 
because  the  offence  is  one  not  likely  to  be  committed,  the  Com- 
missioners desire  to  express  their  convictions,  in. respect  to  the 
law  affecting  it,  with  emphasis.  Surely  if  conduct  like  that 
charged  in  the  specification  of  this  complaint  be  held  to  be  no 
offence  against  Masonry,  thoughtful  Masons  wlU  be  likely  to 
regard  the  post  of  honor  and  of  safety  as  upon  the  outside 
rather  than  the  inside  of  our  Fraternity,  and  renfmndiig  Masons 
would  soon  outnumber  the  adherents. 

Under  the  present  complaint  the  respondent,  a  member  of 
Satuit  Lodge,  was  duly  summoned  to  appear  and  answer  the 
charge  preferred  against  him.  The  service  and  the  return  thereof 
were  in  conformity  to  the  Constitutions  and  the  regulations  of 
the  Commissioners.  The  respondent  did  not  appear,  but  sent  a 
letter  to  the  President  of  the  Commissioners,  excusing  himself 
from  attendance  to  answer  the  charge.  Upon  the  testimony  it 
appeared  that  the  respondent  was  a  clerg}'man,  settled  in  the 
town  of  Scituate,  who  had  taken  the  first  degree  in  Masonry  in 
a  Lodge  in  Iowa.  He  expressed  a  strong  desire  and  took  great 
pains  to  receive  the  second  and  third  degrees  in  Satuit  Lodge. 
His  desire  was  favorably  responded  to  by  the  Brethren  of  that 
Lodge,  who  conferred  upon  him  those  degrees  without  the 
usual  fees.  In  fact  he  did  not  pay  for  the  degrees,  for  his 
diploma,  or  the  fee  for  membership  in  the  Lodge.  Upon  his 
reception  as  a  member,  and  until  his  removal  from  the  town,  in 
May,  1877,  he  acted  as  Chaplain  of  the  Lodge.  During  the 
entire  term  of  his  restdence  in  Scituate,  after  he  became  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Lodge,  he  was  in  the  habit  of  conversing  frankly  and

openly  with  the  W.M.,  Wardens,  and  other  ofl3cers  and  mem- 
hers,  in  regard  to  the  general  subject  of  Masonry,  its  principles, 
and  the  moral  force  and  beaotj  of  its  ritual.  In  all  these  con- 
Tersations,  and  in  his  professional  services  in  the  Lodge,  he 
appeared  to  hold  the  Fraternity  in  very  high  esteem,  and  to 
regard  its  principles  as  solid  and  valaable.  Up  to  the  date  of 
hi8  removal  from  Scituate  he  was  never  heard  to  have  spoken 
otherwise  than  favorably  of  the  Institution,  and  the  first  intima- 
tion of  hostile  sentiment  on  his  part  was  in  the  form  of  a  letter 
Bent  by  hin^^to  the  Secretary  of  the  Lodge,  in  reply  to  one 
demanding  the  payment  of  dues  which  were  in  arrears.  This 
letter,  which  forms  a  part  of  the  record,  marked  A,  contained  the 
language  of  renunciation  alleged  in  the  specification,  and  came 
like  a  shock  upon  the  members  of  the  Lodge.  It  was  followed 
by  another  letter,  marked  B,  which  disclosed  a  different  reason 
for  the  non-payment  of  his  dues,  and  which  seems  to  have  fhlly 
satisfied  the  members  of  the  respondents  want  of  good  faith  and 
evasive  intent  in  the  matter.  The  well-known  and  often  ex- 
pressed sentiments  of*  the  respondent  concerning  Masonry,  the 
absence  of  any  unpleasant  or  unfavorable  feeling  toward  him  by 
the  Lodge,  his  anxiety  in  regard  to  receiving  the  degrees  and 
the  liberality  of  the  Lodge  in  these  respects  toward  him,  the 
letters  before  referred  to,  —  all  the  circumstances  of  his  connec- 
tion as  a  member,  and  the  absence  of  any  fact,  circamstance,  or 
feeling  which  could  account  for  so  sudden  a  conversion,  or  for  any 
honest  renunciation  of  Masonry, —  sufiiced  to  make  the  inference 
of  fraud  and  evasion,  as  claimed  in  the  specification,  almost  irre- 
sistible. The  respondent,  in  whose  power  alone  it  lay,  by  his 
appearance  at  the  hearing  and  the  offer  of  his  own  testimony, 
U>  verify  the  sincerity  of  his  opinions  and  to  negative  entirely 
the  accusation  of  falsehood  and  fraud,  did  not  think  it 
worth  while  thus  to  appear.      Upon  the  whole  evidence  the 
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Commissioners  adjudged   the  respondent  to  be  guilty  of   the 

charge  and  accusation,  and,  in  consideration  of  his  offence, 

he  is  sentenced  to  be  suspended  indefinitely  from  the  rights  and 

privileges  of  Masonry.

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  finding  and 
sentence  approved,  whereby  Sheldon  C.  Clark,  of 
Satuit  Lodge,  Scituate,  was  indefinitely  suspended 
from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Freemasonry. 

The  following  proposed  Amendments  to  the 
Grand  Constitutions  were  •presented  by  R.W. 
Sereno  D.  Nickerson,  and  were  referred  to  the

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The  Grand  Lodge  assembled  in  a  commodious 
apartment  of  the  Railroad  Station  at  Worcester, 
and  was  opened  in  Ample  Fobm  at  five  minutes 
past  ten  o^clock,  A.M.  The  Grand  Master  appointed 
R.W.  Tracy  P.  Cheever  as  Recording  Grand  Sec- 
retary for  the  day,  and  administered  to  him  the 
official  obligation.  At  fifteen  minutes  past  ten 
o'clock  the  Brethren  of  the  Grand  Lodge  were  con- 
ducted to  carriages  by  the  Grand  Marshal,  the  rear 
carriage  being  occupied  by  the  Grand  Master,  the 
Deputy  Grand  Master,  and  the  Grand  Wardens. 
A  procession  was  then  formed,  in  which  were  m- 
cluded  the  Hon.  Benj.  F.  Thomas  and  family,  with 
other  surviving  relatives  of  Past  Grand  Master 
Thomas,  Hon.  Geo.  F.  Hoar,  Senator,  and  the  Hon. 
W.  W.  Rice,  Representative  in  Congress,  His 
Honor,  Bro.  Charles  B.  Pratt,  Mayor  of  the  City 
of  Worcester,  the  members  of  the  City  Council, 
and  of  the  departments  of  the  City  Government, 
the  Antiquarian  Society,  members  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Charitable  Mechanic  .Association,  the 
Franklin  Typographical  Society,  and  other  civic 
associations,  together  with  many  invited  guests  of 
distinction.  The  civic  portion  of  the  procession 
was  preceded  by  Morning  Star  Lodge  of  Worces- 
ter, of  which  Isaiah  Thomas  was  the  first  Worship- 
ful   Master,   under    the    following    officers,    viz.:

Island,  and  the  representatives  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  RA.  Masons  of  Massachusetts,  M.E. 
Alfred  A.  Chapman,  P.G.H.P.,  and  E.  Zephaniah 
Thomas,  Jr.,  Grand  Secretary.  To  these  suc- 
ceeded the  M. W.  Grand  Master  and  the  Officers 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  column  being  under  the 
escort  of  the  Worcester  County  Commandery  of 
Knights  Templars,  Eminent  Sir  David  F.  Parker, 
Commander,  numbering  one  hundred  and  seven 
Sir  Knights,  and  accompanied  by  the  Worcester 
Brass  Band.

The  procession  began  to  move  at  10.46  o'clock, 
and  after  a  short  march  arrived  at  Mechanic  Hall, 
where  the  various  Masonic  and  other  bodies  were 
gathered.  The  Grand  Officers  were  furnished 
with  eligible  seats  directly  in  front  of  the  platform, 
upon  which  were  seated  the  Mayor,  City  Com- 
mittee, officers  of  various  organizations,  and  the 
invited  f  uests  of  distinction.  After  appropriate 
music,  which  was  admirably  rendered  by  the  Ma- 
sonic Chorus,  under  the  direction  of  Bro.  E.  S. 
Nason,  prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  Edward  H. 
Hall,  Pastor  of  the  First  Unitarian  Church,  of 
which  Past  Grand  Master  Thomas  was  a  member. 
His  Honor  Mayor  Pratt,  after  a  preliminary  ad- 
dress, introduced  to  the  audience  the  several 
speakers,  viz. :  Hon.  Stephen  Salisbury,  President 
of  the  American  Antiquarian  Society,  Hon.  John 
D.  Baldwin,  Editor  of  the  **  Worcester  Spy,"  Mr. 
H.  O.  Houghton,  of  the  Riverside  Press,  R.W. 
Marshall  P.  Wilder,  President  of  the  N.E.  Gene- 
alogical Society,  and  Hon.  Bro.  Charles  W.  Slack, 
of  the  Boston  *^  Commonwealth.''  The  speakers 
severally  dwelt  upon  the  virtues  and  characteristics 
of  the  illustrious  departed,  giving  emphasis  to  his 
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courage,  enthusiasm,  and  generosity  in  the  pur- 
suit of  the  special  aims  and  objects  represented  by 
the  societies  of  which  he  was  so  distinguished 
and  worthy  a  member,  and  to  each  of  which  he 
gave  the  best  energies  of  a  life  which  will  ever  be 
marked  n  the  history  of  Worcester,  and  of  the 
Commonwealth,  as  a  type  of  our  highest  Massa- 
chusetts manhood,  —  one  of  the  noblest  growths  of 
Ifew  England  civilization. 

At  the  close  of  the  exercises  in  Mechanic  Hall, 
the  procession  was  reformed  in  the  same  order,  and, 
under  the  same  escort,  marched  through  Main 
street  to  Rural  Cemetery,  where  the  ceremonies 
of  our  ritual,  appropriate  to  such  an  occasion,  were 
appropriately  apd  mpressively  performed. 

Arriving  at  the  family  tomb  the  Brethren  formed 
in  front,  the  Grand  Master,  Acting  Grand  Chap- 
lam,  and  other  Grand  Officers  in  the  centre,  sup- 
ported by  the  Masonic  bodies,  and  the  relatives  of 
the  decease!,  civic  officials,  and  citizens  at  the 
foot.

ADDRESS  TO  THE  BRETHREN  BY  THE  GRAND  MASTER. 

Brethren  :  —  We  have  met  to  deposit  in  this  beautif^il 
resting-place  of  the  dead,  this  silent  human  habitation,  what 
remains  of  the  mortal  frame  of  one  of  the  most  remarkable 
of  our  Grand  Masters.  Members  of  the  societies  with  which 
he  was  honorably  connected,  and  of  the  occupations  which  he 
followed  during  his  life,  have  to-day  very  impressively  com- 
memorated his  important  services  to  his  country  as  a  printer 
and  publisher,  as  a  writer,  as  an  antiquary,  as  a  patriot.  This 
city,  which  he  selected  for  his  residence,  has,  through  its  officers 
and  citizens,  borne  witness  to  the  good  influence  which  he 
exerted  as  a  public-spirited  member  of  its  community,  as  a 
generous  and  liberal-hearted  man,  who  waited  not  till  death  to 
dispense  his  charities,  but  willingly  diminished  during  his  life, 
for  the  public  advantage,  the  wealth  which  he  had  accumulated 
by  his  own  industry  and  ability.  It  remains  for  us,  with  whom 
he  is  united  by  the  sacred  tie  of  the  Masonic  Brotherhood,  to 
show  our  respect  for  him  as  a  man  and  a  Mason,  our  grateful 
recollection  of  the  services  which  he  rendered  us,  and  of  the 
courage  with  which  he  supported  our  Institution  in  ^  its  day  of 
trouble,  by  performing  around  this  spot  our  solemn  ceremonies, 
and  thus  to  offer  to  his  memory  before  the  world  the  tribute  of 
our  Fraternal  affection. 

Brother  Tbomas  was  Master  of  Morning  Star  Lodge  of  this 
city  in  1793,  1794,  1797,  1799,  1801,  and  1802,  and  was  Grand 
Master  of  Masons  in  Massachusetts  in  the  M&sonic  years  com- 
mencing Dec.  27,  1802,  Dec.  12,  1803,  and  Dec.  10,  1804. 

The  distinguished  lawj^er  and  advocate,  Timothy  Bigelow, 
was  the  first  of  these  years  Junior  Grand  Warden  of  the  Grand 
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Lodge,  and  the  two  latter  years  Senior  Grand  Warden,  and 
socceeded  him  as  Grand  Master.  After  Brother  Bigelow  had 
served  three  years  Brother  Thomas  was  again  elected  Grand 
Master,  and  served  one  year ;  and  I  find  that  during  the  four 
years  in  which  he  acted  as  Grand  Master,  his  friend  and  fellow- 
antiqaary,  Thaddeus  M.  Harris,  was  the  Corresponding  Grand 
Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge ;  Benjamin  Russell,  a  fellow- 
printer  and  publisher,  with  whom  he  had  also  many  other  points 
of  sympathy,  was  a  member  of  the  Grand  Lodge  ;  and  during  a 
part  of  the  time  the  excellent  and  venerable  Dr.  Ripley,  of 
Concord,  as  well  as  many  others  almost  equally  well  known 
for  their  integrity  and  purity  of  character,  were  also  members. 
Brother  Thomas  had  previously  to  this,  in  1792,  written, 
printed,  and  published,  in  quarto,  a  history  of  Masonry,  with 
the  Constitutions  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  a  second  edition  of 
which  was  afterwards  edited  by  his  friend.  Dr.  Harris. 

Bat  this  is  an  occasion  on  which  we  can  but  briefly  allude  to 
his  services  to  our  Fraternity.  When,  after  an  active  and  well- 
spent  life,  profitable  alike  to  himself  and  the  community  in  which 
he  lived,  at  the  ripe  age  of  eighty-two  and  in  the  yea,r  1831,  his 
spirit  was  about  to  appear  before  the  Grand  Master  of  the 
Universe,  he  bore  testimony  in  his  characteristic  manner  to  the 
excellence  of  the  principles  of  our  Fraternity;  and  I  do  not 
know  that  I  can  do  better  and  show  more  clearly  the  estimation 
in  which  he  was  then  held  by^  the  Masonic  Fraternity  than  to 
read  to  you  one  of  the  resolutions  which  his  Brethren  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  passed  at  the  time :  — 

^^Besolvedy  4th,  That  in  accepting  the  legacy  bequeathed  to 
US  by  our  late  Past  Grand  Master  Thomas,  and  in  taking 
charge  of  the  Masonic  Records  which  he  has  committed  to  our 
care,  we  renewedly  pledge  ourselves  to  sustain  and  extend,  so 
far  as  in  our  power,  the  principles  and  forms  of  the  Masonic 
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Institution,  —  an  Institution  which  we  know  to  be  useful  to  its 
members  and  to  the  world,  and  which  for  many  years  enjoyed 
the  active  support  and  has  now  received  the  d^nng  blessing  of 
that  patriotic  and  distinguished  citizen  and  Mason." 

Brethren,  the  life  of  Isaiah  Thomas,   with  its  hard    and 
laborious  commencement,  its  subsequent  useful  and  prosperous 
course,  and  its  happy  ending,  is  full  of  instruction  and  en- 
couragement.    It  shows  us  how  the  very  difficulties,  through 
which  the  young  man  may  have  to  work  his  laborious  path,  may 
tend  to  strengthen  the  mind  and  form  the  character,  may  pro- 
mote that  sympathy  with  all  classes  of  men,  which,  if  united 
with  natural  good  qualities,  will  make  him  a  sympathizer  and 
assistant  to  others  in  their  hardships  and  difficulties,  and  give 
him  a  sufficient  knowledge  of  the  world  to  properly  direct  and 
govern  that  sympathy.    But  the  qualities  I  most  respect  and 
love  in  the  character  of  our  Brother,  as  portrayed  in  the  re- 
marks to  which  I  have  listened  to-day,  and  in  the  sketches  of 
his  life  which  I  have  read,  are  the  Truth,  Frankness,  Independ- 
ence of  Thought  and  Language,  which  always  seem  to  have 
characterized  him, — qualities,  I  think,  in  some  degree  exhibited 
in  his  portrait  in  our  Lodge-room  in  Boston,  if  one  attentively 
examines  it.     It  has  been  written  of  him,  by  one  who  has  a 
natural  right  to  resemble  him  in  these  very  qualities,  that  such 
men,  as  far  as  public  offices  are  concerned,  are  apt  to  find  the 
post  of  honor  in  a  private  station.    This  meeting  of  Brother 
Thomas's  fellow-citizens  to  do  him  honor  nearly  fifty  years  after 
his  death ;  the  sentiments  uttered  this  day  in  behalf  of  so  many 
different  bodies  of  men ;  the  filial  respect  and  admiration  with 
which  we,  his  brother  Masons,  now  assemble  around  his  grave 
and  perform  our  ceremonial  rites,  —  quietly  but  decisively  bear 
witness  that  without  public  station  a  good,  upright,  and  able 
man  may  do  great  good  to  the  community  in  which  he  lives ; 
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may  ezecate  a  great  influence  there,  secure  the  permanent  re- 
gard of  his  fellow-citizens,  and  leave  a  reputation  of  which  his 
children's  children,  however  distinguished,  may  be  proud. 

Knowing,  then,  what  the  character  of  our  departed  Brother 
was,  we  deposit  these  remains  in  this  place  of  interment,  with- 
out tears,  without  sadness,  in  the  full  confidence  that,  — 

"  There  is  DO  death !  What  seems  so  is  transition. 
This  life  of  mortal  breath 
Is  but  a  subarb  of  the  Life  Elysian, 
Whoae  porial  we  call  death."

The  tomb  was  then  closed,  and  all  that  was 
mortal  of  our  illustrious  Past  Grand  Master  was 
forever  hidden  from  human  sight. 

At  the  close  of  these  solemn  services  the 
officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  repaired  in  carriages 
to  theu^  apartments  in  the  railroad  station,  where 
the  Grand  Lodge  was  closed  at  ten  minutes 
before  three  o'clock,  P.  M.,  in  Ample  Fokm. 

Subsequently  the  Grand  Officers  were  con- 
ducted to  Masonic  Hall  and  enjoyed  a  sumptuous 
coDation  which  had  been  provided  by  the  Brethren 
of  Worcester.  At  the  close  of  the  banquet  the 
Grand  Master  accepted  for  himself  and  his  asso- 
ciate officers  the  hospitable  invitation  of  E.  Sir 
David  F.  Parker,  Commander  of  the  Worcester 
County  Commandery  of  Knight  Templars,  to  visit 
Us  mansion  and  receive  his  cordial  and  fraternal 
welcome.  Accordingly,  under  escort  of  the  Com- 
mandery, the  Grand  Officers  were  conducted  to 
the  pleasant  home  of  the  Knightly  Brother,  where 
the  Grand  Master  was  Mndly  received  and  wel- 
comed by  His  Honor,  Brother  Pratt,  Mayor  of 
Worcester,  in  behalf  of  the  city,  and  where 
several  hours  were  spent  in  familiar  and  social 
intercourse   with    the    Brethren    and    citizens   of 
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Worcester.  The  Mnd  hospitality  of  the  host, 
the  excellent  music  of  the  Worcester  band,  the 
admirable  speeches  of  the  Grand  Master,  the 
Deputy  Grand  Master,  the  R.E.  Grand  Com- 
mander, and  other  Brethren,  and  the  gracious 
smiles  of  the  ladies,  formed  a  fitting  conclusion 
to  the  exercises  of  this  memorable  anniversary  of 
our  Patron,  Satnt  John  the  Baptist.

May  the  Supreme  Ruler  of  the  World  preserve  this  people  in 
peace,  and*  grant  to  them  the  enjoyment  of  every  blessing. 

The  Acting  Gralid  Chaplain  pronounced  the

The  Deputy  Grand  Master  presented  the  Square, 
Level,  and  Plumb  to  the  Architect,  and  said :  — 

To  yoa,  Brother  Architect,  are  confided  the  implements  of 
operative  Masonry,  with  the  fullest  confidence  that  by  your 
8kill  and  taste  a  fabric  will  arise  which  shall  add  new  lustre  to 
^is  town.  May  it  be  blessed  with  Wisdom  in  the  plan, 
Strength  in  the  execution,  Beauty  in  the  adornment ;  and  ma}^ 
the  Sun  of  Righteousness  enlighten  those  who  build,  the 
people  who  give,  and  the  authorities  under  whose  care  this 
strnctare  shall  arise. 

By  order  of  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  the  Grand 
Marshal  read  the  following  proclamation :  — 

In  the  name  of  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  I  now  proclaim  that  the 
comer-stone  of  the  structure  to  be  here  erected  has  this  day 
been  found  square,  level,  and  plumb,  true  and  trusty,  and  laid 
according  to  the  ancient  forms  of  Masons.  This  proclamation 
is  made  from  the  East,  the  West,  the  South.  Once  (Trum- 
pet), Twice  (Trumpet  twice).  Thrice  (Trumpet  thrice).

ADDRESS  OP   B.W.  ABRAHAM   H.   HOWLAND,  JR.,   DEPUTY 

GRAND    MASTER. 

JTr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Committee  of  Arrangements:  —

It  is  accordingly  with  much  pleasure  that  we  respond]^  to 
your  invitation  to  lay  this  corner-stone ;  and,  in  behalf  of  the 
M.W.  Grand  Lodge,  gentlemen,  permit  me  to  wish  you  all 
success  in  the  undertaking  entrusted  to  your  hands  by  the 
citizens  of  Holbrook. 

May  the  structure,  when  completed,  eminently  subserve  the 
purposes  for  which  it  is  intended ;  and  may  you  meet  the 
reward  of  j^our  labors  in  the  approval  of  your  fellow-citizens, 
and  experience  the  high  gratification  of  having  nobly  done 
3'our  duty. 

I  can  but  refer  to  the  absence  of  the  Grand  Master,  M.W. 
Charles  Alfred  Welch,  who  sails  to-day,  by  steamer  from  New 
York,  for  a  brief  tour  in  Europe.  He  leaves  regrets  for  his 
absence  from  among  us,  and  his  best  wishes  for  the  success  of 
your  undertaking. 

And  permit  me  for  him,  and  in  behalf  of  the  M.W.  Grand 
Lodge,  to  extend  thanks  to  Eminent  Sir  Baalis  Sanford,  Jr., 
Commander  of  Bay  State  Commandery  of  Knights  Templars, 
for  the  escort  furnished  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  courteous 
conduct  and  knightly  bearing  of  the  members  of  his  Com- 
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manderj ;  to  Worshipful  J.  T.  Soathworth,  Master  of  Norfolk 
Union  Lodge,  for  the  fraternal  reception,  kindly  greetings,  and 
attentions  extended  bj  the  Brethren  of  his  Lodge  ^  and  to  the 
Committee  of  Arrangements  and  citizens  of  Uolbrook,  for  the 
ample  accommodations  furnished,  and  assistance  rendered  in  the 
duties  of  the  day. 

May  the  All-Bounteous  Author  of  nature  bless  the  inhabi- 
tants of  this  municipality  with  all  the  comforts  and  con- 
Teniences  of  life ;  assist  in  the  erection  and  completion  of  this 
building;  protect  the  workmen  from  accident,  and  long  pre- 
senre  the  structure  from  decay. 

The  Deputy  Grand  Master  having  concluded 
his  address,  and  the  work  of  laying  the  comer- 
stone  having  been  accomplished,  R.W.  Edward 
Avery,  Past  Grand  Warden,  addressed  the  audi- 
ence, making  appropriate  reference  to  the  history 
and  progress*of  the  town,  and  extending  words  of 
counsel  and  good-will  to  the  citizens. 

Upon  the  conclusion  of  the  address  of  R.W. 
Bro.  Avery,  the  Grand  OflScers  were  conducted 
to  an  adjoining  buUding,  where  an  excellent  col- 
lation had  been  provided,  through  the  liberality  of 
the  Brethren  of  Norfolk  Union  Lodge. 

Many  citizens  united  with  the  Brethren  in  par- 
taKng  of  this  collation,  at  which  W.  Bro. 
Samuel  A.  Bates  presided ;  and  in  listening  to 
addresses  from  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  and 
other  distinguished  Brethren  and  citizens,  which 
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contained  sentiments  of  high  regard  for  our 
Ancient  Institution,  and  the  best  wishes  of  the 
speakers  for  the  prosperity  of  the  town  of  Hoi- 
brook.

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The  Grand  Lodge  was  opened  in  Ample  Form 
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at  two  o^clock,  P.M.,  with  prayer  by  the  M.W, 
Grand  Master,  and  singmg. 

In  consequence  of  the  continued  illness  of  the 
Eecording  Grand  Secretary,  the  (Jrand  Master 
appointed  R.W.  Bro.  Tracy  P.  CheeVer  as  Re- 
cording Grand  Secretary  for  the  day,  and  adminis- 
tered to  him  the  official  obligation. 

The  records  of  the  Quarterly  Communication 
in  September  last,  and  of  the  Special  Communi- 
cation of  June  24,  1878,  were  approved  without 
reading,  the  same  having  been  distributed  among 
the  members  in  printed  form. 

The  record  of  the  Special  Communication,  of 
July  10,  1878,  at  Holbrook,  for  the  purpose  of 
laying  the  comer-stone  of  a  new  Town-hall,  was 
read  and  approved.

The  Brethren  were  recognized  accordingly. 

The  Grand  Master  stated  that,  in  anticipation 
of  a  ratification  of  his  action  by  the  Grand  Lodgej^ 
he  had  forwarded  to  Memphis,  New  Orleans,  Yicks- 
burg,  Jackson  (for  Grenada) ,  and  Port  Gibson,  the 
sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  one  hundred  dollars 
being  sent  to  each  of  these  places  (except  to  Port 
Gibson,  where  the  amount  was  increased  by  the 
sum  of  two  dollars  and  a  half,  which  had  been 
contributed  by  a  Brother) ,  to  be  distributed  for  the 
relief  of  our  Masonic  Brethren  who  were  suffering 
with  the  yellow  fever.  Letters  of  acknowledgment 
and  thanks  from  Jackson  and  Port  Gibson  were 
read  by  the  Grand  Master. 

On  motion  of  R.W.  Bro.  Sereno  D.  Nickerson, 
the  Grand  Lodge  voted  to  confirm  the  action  of 
the  Grand  Master,  and  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 
five  hundred  dollars  to  replace  the  amount  for- 
warded by  him. 

R.W.  Bro.  William  Sutton  spoke  in  approval  of 
the  i^ctioi^  of  the  Grand  Master,  and  stated  that  he 
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would  add  the  sum  of  oiie  hundred  dollars  to  the 
amount  appropriated. 

The  Grand  Master  read  a  letter  from  Bro.  M. 
H.  Cook,  Worshipful  Master  of  Ancient  Land- 
mark Lodge,  Shanghai,  China,  announcing  the 
death,  at  Hong  Kong,  on  the  14th  of  April  last, 
of  K.W.  Bro.  William  C.  Blanchard,  Past  Dis- 
trict Deputy  for  China. 

R.W.  Bro.  William  F.  Salmon  addressed  the 
Grand  Lodge  substantially  as  follows  :  — 


BBMARES  OF  B.W.  WILLIAM  F.   SALMON. 

M.W.  Grand  Master  :  —  As  the  proxy  of  Ancient  Land- 
mark Lodge  it  is  perhaps  fitting  for  me  to  say  a  few  words 
on  this  occasion. 

Bro.  Blanchard  was  born  in  Charlestown,  Mass.,  July  1, 
1833,  and  went  to  Lowell  when  sixteen  years  of  age.  He  and 
I  were  young  men  together,  and  I  knew  him  well  before  he 
sought  his  fortune  across  the  sea. 

He  was  alwa3's  wide  awake  and  full  of  energy.  Somewhat 
impoIsiTe,  he  sometimes  gave  offence,  but  seldom  made  ene- 
mies, for  his  lai^e  heart  would  soon  make  amends  for  the  hasty 
word.  He  took  great  interest  in  our  Institution,  and  as  a 
Mason  has  left  a  bright  record. 

He  was  initiated  in  Ancient  York  Lodge,  Lowell,  in  the  fall 
of  1855,  and  made  a  Royal  Arch  Mason  in  Mt.  Horeb  Chapter, 
two  years  later.  In  1859  he  engaged  with  Olypbant  & 
Co.  of  China,  and  remained  in  Shanghai  qntil  his  decease, 
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serving  for  the  last  few  years  of  his  life  as  a  pilot.  His  mark 
upon  Masonry  in  China  ^ill  remain  for  many  years,  and  his 
memory  long  be  cherished  by  those  for  whom  he  so  zealously 
labored. 

The  Dispensation  for  Ancient  Landmark  Lodge  of  Shanghai 
was  issued  by  the  M.W.  Grand  Master  of  this  State,  in  Dec,, 
1863,  Bro.  Blanchard  being  its  first  Senior  Warden,  and  its 
second  Master  under  charter.  He  for  several  years  held  the 
ofSce  of  Deputy  for  China  under  this  M.W.  Grand  Lodge,  and 
at  the  time  of  levying  the  "Temple  Tax"  worked  so  earnestly 
that  the  full  commutation  fee  for  every  member  of  Ancient 
Landmark  Lodge  was  collected  and  sent  home.  He  took  a 
prominent  part  in  the  formation  of  Kej'stone  R.A.  Chapter 
(U.S.  jurisdiction),  and  was  High  Priest  thereof. 

In  1867  he  received  the  Order  of  Knighthood  in  Celestial 
Encampment  of  Shanghai  (English  jurisdiction),  and  in  1870 
held  the  office  of  Eminent  Commander. 

In  1874  he  received  the  degrees  of  the  Scottish  Rite,  as 
appears  from  a  diploma  issued  by  the  Supreme  Council  of 
Scotland. 

Last  Friday  I  received,  through  the  mail,  from  the  U.S.  Con- 
sulate at  Shanghai,  the  Masonic  diplomas  and  certificates  issued 
to  Bro.  Blanchard,  some  twenty  in  number,  showing  the  posi- 
tion he  held  among  his  Brethren  in  China,  being  an  active  or 
honorary  member  in  all  the  Bodies  there.  His  great  interest, 
however,  centred  in  Masonr}^  under  American  control,  and  he 
was  in  correspondence  with  me  touching  the  formation  of  a 
Commandery  with  an  American  charter. 

Such  is  the  brief  record  of  one  who  has  caused  Masonry  to 
thrive  in  the  "  heathen  land,"  and  who,  though  poor  in  worldly 
possessions,  has  by  his  zeal  and  energy  laid  up  a  rich,  enduring 
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treasnre,  and  left  the  imprint  of  his  work  to  redound  to  the 
credit  of  this  M.W.  Grand  Lodge  that  he  loved  so  well.

Complaint, 

Republican  Lodge  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  of  Greenfield, 
nnder  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  complains  and  charges 
Harmony  Lodge,  of  Northfield,  also  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  said  Massachusetts,  with 
onmasonic  conduct,  to  wit :  in  a  violation  of  the  Constitutions 
of  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  said  Massachusetts, 
and  a  violation  of  ancient  Masonic  usage,  according  to  the  fol- 
lowing specifications :  — 

Spedficatian  first.  — That  said  Harmony  Lodge  did  receive  the 
petition  for  the  degrees  in  Masonry  from  one  Charles  E.  Lyons, 
a  resident  of  Greenfield,  in  the  county  of  Franklin,  and  State  of 
Massachusetts ;  that  said  petition  was  accepted  by  said  Har- 
mony Lodge,  and  that  the  degrees  in  Masonry  were  conferred 
upon  said  Charles  E.  Lyons,  the  said  Harmony  Lodge  well 
knowing  that  at  the  time  the  said  petition  was  accepted  and  the 
said  degrees  conferred,  to  wit,  on  the  twentieth  day  of  July, 
A.D.  1878,  that  said  Charles  E.  Lyons  was  a  resident  of  said 
Greenfield. 

SpecificcUion  second.  —  That  said  Harmony  Lodge  did  receive 
snd  accept  the  petition  of  said  Charles  E.  Lyons  for  initiation 
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in  Harmony  Lodge,  he,  the  said  Charles  E.  Lyons,  having  been

Wherefore  your  complainant  prays  that  said  Harmony  Lodge 
may  be  summoned  to  answer  to  the  foregoing  charges,  and  the 
specifications  therein  contained,  and  that  such  due  and  further 
action  ma}''  be  taken  in  the  premises  as  is  provided  by  the  Con- 
stitutions of  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  Massacha- 
setts  and  apcient  Masonic  usage.

A  eomplaint  from  F.  "N.  Deane  against  Norfolk 
Union  Lodge  was  read  by  the  Recording  Grand 
Secretary  pro  tem.y  and  referred  to  a  committee 
consisting  of  R.W.  Bros.  Sereno  D,  Nickerson^ 
Frederick  D.  Ely,  and  W.  Bro.  Solomon  A.  Bolster. 

Owing  to  the  absence  of  R.W.  Bro.  Edward 
Avery,  chairman,  further  time  was  granted  to  the 
Committee  on  Healing,  on  the  petition  of  C.  G« 
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Carr  for  restoration  to  the  rights  and  privileges  of 
Freemasonry,  and  on  the  petition  of  S.  P.  Curtis, 
of  Brockton,  for  formal  healing. 

Further  time  was  also  granted  to  the  committee, 
appointed  at  the  Quarterly  Conununication  in 
March  last,  to  consider  a  proposed  change  of  the 
seal  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  as  suggested  by  R.W.

•  The  resolution  was  adopted  by  a  unanimous 
vote,  the  Brethren  all  rising,  and  further  time 
granted  the  committee,  as  requested.

Fage  54,  definitions;  add  note,  WTien  the  word  stispension 
is  used  ahne^  U  is  understood  to  refer  to  the  rights  and  privileges 
of  Masonry^  and  not  to  membership  in  a  Lodge. 

With  the  changes  and  'modifications  herewith  submitted,  we 
heartily  recommend  the  adoption  of  the'  amendments,  and  can 
assure  the  members  of  the  M.W.  Grand  Lodge  that,  though  the* 
namerous  changes  in  form  may  appear  formidable,  they  do  not 
in  any  instance  affect  the  substance  as  now  expressed  and  under- 
stood ;  that  if  the  amendments  are  adopted  the  Grand  Consti- 
tutions and  Regulations  will  remain  the  same  in  every  respect, 
so  far  as  their  governing  power  is  concerned,  but  with  language 
and  arrangement  much  more  satisfactory  than  at  present.

Alfred  F.  Chapman  moved  that  the 
Masons  of  Massachusetts  be  requested  to  contrib- 
ute such  sums  as  they  can  spare  for  the  benefit  of 
Masons  and  their  families  suffering  by  reason  of 
yellow  fever,  and  that  the  M.W.  Grand  Master  be 
requested  and  authorized  to  receive  and  distribute 
such  sums  in  such  manner  as  he  may  determine. 
This  motion  was  adopted. 

The  committee  appointed  to  prepare  a  Masonic 
Digest  made  the  following  report :  — 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE   ON  MASONIC  DIGEST. 

Ik  Gbakd  liODOB  of  Massachusbtts, 

Boston,  Sept  11,  1878. 

The  committee  appointed  at  the  Annual  Communication,  in 
December  last,  to  prepare  '^  a  Digest  of  Masonic  Law  and  the 
Regulations  of  this  Grand  Lodge  relating  to  subordinate  Lodges, 
for  the  use  of  the  Craft,"  have  attended  to  the  duty,  and  here- 
with submit  in  manuscript  the  result  of  their  labors. 

The  principal  source  from  which  the  committee  haye  detived 
the  conclusions  reached  have  been,  of  course,  the  Records  and 
printed  Proceedings  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  These  have  been  very 
carefully  searched  by  the  chairman  of  the  committee,*  and  every 
decision  or  ruling,  either  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  or  any  of  its 
Grand  Masters,  which,  in  the  judgment  of  the  committee,  was 
intended  to  have  the  force  of  law,  if  not  incorporated  in  tbe 
Constitutions  or  subsequently  overruled,  has  been  set  forth  in 
the  Digest. 

As  far  as  possible  the  committee  have  endeavored  to  preserve 
unchanged  the  language  of  the  respective  decisions  and  rulings, 
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knowing  that  sach  experienced  and  careful  Brethren  as  Timothy 
Bigelow,  Isaiah  Thomas,  John  Dixwell,  and  most  of  their  suc- 
cessors, were  wont  to  carefully  choose  their  words  when  la3Mng 
down  the  law  upon  Masonic  subjects.  The  committee  have, 
therefore,  as  far  as  possible,  preserved  the  ipsissima  verba,  with- 
out attempting  any  improvements  of  their  own. 

The  only  other  source  from  which  the  committee  have  drawn 
the  rules  of  Masonic  law  embodied  in  the  Digest  is  the  opinions 
of  that  distinguished  Masonic  expert  and  jurist,  R.  W.  Charles 
W.  Moore,  as  set  forth  in  the  '^  Freemasons'  Monthly  Magazine.'* 
His  lifelong  experience  in  almost  every  oflSce  in  the  Fraternity, 
his  deTotion  of  a  lifetime  to  the  promotion  of  its  best  interests, 
the  wonderful  clearness  of  insight,  breadth  of  view,  and  strength 
and  copiousness  of  argument  and  reasoning,  which  characterized 
his  judgment  upon  all  Masonic  questions,  have  made  his  opinions 
respected  wherever  known,  and,  as  set  forth  by  3'our  committee, 
will  undoubtedly  receive  the  ready  assent  and  approval  of  every 
member  of  the  Fraternity  throughout  the  jurisdiction. 

The  committee  have  deemed  it  their  duty  to  present  the  law 
of  this  jurisdiction  as  obtained  from  the  sources  named,  with- 
oat  attempting  an  exhibit  of  the  general  principles  which  govern 
the  whole  Fraternity.  Nor  have  the  committee  presumed  to 
express  their  own  opinions,  or  to  say  in  any  case  what  the  law 
should  be.  They  have  considered  it  their  province  only  to  state 
what  the  law  is. 

With  this  brief  explanation*  of  the  views  which  have  gov- 
erned the  committee  in  the  discharge  of  their  dut}',  they 
wspectfully  submit  the  Digest  they  have  prepared,  and  recom- 
Qiend  that  it  be  published  in  connection  with  the  Grand 
Constitutions.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  GRAND  LODGE  OF  NEW 

SOUTH  WALES. 

Ix  Graitd  Lodob  of  Massachusktts, 

Boston,  Sept.  11,  1878. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  communication 
from  a  new  organization,  8t3*ling  itself  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
New  South  Wales,  beg  leave  to  report :  — 

That  since  onr  last  Quarterly  Communication  reports  have 
been  current  that  some  of  the  Lodges  represented  at  the  forma- 
tion of  the  new  organization  have  taken  action  with  a  view  to 
resuming  their  former  allegiance ;  and  that,  instead  of  gaining 
in  numbers  and  strength,  the  so-called  Grand  Lodge  is  losing 
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the  confidence  of  its  foanders.  Whether  these  reports  be  true 
or  false  it  is  not  necessary  for  us  to  decide,  inasmuch  as  it  is  an 
undispated  fact  that  a  large  majority  of  the  Lodges  in  the 
Province,  including  all  those  claiming  under  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
England,  declined  to  take  part  in  the  formation  of  the  new 
organization,  and  have  steadily  refbsed  to  yield  allegiance  to 
it  Your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  in  order  to  the  forma- 
tion-of  a  legitimate  and  constitutional  Grand  Lodge  it  is  an 
indispensable  requisite  that  at  least  a  majority,  not  less  than 
three  in  number,  of  the  Lodges  existing  in  the  kingdom.  State, 
territory,  or  province,  shall  yield  their  assent  and  allegiance. 
Without  such  assent  and  allegiance  no  Grand  Lodge  can  be 
formed  which  shall  merit,  or  which  should  receive,  the  counte- 
nance and  recognition  of  existing  Grand  Lodges.  Your  com- 
mittee would,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  Recording  Grand 
Secretary  be  instructed  to  respectfully  decline,  on  the  part  of 
this  Grand  Lodge,  the  recognition  desired.

Voted,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  confer  with  the 
family  of  Bro.  William  Palfrey,  deceased,  and  procure  from 
them,  by  purchase  or  gift,  such  papers  as  are  of  Masonic  inter- 
est to  this  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Grand  Master  appointed  as  this  committee

D.  Nickerson,  and  Bro.  Henry  A-  Whitney.

The  Grand  Master  announced  that  this  Special 
Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  had  been  called 
in  consequence  of  the  death  of  R.W.  John  Me- 
Clellan,  who  during  the  past  seventeen  years  had 
held  the  responsible  office  of  Grand  Treasurer,  with 
the  highest  honor  to  himself  and  to  the  full  satis- 
faction of  his  Brethren,  who  were  present  to  render 
him  the  last  offices  of  honor  and  respect,  agreeably 
to  the  forms  of  our  ritual.  After  the  opening,  the 
officers  and  members  of  all  the  Grand  Bodies  to 
which  the  deceased  had  belonged  were  invited  to 
tate  seats  in  the  Grand  Lodge.  Subsequently  all 
Master  Masons  present  received  a  similar  invitation. 
The  Master,  Wardens,  and  members  of  Revere 
Lodge,  to  which  our  deceased  Brother  had  been, 
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from  its  formation,  attached  as  a  Charter  Member 
and  its  Treasurer,  were  then  formally  admitted  into 
the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Grand  Master  addressed  the  Grand  Lodge 
in  eulogy  of  the  deceased,  stating  the  various  offices 
of  honor  and  trust  which  he  had  filled. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  Grand  Master's  address 
he  appointed  R.W.  William  S.  Gardner,  R.W. 
Charles  L.  Woodbury,  and  R.W.  William  W.  Baker 
a  committee  to  present  resolutions  in  relation  to  the 
death  of  R.W-  Bro.

affectionate  farewell.  After  the  benediction  was 
pronounced,  the  Grand  Lodge  repaired  to  the  Chapel 
of  the  cemetery,  and  was  closed  in  Ample  Fobm 
at  twenty  minutes  past  four  o'clock,  P Jtf .

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The  Grand  Lodge  was  opened  in  Ample  Form, 
at  forty-five  minutes  past  nine  o'clock,  A.M.  Im- 
mediately after  the  opening  a  large  number  of 
Master  Masons  and  Brethren  of  the  different  Orders 
in  Masonry  were  admitted,  by  direction  of  the 
Grand  Master. 

The  Grand  Master  then  aimounced  the  occasion 
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of  this  Communication  of  the   Grand  Lodge  as 
follows :  — 

Brethren,  we  have  met  to  perform  the  last  ceremonies  over 
the  remains  of  oar  late  Recording  Grand  Secretary. 

Charles  H.  Titus  was  born  in  Monmouth,  Kennebec  Co., 
Me.,  April  11,  1819,  and  was  the  only  son  of  a  farmer  of  that 
place.  His  father  died  when  he  was  eighteen,  and  with  that 
generous  consideration  for  others  which  was  so  marked  a  trait 
in  his  character,  he  declined  to  receive  his  portion  of  the  estate, 
and  supported  himself  and  paid  Ms  school  expenses  at  the 
academy  in  Monmouth  by  teaching. 

At  first  his  health,  and  subsequently  his  duties  as  a  clergy- 
man of  the  Methodist  Church,  which  never  had  a  more  sincere 
Christian  in  its  fold,  carried  him  into  different  parts  of  the 
country.  In  1842  he  was  married,  and  marriage  proved  to  him 
one  of  his  greatest  blessings.  While  stationed  in  Taunton, 
in  1858,  he  petitioned  King  David  Lodge  to  be  admitted  to 
the  Masonic  degrees,  and,  his  petition  being  granted,  he  re- 
ceived in  due  course  the  degrees  of  E.  A.,  F.  C,  and  M.  M., 
—  the  last,  Dec.  15,  1858  —  and  became  a  member  of  that 
Lodge.  The  next  year  he  received  the  Capitular  degrees  in 
Adoniram  Chapter  of  N^w  Bedford,  being  exalted  January  5th, 
and  became  a  member  of  that  Body.  In  1859  and  1860  he 
received  the  orders  of  Knighthood  in  St.  John's- Commandery, 
Providence,  R.I.,  and  became,  and  continued  till  his  death,  a 
member  of  that  Commandery.  Subsequently  he  received  the 
various  degrees  of  the  A.',  and  A.*.  Rite,  and  in  1865  the  83^. 
When  the  Lodge  bearing  his  own  name  in  Taunton  was  char- 
tered, he  became  a  member  of  that  Lodge,  and,  being  at  his 
death  its  most  honored  member,  that  Lodge  will  join  us  in 
performing  the  burial  service  to-day.

He  held  at  various  times  many  different  offices  in  Masonic 
Bodies,  and  my  own  acquaintance  with  him  commenced  when, 
as  Grand  Master,  or  one  of  the  Goancil  of  the  Grand  Encamp- 
ment of  Massachusetts  and  Rhode  Island,  he  visited  St.  Ber- 
nard Commandery,  of  which  I  was  then  an  officer.  Little  did  I 
then  suppose  that  in  a  few  years  I  should  be  so  intimately  asso- 
ciated with  him  in  this  Grand  Lodge. 

In  April,  1871,  he  was  appointed,  by  Grand  Master  Gardner, 
Becording  Grand  Secretary,  and  in  June,  1871,  he  was  elected 
by  the  Grand  Lodge  to  this  office,  and  at  each  Annual  Commu- 
nication has  been  reelected,  as  the  account  of  him  in  the 
Appendix  to  the  Grand  Lodge  Proceedings  of  1873  correctly 
stated,  I  believe,  by  an  unanimous  vote. 

Brethren,  no  words  of  mine  can  add  to  the  high  estimate  you 
all  have  of  the  beautiful  character  and  of  the  Masonic  worth  of 
our  departed  Brother.  I  can  truly  say,  without  fear  of  being 
accused  of  exaggeration,  that  nowhere  could  a  person  have 
been  found  more  suited,  by  the  purity  of  his  character  and  the 
gentle  courtesy  of  his  manners,  to  the  office  which  he  held. 
What  Brother  ever  visited  the  Grand  Secretary's  room  without 
coming  away  happier  for  the  cordial  kindness  with  which  he 
was  treated?  What  Grand  Master  but  must  acknowledge  the 
substantial  benefit  he  derived  from  the  Recording  Grand  Secre- 
tsLTy's  intelligence  and  Masonic  learning,  united,  as  it  always 
was,  with  a  polite  and  respectful  consideration  for  the  official 
dignity  of  him  whom  he  aided  with  his  counsel?  And  this 
kindness,  this  courtesy,  was  not  merely  an  external  polish  of 
manner ;  it  came  from  a  warm,  kindly,  affectionate  heart,  over- 
flowing with  love  for  all  men.  Nor  were  there  wanting,  united 
with  these  gentle  qualities,  decided  opinions,  a  firm  will,  and  a 
quiet  resolution  to  say  and  do  what  his  judgment  approved  as 
right. 
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As  for  his  attachment  to  this  Institation,  I  will  only  add  that 
a  few  days  before  his  death  he  told  me  how  mach  pleasure  he 
had  derived  from  his  connection  with  Masonry  and  his  Masonic 
Brothers,  and  therefore  he  wished  that  those  to  whom  he  had 
been  so  mach  attached  in  life  should  perform  the  last  offices  at 
his  grave.  As  much  of  his  life  had  been  spent  in  Warren,  R.I., 
and  he  and  the  members  of  his  family  had  many  friends  there, 
he  desired  you  to  commit 

His  body  to  that  pleasant  country's  earth; 
His  soul  he  gare  unto  his  Captain,  Christ, 
Under  whose  colors  he  had  fought  so  long.

Brethren,  to-day  we  comply  with  his  request. 

The  burial  service  appointed  for  the  Lodge  was 
then  performed,  and  the  Grand  Master  appointed 
B.W-  Sereno  D.  Nickerson,  K.W.  Percival  L. 
Everett,  and  W.  George  H.  Rhodes,  W.  Master  of 
Charles  H.  Titus  Lodge,  a  committee  to  prepare 
and  present  at  the  next  regular  Communication  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  resolutions  expressive  of  the 

\       feelings  of  the  Brethren  of  this  jurisdiction  at  the 

i       loss  of  their  deceased  Brother. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  then  caUed  to  refresh- 

1       ment  and  proceeded  without  form  to  the  station  of 

I  the  Boston  and  Providence  Railroad,  where  cars 
were  taken  for  Providence  at  half-past  ten  o'clock. 
At  the  Jamaica  Plain  station  the  members  of  the 
famUy,  haying  in  their  charge  the  remains  of  the 
deceased,    entered    the    train,    which    proceeded 
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toward  its  destination.  At  Attleboro'  it  received 
the  accession  of  Charles  H.  Titus  Lodge,  W, 
George  H.  Rhodes,  W.  Master,  with  its  comple- 
ment of  officers  and  a  full  membership  of  Breth- 
ren, together  with  a  delegation  from  King  David 
Lodge,  W.  Abner  Coleman,  W.  Master. 

Upon  the  arrival  of  the  train  at  Providence  the 
Grand  Lodge  was  met  by  St.  John's  Commandery 
of  Knights  Templars  of  that  city,  Sir  Walter  B. 
Yincent,  Generalissimo,  commanding,  and  by  R. 
W.  Hon.  Thomas  A.  Doyle,  P.G.M.  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Rhode  Island,  and  other  distinguished 
members  of  the  Craft  in  that  jurisdiction.  At  fif- 
teen minutes  past  one  o'clock,  the  Grand  Lodge, 
in  company  with  the  other  Masonic  Bodies  and 
Brethren  before  mentioned,  proceeded  in  a  special 
train,  which  had  been  provided  through  the  kind 
offices  of  W.  Bro.  A.  A.  Folsom,  Superintendent 
of  the  Boston  and  Providence  Railroad  Company, 
to  the  town  of  Warren,  R.I.,  which  was  reached 
at  ten  minutes  before  two  o'clock. 

Here,  in  accordance  with  the  special  request  of 
our  departed  Brother,  expressed  in  the  last  days  of 
his  life,  were  to  be  performed  such  closing  ser- 
vices in  his  honor  as  his  Brethren  might  choose  to 
render,  and  here  his  body  was  to  take  its  final 
rest  amid  the  scenes  and  among  the  friends  who 
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knew  him  so  weU  and  before  whom  much  of  the 
imnistry  of  his  mature  life  had  been  performed. 
At  Warren  the  Grand  Lodge  was  met,  and  the 
Grand  Master  hospitably  received  and  welcomed 
to  the  jurisdiction  of  R.I.  by  M.W.  Charles  R. 
Cutler,  Grand  Master  of  Masons  in  that  jurisdic- 
tion, who  accompanied  the  Grand  Master  in  the 
procession  and  remained  with  him  during  the  cere- 
monies. At  two  o'clock  a  procession  was  formed 
in  the  following  order :  —

Upon  the  arrival  of  the  procession  at  the  Meth- 
odist Church,  and  after  the  seating  of  the  mourners 
and  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Brethren,  the  casket 
was  borne  into  the  church,  preceded  by  several 
clergymen.  Rev.  Bro,  Edgar  F.  Clarke,  the  pastor, 
reading  the  opening  sentences  of  the  Methodist 
Church  service.  It  was  taken  under  the  arch  of 
steel  and  placed  within  the  chancel  raih 

The  oflS-ciating  clergymen.  Rev.  Dr.  Samuel  C. 
Brown,  of  Warren,  R  J.,  Rev.  Dr.  Micah  J.  Tal- 
bot, of  Phenix,  R.L,  who  had  been  specially 
selected  for  the  purpose  by  our  deceased  Brother, 
assisted  by  Rev.  Dr.  Morrison,  of  Bristol,  EX, 
and  Rev.  John  Livesey,  of  Dighton,  Mass.,  then 
proceeded  to  perform  appropriate  religious  ser- 
vices in  honor  of  an  associate  and  friend  who  had 
been  bound  to  them  both  by  the  ties  of  a  com- 
mon profession  and  of  personal-  regard.  These 
services  were  m  the  prescribed  form  of  the  church 
of  which  our  lamented  Brother  was  a  devoted 
adherent  and  a  shining  light.  The  chief  feature 
of  them  was  the  address  of  Rev.  Dr.  Brown,  an 
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eariy  and  lifelong  friend  of  Bro.  Titus,  whose 
admirable,  discriminating,  and  just  analysis  and 
elucidation  of  his  life  and  character  won  the 
hearty  assent. and  commendation  of  all  who  had 
the  good  fortune  to  hear  it. 

At  the  close  of  the  religious  services  the  Grand 
Master  (haying  previously  obtained  the  permission 
of  M.W.  Charles  R,  Cutler,  Grand  Master  of 
Masons  in  B.L  to  perform  the  Masonic  service 
within  the  limits  of  the  State  of  R  J.,  in  conform- 
ily  to  the  wishes  of  the  deceased)  proceeded  to 
the  performance  of  a  portion  of  the  Masonic  burial- 
service,  in  which,  also  by  the  request  of  the  de- 
ceased, he  was  very  eflBlciently  assisted  by  W.  Rev. 
Sidney  Dean,  as  Grand  Chaplain.  To  this  solemn 
service  the  Temple  Quartette  lent  the  charm  of 
their  rich  and  impressive  music.  At  the  close  of 
the  services  in  the  church  the  large  congregation 
present  passed  to  the  chancel  rail  and  took  a  last 
look  at  the  features  of  their  Brother  and  friend. 

The  procession  was  then  re-formed  and  pro- 
ceeded in  the  same  order  as  at  first  to  the  South 
Cemetery,  where  the  final  ceremonies,  as  prescribed 
in  the  ritual,  toot  place.  The  body  was  deposited 
in  the  grave,  '*  earth  to  earth,  ashes  to  ashes,  dust 
to  dust,"  the  sprig  of  acacia  was  dropped  upon  it, 
the  bell  tolled  the  last  requiem,  the  farewell  melody 
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of  his  Brethren  was  sung,  the  benediction  was 
spoken,  and  the  mortal  remains  of  our  beloved 
Brother  were  left  to  rest  in  the  spot  which  he  had 
selected. 

After  the  service  the  Grand  Lodge  returned 
from  the  burial-ground,  and,  by  invitation  of  the 
Grand  Master  of  Rhode  sland,  proceeded  to  his 
mansion,  where  they  were  hospitably  and  kindly 
entertained,  and  the  warmest  expressions  of  friend- 
ship were  exchanged  between  the  oflBlcers  of  the 
two  Grand  Lodges. 

The  arrangement  of  the  ceremonies  and  the 
management  of  all  the  details  connected  with  the 
honors  this  day  paid  to  our  departed  Brother  were, 
by  request  of  the  deceased,  imder  the  personal 
charge  of  R.W.  William  H.  Chessman,  Senior 
Grand  Warden,  and  the  thanks  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  are  due  to  him  for  his  efficient  performance 
of  those  duties. 

At  six  o'clock,  P.M.  the  Grand  Lodge  proceeded 

by  special  train  to  Providence,  and  at  half-past 

seven  started  for  Boston,  where  it  was  closed  in 
Ample  Form,  at  fifty  minutes  past  eight  o'clock,

The  Grand  Master  read  his  Annual  Report.         ♦ 

ANNUAL  ADDRESS  OF  THE  GRAND  MASTER. 

Bbethben  of  the  Gband  Lodge:  —  From  the  Returns  of 
the  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters,  and  my  own  more  limited 
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obserration,  I  am  able  to  state  to  you  that  the  general  condition 
of  the  Lodges  thronghout  thi  State  is  satisfactory.  The  Ritual 
is  correctly,  and,  what  seems  to  me  more  important,  is  impres- 
sively rendered ;  the  Records  of  the  Lodges  are  correctly  kept ; 
harmony  prevails ;  and  the  duty  which  each  Mason  owes  to  the 
Institution  is  freely  acknowledged.  Never  has  Masonry  held 
&  more  respectable  position  before  the  communit3\  There  has 
not  been  a  larger  decrease  for  the  last  few  years  in  the  number 
of  those  asking  admittance  to  the  degrees  than  might  have  been 
expected  from  the  long  continuing  disturbed  financial  condition 
of  the  country.  The  number  of  initiates  during  the  year  ending 
Aug.  31,  1875,  was  1,418;  during  the  year  ending  Aug.  31, 
1876,  1,807;  during  the  year  ending  Aug.  31,  1877,  1,065; 
daring  the  year  ending  Aug.  31,  1878,  982.  The  number  of 
members  Aug.  31,  1877,  was  26,214 ;  the  number  of  members 
Aug.,  1878,  25,742.  The  present  number  of  chartered  Lodges 
is  two  hundred  and  twentj'-one,  being  an  increase  of  two  during 
the  year,  and  there  are  two  under  dispensation.  There  exists* 
probably  a  disposition  to  investigate  with  more  care  than  for- 
merly the  character  of  those  who  applj^  for  the  degrees,  and  to 
strengthen  the  Masonic  Institution  in  the  State  rather  by  the 
qn&lity  than  the  number  of  its  initiates.  We  all,  indeed,  should 
feel  that  now,  when  those  opposed  to  Masonry  are  fewer  in  num- 
ber and  generally  of  less  standing  in  the  community  than  for- 
merly, there  is  more  danger  that  undeserving  persons  msiy  seek 
admission  for  the  sake  of  the  supposed  influence  it  may.  give 
them,  or  the  assistance  to  be  derived  from  it  in  attaining  some 
other  object  of  their  ambition.  Under  the  present  condition  of 
things  we  should  hesitate  to  grant  dispensations  for  new  Lodges, 
unless  the  necessity  is  very  apparent.  The  Brethren  who  desire 
to  form  a  new  Lodge  are  apt  to  underestimate  the  expenses  and 
other  difficulties  connected  with  its  formation,  and  in  conse- 
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qaence  the  new  Lodge,  when  chartered  or  under  dispensation, 
is  obliged,  for  the  sake  of  gaining  Wength  and  meeting  its  lia- 
bilities, to  admit  persons  who  would  under  other  circomstances 
have  been  rejected. 

I  deem  it  proper,  in  this  connection,  to  impress  upon  you  the 
importance  of  taking  great  care  not  to  invade  each  other's  joris- 
'diction.  If  more  care  had  been  taken  by  the  officers  of  Lodg^ 
in  this  respect,  some  of  the  difficulties  which  have  arisen  in  past 
years  would  have  been  avoided,  and  the  harmony  which  should 
exist  between  the  different  Lodges  would  have  been  less  often 
endangered.  In  the  cases,  however,  which  have  come  to  my 
knowledge,  I  have  commonly  found  a  generous  willingness  on 
both  sides  to  repair  and  forgive  errors  in  the  true  spirit  of  Ma- 
sonic charity. 

In  some  districts  too  great  laxity  has  been  allowed  by  the 
D.D.G.  Masters  in  granting  dispensations  for  conferring  the 
degrees  within  the  time  directed  by  the  Grand  Constitutions. 
The  rules  established  by  the  Constitutions  are,  as  it  seems  to 
me,  founded  in  good  sense,  and  should  not  be  departed  from 
except  in  very  extreme  cases,  and  not  even  then  beyond  a 
limited  extent.  The  mere  convenience  of  the  Lodge  or  of  the 
candidate ;  the  fact  that  the  candidate  is  about  to  go  on  a  journey 
of  six  or  eight  months ;  or  that,  intending  to  be  absent  for  a 
longer  time,  he  thinks  that  Masonry  may  be  of  advantage  to 
him  in  the  place  or  places  he  visits,  and  so  suddenly  comes  to 
the  resolution  to  ask  for  the  degrees,  —  is  not,  in  my  opinion,  a 
sufficient  reason  for  granting  a  dispensation.  I  have  expressed 
my  opinion  upon  this  matter  more  in  detail  to  the  District  Dep- 

• 

uties,  not  only  to  put  a  stop  to  a  course  of  proceeding  which 
sometimes  caused  difficulties  between  the  Lodges,  but  that  the 
system  followed  might  be  uniform  throughout  the  State.  If 
any  Brethren  are  inclined  to  think  that  there  is  too  great  strict- 
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ness  in  this  matter,  the  blame  must  not  fall  upon  the  District 
Deputies,  but  upon  your  Grand  Master.  Of  course,  if  the 
Grand  Lodge  differs  in  opinion  from  me,  and  will  express  its 
opinion,  I  shall  cheerfully  yield  my  own. 

Another  matter  to  which  I  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
Brethren  is  the  tendency  lately  manifested  to  publish  in  news- 
papers detailed  reports  of  Masonic  proceedings.  It  is  nearly 
allied  to  the  fondness  sometimes  manifested  for  Masonic 
parades.  What  I  wish  to  say  in  this  respect  has  been  so  well 
said  by  one  of  my  predecessors,  and  is  so  cordially  concurred 
in  by  me,  that  I  shall  use  his  language :  ^'  I  believe  it  to  be 
for  the  interest  of  the  Institution  to  avoid  publicity  as  far  as 
possible.  .  .  .  Nothing  will  more  truly  maintain  the  dig- 
nity and  high  importance  of  Masonry  than  a  return  to  the  good 
old  practices  of  our  fathers ;  to  guard  with  jealous  care  the 
work  of  the  Lodge  and  everything  connected  with  it ;  to  keep 
and  coAceal  it  from  the  profane  absolutely,  and  to  communicate 
it  only  to  those  of.  the  Craft  entitled  to  know,  and  to  them  only 
under  proper  circumstances,  and  with  the  most  careful  restric- 
tions; to  avoid  appearing  in  public  as  Masons,  except  upon 
strictly  Masonic  occasions,  and  those  of  the  highest  importance, 
sanctioned  by  long  usage ;  never  to  write  or  print  Masonic  in- 
telligence for  the  gratification  of  the  profane  or  the  vanity  of 
the  initiated.  We  have  wandered  from  this  high  standard,  and 
the  return  may  be  diflScult ;  but  I  am  convinced  that  the  closer 
we  confine  Masonic  affairs  to  Masonic  breasts,  the  better  it  will 
be  for  the  Fraternity  and  its  reputation." 

Convinced  that  the  'doctrine  so  well  stated  by  a  Past  Grand 
Master  is  the  true  doctrine,  not  only  as  it  touches  upon  the 
publication  of  our  proceedings  to  the  world  in  general,  but  in 
relation  to  public  Masonic  displays,  I  have  on  two  or  more 
occasions  declined  to  grant  dispensations  to  Lodges  to  partici- 
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pate  with  other  societies  in  public  parades,  and  I  wish  that  the 
publication  in  newspapers,  other  than  Masonic,  of  the  details 
of  Masonic  proceedings  be  discontinued  by  those  who  have  the 
government  of  the  Lodges. 

The  Digest  of  Masonic  Law,  as  collected  from  tlie  decisions 
of  this  Grand  Lodge  and  the  opinions  of  those  who  have  beeu 
eminent  in  the  State  for  Masonic  learning,  has  been  published 
b}'  the  committee,  of  which  R.W.  Bro.  Tracy  P.  Cheever  is 
chairman,  and  is  to-day  ready  for  delivery.  The  Grand  Con- 
stitutions, as  amended,  are  published  with  it.  The  Board  of 
Directors  have  fixed  the  price  of  the  book  at  one  dollar.  It 
will  be  of  great  value  to  the  Fraternity,  and  probablj'  every 
member  of  the  Grand  Lodge  will  find  it  usefUl  to  possess  a 
copy. 

Brethren,  since  our  last  Quarterly  Communication  we 
have  lost,  by  death,  two  of  the  most  valuable  ofiScers  of  the 
Grand  Lodge, — our  Grand  Treasurer  and  our  Recording  Grand 
Secretary.  The  two  seats  which  have  been  so  long  occupied  by 
those  well-known  Brethren  are  now  occupied  b}^  others.  Never 
again  in  this  room  shall  we  see  the  familiar  form  of  the  one,  or 
receive  the  kindly  greeting  of  the  other.  Brother  John  Mo-  . 
Clellan  died  on  the  29th  day  of  September  last.  He  attended 
our  last  Quarterl}'  Communication,  held  September  11 ;  but  lie 
appeared  to  be  suffering  a  good  deal,  and  needed  the  assistance 
of  some  of  his  Brethren  in  getting  home.  After  that  day  he 
never  left  his  house ;  the  last  business  which  he  transacted  oat 
of  it  was  attending  to  his  duty  here,  as  Grand  Treasurer ;  and 
thus  a  long  Masonic  life,  in  which  many  important  trusts  had 
been  discharged  with  a  fidelity  never  swerving  one  instant  from 
the  narrow  path  of  rectitude,  was  most  fittingly  closed.  From 
December,  1861,  till  September  29,  1878,  the  day  of  his  death, 
he  held  the  ofi^ce  of  Grand  Ti*easurer,  and  the  votes  by  which 
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he  was  annaally  reelected,  either  ananimous  or  nearly  so,  attest 
the  respect  which  the  Fraternity  felt  for  him,  and  for  that  sturdy 
honesty  and  independence  which  characterized  him.  In  pursu- 
ance of  a.  notice,  issued  to  the  Brethren  September  30,  a 
Special  Commnnication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  was  held,  and  the 
Qsual  Lodge  services  were  performed.  Subsequently,  at  St. 
Paul's  Church,  in  this  city,  and  after  the  religious  ceremonies 
were  over,  a  part  of  the  Masonic  burial-services  was  performed, 
and  the  remainder  at  his  grave  in  Mount  Auburn  Cemetery. 
The  records  of  that  Communication  have  been  published,  and 
resolutions  in  regard  to  our  Brother's  decease  will  no  doubt 
be  to-day  presented  by  .the  committee  appointed  at  that 
Communication. 

On  the  same  day  of  the  next  month  I  made  a  similar 
announcement  to  the  Brethren,  of  the  death  of  our  Recording 
Grand  Secretary,  and  this  Grand  Lodge  was  again  called  upon 
to  deplore  the  loss  of  a  beloved  Brother.  After  a  long  illness, 
which  in  fact  commenced  some  time  before  I  held  my  present 
office,  and  after  a  confinement  to  his  house  pf  six  months, 
patiently  and  even  cheerfully  submitted  to.  Brother  Titus  passed 
qoietly  and  gently  away,  at  2,  P.M.,  on  Tuesdaj^  the  29th  day 
of  October  last.  He  was  buried  in  the  South  Cemetery,  in 
Warren,  R.I.,  for  he,  whose  life  had  always  been  a  sunny  one, 
whose  cheerful,  friendly  manners  we  all  knew  so  well,  desired,  as 
he  himself  expressed  it,  '^  to  be  buried  on  the  sunny  side  of  the 
Narragansett."  By  permission  of  the  Grand  Master  of  Rhode 
Island,  this  Grand  Lodge  performed  the  burial-services,  partly 
in  the  Methodist  Church,  at  Warren,  R.L,  partly  at  the  grave. 
Near  the  spot  where  our  Brother  rests  is  the  monument  which 
oovers  the  remains  of  another  distinguished  member  of  this 
Grand  Lodge,  a  Past  Grand  Master,  —  the  Rt.  Rev.  George  M. 
Bandall,  Bishop  of  Colorado,  who  died  in  that  distant  State  but 
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was  broaght  home  and  baried  in  Warren,  his  native  town.  I  have 
read  in  a  Providence  paper  so  trae  a  description  of  the  closing 
scene  at  the  grave,  while  the  family  and  his  Brethren  had 
gathered  around  it,  and  voices  whicl^  he  had  often  listened  to 
with  delight  in  life  were  singing  a  last  farewell,  that  I  must 
be  pardoned  for  quoting  it:  ''The  casket  was  lowered  to 
its  last  resting-place,  and,  as  the  descent  began,  the  son 
suddenly  sank  behind  the  only  strip  of  fleecy  cloud  that 
bespecked  the  sky,  as  if  to  indicate  that  the  sun  was  sinking 
for  the  last  time  on  the  earthly  scenes  of  the  deceased.  When 
the  casket  had  been  fully  placed  in  the  grave,  the  sun  shone 
forth  in  all  its  resplendent  glory,  typical  of  the  resurrection 
and  the  bright  hereafter." 

I  have  on  a  former  occcasion  expressed  briefly  my  apprecia- 
tion of  the  character  and  virtues  of  our  deceased  Brother,  and 
resolutions  will  be  presented  at  this  Communication  by  the 
committee  appointed  at  the  last.  The  Fraternity  in  Rhode 
Island,  where  a  considerable  portion  of  his  Masonic  life  was 
spent,  and  the  religious  denomination  of  which  he  was  a 
highly  esteemed  member,  united  with  us  in  doing  honor  to 
his  memory,  and  eloquent  tributes  were  paid  to  his  character 
by  his  clerical  brethren.  Among  those  Masons  who  joined 
with  us  in  these  fhneral  ceremonies  were  the  Grand  Master  and 
other  officers  and  past  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Rhode 
Island ;  St.  John's  Commandery,  of  Providence ;  Washington 
Lodge,  of  Warren ;  Charles  H.  Titus  Lodge,  of  Taunton,  of 
which  he  was  a  charter  member;  and  a  delegation  of  King 
David  Lodge,  of  Taunton,  in  which  he  was  admitted  to  the 
Masonic  degrees.  Never  was  the  intimate  Masonic  friendship 
which  unites  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Rhode  Island  and  Massachu- 
setts more  fblly  exemplified ;  never  was  the  hospitality,  for  which 
our  Rhode  Island  Brethren  are  distinguished,  more  liberally 
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bestowed,  than  upon  this  Grand  Lodge,  in  Warren,  on  that 
occasion ;  and  whenever  memory  calls  np  the  sad  recollections 
of  that  antnmn  day,  the  kindness  of  our  Rhode  Island  Brethren 
will  be  blended  with  and  soften  the  picture. 

On  the  14th  day  of  last  month  one  of  the  oldest  Masons, 
perhaps  the  oldest  Mason,  in  this  State,  R.W.  Abraham  A. 
Dame,  died  in  this  city.  He  was  buried  on  Sunday,  the  17th, 
with  foil  Templar  services  by  Boston  Commandery,  —  a  Com- 
mandery  to  which  this  Grand  Lodge  is  under  much  obligation 
for  assistance  at  the  flmerals  of  Brothers  John  McClellan  and 
Frank  Welch.  Brother  Dame  was  exceedingly  well  versed  in 
the  Rituals  of  the  various  Masonic  Bodies  to  which  he  had 
belonged,  and,  being  remarkable  for  the  tenacity  of  his  memory, 
could-  repeat,  as  he  often  said,  the  Ritual  in  each  degree  and 
order,  as  used  in  his  younger  days.  His  attachment  to 
Masonry  was  great ;  he  always  attended  the  Communications  of 
this  Grand  Lodge,  of  which  he  was  at  the  time  of  his  death  the 
oldest  member,  having  been  elected  Junior  Grand  Warden  in  1828, 
and  having  been  subsequently  Senior  Grand  Warden  and  Deputy 
Graod  Master*  The  last  Communication  which  his  health 
allowed  him  to  attend  was  the  Quarterly  one  of  June  14,  1876. 
His  interest  in  the  Fraternity  remained,  howeveis  unabated  as 
long  as  his  life  lasted  ;  and  he  often  expressed  that  interest  to 
his  Masonic  Brethren  when  they  visited  him  during  his  last 
illness.  A  delegation  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  composed  of  R.  W. 
Brothers  Parkman  and  Marshall,  and  W.  Brother  Creech, 
attended  his  funeral. 

On  the  second  day  of  the  present  month  another  permanent 
member  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  the  Rev.  E.  M.  P.  Wells,  died  in 
Boston,  in  the  eighty-sixth  year  of  his  age.  He  was  appointed 
D.G.  Master  in  1844,  and  served  in  that  capacit}"^  one  year, 
while  R.W.  Augustus  Peabody  was  G.  Master.    He  also  was 
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several  years,  and  at  different  times,  one  of  our  Grand  Chap- 
lains. The  last  Communication  which  he  attended  was  the  Spe- 
cial Communication  in  September  of  last  year,  when  the  monu- 
ment erected '  on  Boston  Common  was  dedicated.  To  a  tall, 
manlj'  figure  and  somewhat  soldierly  bearing,  he  united  a  ster- 
ling sincerity,  freedom  from  selfishness,  and  religious  humility. 
To  the  poor,  among  whom  he  used  to  labor,  and  who  never  had 
a  better  friend  and  pastor,  his  devotion  was  admirable.  Though 
rich  onl3'  in  good  works,  he  cared  not  only  for  their  spiritual, 
but  their  temporal  wants,  and  was  ever  ready  to  sacrifice  his  own 
comfort  to  supply  their  necessities  of  food  and  clothing.  If  he 
had  lived  in  a  Catholic  country,  and  in  the  days  when  that 
Church  was  sending  forth  her  missionaries,  to  brave  every  hard- 
ship and  encounter  every  peril,  to  spread  the  faith  which  they 
loved  so  well  amongst  distant  and  unknown  nations,  he,  too, 
would  have  enlisted  in  the  cause,  and  there  would  not  have  been 
found  among  them  a  more  fearless  soldier  of  the  cross  when 
personal  danger  was  to  be  met,  a  more  humble  follower  of 
others  when  mere  personal  distinction  was  to  be  gained.  R.W. 
Brothers  Coolidge,  Cheever,  and  myself  attended  his  fhneral  in 
St.  Paul's  Church;  as  a  delegation  ft*om  this  Body,  Brother 
Coolidge  accompanying  the  mourners  to  his  burial-place  in  Mt. 
Auburn  Cemetery. 

On  the  24th  of  June  last,  the  Grand  Lodge,  by  invitation  of 
the  City  Government  of  Worcester,  attended  the  ceremonies  ar- 
ranged for  the  removal  of  the  remains  of  R.W.  Isaiah  Thomas, 
who  was  Grand  Master  of  this  Grand  Lodge  in  the  early  part 
of  this  century,  and  performed  appropriate  services  at  the  rein- 
terment in  Rural  Cemetery,  Worcester.  The  city  of  Worcester 
thus  honored  one  who  had  been  a  distinguished  citizen.  A  M 
account  of  the  Masonic  portion  of  the  ceremonies  has  been  pub- 
lished in  our  Proceedings. 
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On  the  13th  of  September  last  the  Grand  Lodge  performed  the 
burial-services,  at  Forest  Hills  Cemetery,  over  the  remains  of 
B.W.  Brother  Frank  Welch,  Past  Grand  Master  of  Masons  in 
Nebraska.  The  body  was  brought  here  from  Omaha  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  State  of  Nebraska,  whose  representative  in  Con- 
gress he  was  at  the  time  of  his  decease,  to  be  buried  with  his 
relatives  in  his  native  State,  and  was  accompanied  by  a  delega- 
tion of  Masons,  headed  by  the  Grand  Master  of  Masons  in  Ne- 
braska. The  death  of  Brother  Frank  Welch  was  a  great  loss  to 
the  Masons  of  Nebraska  and  his  fellow-citizens,  with  whom  he 
was  deservedly  popular ;  but  such  occasions,  mournfUl  as  the 
cause  of  them  is,  show  how  strong  the  ties  are  which  bind  to- 
gether the  .most  distant  parts  of  our  country,  and  how  useful 
Masonry  is  in  strengthening  those  ties.

January  21,  visited  Massachusetts  Lodge,  of  Boston,  and  in- 
stalled W.  Brother  Samuel  Wells  as  Grand  Pursuivant,  he 
having  been  unable  to  be  present  on  St.  John's  Day. 

January  30,  visited  Joseph  Webb  Lodge,  of  Boston. 

February  15,  dedicated  the  hall  of  Orient  Lodge,  at  Norwood, 
and  installed  the  officers. 

April  16,  constituted  St.  George  Lodge,  at  Brockton,  and 
installed  the  officers. 

April  18,  assisted  In  the  installation  of  the  officers  of  Bel- 
mont Lodge,  Belmont. 

April  26,  visited  Qninsigamond  Lodge,  of  Worcester,  with 
other  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 
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May  4,  constitated  Mamford  River  Lodge,  of  East  Doaglas, 
at  the  Masonic  Temple,  and  installed  the  officers. 

June  5,  visited  St.  John's  Lodge,  of  Boston,  and  witnessed 
the  work  of  the  Lodge. 

June  10,  visited  Mt.  Lebanon  Lodge,  of  Boston,  and  witnessed 
the  work. 

June  13,  visited  Washington  Lodge,  of  Boxbury,  and  wit- 
nessed the  work. 

June  21,  visited  Joseph  Webb  Lodge,  of  Boston,  and  wit- 
nessed the  installation  of  the  officers. 

October  1,  visited  Revere  Lodge,  of  Boston,  and  installed 
Bro.  Samuel  Wells  as  Grand  Treasurer. 

October  10,  visited  Rising  Star  Lodge,  of  Stoughton,  and 
witnessed  the  work. 

October  17,  visited  Mt.  Tabor  Lodge,  of  East  Boston,  and 
witnessed  the  work. 

November  11,  visited  Mt.  Lebanon  Lodge,  of  Boston,  and 
installed  R.W.  Tracy  P.  Cheever  as  Recording  Grand  Secretaiy. 

November  18,  visited  Constellation  Lodge,  of  Dedham,  and

On  the  10th  of  July,  during  my  absence  on  my  way  to  Europe,  to 
pass  a  few  weeks,  the  Deputy  Grand  Master,  R.W.  Brother  How- 
land,  with  other  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  laid,  with  Masonic 
Ceremonial,  the  corner-stone  of  a  new  town  hall  at  Holbrook, 
by  invitation  of  the  town  authorities.

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The  warrant  granted  to  R.W.  Bro.  John  A.  Hall  to  dedicate 
a  new  Hall  for  Morning  Sun  Lodge,  at  Ck>nway,  has  not  yet 
been  execated. 

The  Brethren  have  learned,  by  what  I  have  already  stated, 
that  on  the  1st  day  of  October  I  installed  Bro.  Samuel  Wells  as 
Grand.  Treasurer,  and,  on  the  Uth  day  of  November,  Bro.  Tracy 
F.  ChecTer  as  Recording  Grand  Secretary.  In  making  each  of 
these  appointments  I  endeavored  to  make  such  a  selection  as, 
luder  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  would  be  for  the  best 
interest  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  I  considered  myself  extremely 
fortunate  to  find  a  person  willing  to  accept  the  oflSce  of  Grand 
Treasurer,  who  was  so  competent  to  fill  the  place  as  Bro.  Wells. 
Bro.  McClellan's  death,  at  a  time  when  the  District  Deputies 
were  making  their  returns,  and  so  near  this  Annual  Communi- 
cation, embarrassed  me  very  much ;  but  Bro.  Wells,  in  a  very 
abort  time  after  his  appointment,  by  his  industry  and  business 
ability,  relieved  me  fVom  all  care  and  anxiety.  Bro.  Cheever's 
knowledge  of  Masonic  law,  his  scholarship  and  literary  ability, 
and  his  high  standing  in  the  community,  are  known  to  you  all. 
'  For  information  with  regard  to  the  Library  I  refer  you  to  the 
report  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Library  Committee.  He  has 
devoted  much  time  this  year  to  completing  the  Proceedings  of 
the  various  Grand  Bodies  and  the  series  of  Masonic  Periodicals. 
Mj  thanks  are  due  to  him  and  Bro.  Charles  if.  Titus  for  the 
assistance  rendered  m^  by  each  of  them,  while  the  Recording 
Grand  Secretary  was  kept  at  home  by  illness.  The  Masonic 
experience  of  the  former  was  always  at  my  service,  and  I  could 
relj  upon  Bro.Titus's  care  to  remind  me  of  the  Masonic  business 
which  needed  my  attention,  and  upon  the  accuracy  of  his  schol- 
arship to  discern  and  correct  errors  into  which  I  might  fall 
through  haste  or  carelessness. 

Bj  the  vote  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  last  Quarterly  Com- 
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manication  I  was' authorized  to  receive  contributions  from  the 
Lodges,  and  apply  them  to  the  relief  of  those  of  our  Fraternity 
who  were  sufferers  by  yellow  fever  in  the  South-west.  Beside 
the  $502.50  sent  before  that  Communication,  $500  of  which  was 
contributed  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  I  have  received  from  Lodges 
and  individuals,  $1,389.92.  $300  I  have  already  sent  forward. 
The  balance,  $1,089.92,  is  deposited  with  the  New  England 
Trust  Company,  where  it  draws  a  small  interest.  I  found  that 
suflScient  money  had  been  sent  forward  to  supply  the  existing 
wants  pf  the  sufferers.  It  seems  probable  that  by  and  by  we 
may  learn  of  families,  widows,  or  orphans,  left  destitute,  and 
in  need  of  assistance. 

I  have  authorized  the  Grand  Treasurer  to  pay  the  expenses 
of  the  meetings  of  the  District  Deputies  and  Lecturers,  includ- 
ing the  meeting  held  to-day.  They  have  all  been  paid,  and  are 
as  follows :  —

There  was  no  expense  incurred  for  the  meeting  in  December,

These  expenses  are  included,  of  course,  in  the  summary  ftom 
the  Treasurer's  books,  which  I  am  about  to  present  you  in  the 
Directors'  Report. 

This  report  of  the  Directors  is  made  in  accordance  with  the 
Constitutions,  Part  I.,  Art.  1,  Sect.  1,  and  is  as  follows :  — 

• 

The  Returns  of  the  D.D.G.  Masters  for  the  present  year, 
without  deducting  their  travelling  expenses,  amounted  to  $28,- 
352.50.    In  the  year  1877  they  amounted  to  $28,648.75.    Of 
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the  amount  received  this  year  $21,156  came  from  the  capitation 
tax;  $7,185  from  the  annual  fee  and  initiation  fees  paid  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  by  each  Lodge,  under  the  Constitutions,  Part  I., 
Art.  1,  Sect.  10.  The  travelling  expenses  of  the  District  Dep- 
uties were  $1,209.40.  Two  of  them  sent  in  no  bill  for  travel- 
ling expenses.  - 

Every  floating  debt  payable  before  January  1,  1879,  as  far  as 
known  to  the  Grand  Treasurer,  where  there  has  been  a  proper 
party  to  receive  it,  has  been  paid*  There  are  no  doubt  a  few 
outstanding.  Heretofore,  in  reporting  the  debt  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  and  its  financial  condition,  the  interest  on  the  debt  to  the 
Provident  Institution  for  Savings,  which  falls  due  on  the  15th 
of  this  month,  —  $8,750,  —  has  not  been  included.  It  has 
seemed  more  convenient,  for  the  purpose  of  showing  you  the 
present  exact  financial  condition  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  to  cause 
it  to  be  paid  a  few  days  before  it  is  payable,  and  thus  to  in- 
clude it.

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Thos  our  indebtedness  has  been  reduced  this  year  by  a  little 
OTer  SI 2,000 ;  in  other  words,  we  are,  at  the  end  of  this  year, 
$12,000  better  off  than  we  were  at  the  end  of  last  year. 

The  Board  of  Directors  have  deemed  it  proper  to  reduce  the 
ealaxyof  the  Recording  Grand  Secretary  from  $2,500  to  $2,000 ; 
he  to  bear  the  expense  of  keeping  the  two  sets  of  Records,  and 
to  dispense  with  the  services  of  an  assistant.  This  reduces  the 
expenses  of  the  Grand  Secretary's  office  from  93,100  to  $2,000. 
The  building,  the  heating  apparatus,  and  the  furniture  are  all  in 
good  condition,  requiring  at  present  apparently  no  great  repairs. 
The  superintendent,  engineer,  and  the  assistant  superintendent 
have  all  faithfully  performed  their  duties,  and  done  everything 
in  their  power  to  keep  the  expenses  connected  with  the  Temple 
as  low  as  possible. 

The  lease  of  the  lower  story  and  basement  of  the  Temple, 
whiph  is  now  at  the  rate  of  $10,000  per  annum,  expires  May  1, 
1879,  and  it  will  be  impossible  to  'renew  it  at  so  high  a  rate. 
Some  of  the  other  rents  may  have  to  be  slightly  reduced. 

This  ends  the  report  of  the  Directors. 

The  most  important  question  for  the  consideration  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  at  the  present  time  is  the  question,  how  the  ex- 
penses of  the  Grand  Lodge  are  to  be  met  after  the  end  of  the 
coming  year,  when  the  capitation  tax  ceases. 

In  order  that  you  may  understand  this  matter  fully,  I  propose 
to  state  to  you  what  the  annual  receipts  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
and' the  current  expenses  in  the  year  1880  will  probably  be, 
without  including  the  capitation  tax,  which  will  then  have 
ceased.  The  question  is  one  in  which  every  member  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  and  every  affiliated  Mason  in  the  Commonwealth, 
ought  to  feel  as  much  interest  as  myself,  although,  from  my 
position,  the  weight  of  the  responsibility  rests  primarily  upon 
me.  It  is  a  question  which,  when  you  selected  me  as  your 
Grand  Master^  I  knew  that  I  should  have  to  meet  this  day ;  a

question  to  which  I  alluded  when,  in  accepting  this  office,  I 
said,  '^  there  were  difficulties  I  should  have  to  encounter,  and  to 
encounter  which  successfully  I  should  need  your  hearty  coopera- 
tion ; ''  a  question,  the  consideration  of  which  has  given  me  far 
more  anxiety  than  anything  else  in  my  official  life.  It  is  your 
right  to  know,  and  my  duty  to  explain,  as  fully  as  in  my  power, 
your  financial  condition  without  any  flattering  embellishment  or 
false  coloring ;  it  is  my  duty  also  to  suggest  some  remedy  for 
your  judgment  to  act  upon.  No  doubt  in  any  estimate  of  future 
receipts  and  expenditures  errors  of  detail  may  be  made.  But  I 
have  personally  made  so  carefiil  an  examination,  I  am  naturally 
so  little  over-sanguine,'  that  I  do  not  think  that  any  errors  of 
detail  will  affect  the  result  so  as  to  make  it  more  unfavorable 
than  I  state  it.  It  is  to  be  remembered,  also,  that  an  error  in 
an  estimate  in  one  direction  will  often  be  corrected  by  an  error  in 
another  estimate  in  a  different  direction. 

Let  me  first,  however,  make  one  admission.  Many  of  the 
Brethren  have  understood  that  the  capitation  tax  would,  in  the 
course  of  the  thirteen  years,  which  expire  on  the  last  of  Decem- 
ber, 1879,  fully  pay  the  debt,  or  so  far  extingush  it  as  to  place  • 
it  within  the  control  of  the  ordinary  receipts  of  the  Grand 
Lodge.  They  may  naturally  be  surprised  that  I  estimate  the 
debt  at  the  commencement  of  the  year  1880  at  about  9265,000. 
It  is  true  that  your  Grand  Master,  in  his  annual  address  of  1867, 
and  a  committee  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  in  a  report  made  by 
them  at  the  Quarterly  Communication  of  March  18, 1867,  stated 
that  if  the  plan  proposed,  which  was  the  one  adopted,  was  car- 
ried out,  in  ten  years  from  that  time  we  should  see  *^  our  Grand 
Lodge  entirely  free  fW>m  debt ;  *'  that  your  Grand  Master  in 
1870  also  stated  in  his  address,  that  *^  when-  the  year  1880 
arrives,  when  the  capitation  tax  is  to  be  at  an  end,  the  debt  will 
be  so  far  reduced  that  the  rents  and  ordinary  dues  of  the 
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Lodges  will  be  amply  safScient  to  gradaally  diminish  the  debt 
and  pay  all  our  current  liabilities."  No  such  erroneous  opinions 
have  been  expressed  during  the  last  seven  years  by  those  in 
authority ;  and  if  any  one  will  examine  the  report  and  addresses 
in  which  th^se  estimates  are  made,  and  the  figures  and  explana- 
tions which  accompany  the  estimates,  many  of  the  sources  of 
error  will  at  once  appear.  It  is  but  just  to  remember,  however, 
that  the  estimates  were  made  and  the  opinions  expressed  in 
times  of  great  inflation,  when  rents  were  in  some  instances  twice 
as  high  as  now,  and  every  one  seemed  to  think  himself  in 
possession  of  the  Lamp  of  Aladdin. 

I  estimate  that  the  debt  of  the  Grand  Lodge  will  be,  January 
1, 1880,  —  the  year  when  we  no  longer  have  a  capitation  tax,  — 
$265,000,  or  about  $10,000  less  than  it  is  to-day ;  in  other 
words,  that  it  will  be  diminished  next  year  somewhat  less  than 
it  has  been  during  last  two  or  three  years,  as  the  rents  will  be 
less,  though  some  of  the  expenses  will  be  diminished. 

I  estimate  the  ordinary  receipts  as  follows :  —

In  making  this  estimate  I  have  taken  into  consideration  the 
fact  that,  in  the  present  depressed  condition  of  business,  the 
lower  story  andn>asement  cannot  be  let  for  so  much  as  at  pres- 
ent, and  that  the  rents  of  some  of  the  Masonic  Bodies  which 
meet  in  this  building  must  be  reduced  if  we  wish  to  prolong 
their  existence.

In  calculating  these  expenditures,  aseinming  the  debt  in  1880  • 
to  be,  as  already  stated,  9265,000,  by  a  reduction  of  $10,000 
during  the  coming  year — and  the  reduction  will  not  be  less  —  I 
take  the  interest  at  the  rate  of  7  per  cent.  If  this  Grand  Lodge 
acts  promptly,  as  I  hope  it  will,  on  this  subject,  I  have  great  hope 
of  reducing  this  rate  of  interest.  I  ha^  taken  the  taxes  as  as- 
sessed the  present  year.  They  have  been  reduced,  on  applica- 
tion to  the  assessors  this  year,  ver}^  prc^erly,  $640.  The  aveiv 
Age  paid  for  this  year's  insurance  is  less  than  YrVkt  I  have  stated ; 
but  the  rate  of  insurance  is  now  very  low.  Repairs  are  of  coarse 
much  greater  one  year  than  another,  but  $1,000  annually  seems 
to  others  besides  myself  a  fair  estimate.  In  the  matter  of 
charity  we  must  be  more  economical  than  we  have  been.    It 
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is  proper  to  be  jnst  before  being  generous,  and  our  creditors 
have  the  first  claim  upon  us.  The  other  items  require  no  com- 
ment. 

« 

The  receipt8,then,being  823,000  and  the  expenditures $37,000, 
during  the  year  1880,  the  excess  of  expenditures  above  receipts 
wiU  he  $14,000. 

But  if  jou  had  no  Temple  to  take  care  of,  and  only  your  ordi- 
nary expenses  to  pay,  your  revenues  would  fall  short  of  your 
expenses ;  for  if  yon  strike  off  all  those  expenses  which  are 
connected  with  this  building,  and  reduce  the  Grand  Treasurer's 
salaxy  from  $500  to  9150  per  annum,  on  the  ground  of  his  hav- 
ing less  to  do,  the  items  of  expenditure  will  amount  to  $6,710. 
And  if  yon  retain  your  library,  pictures,  etc.,  and  hire  a  room 
for  them  and  for  the  Grand  Secretary,  and  a  hall  for  your  meet- 
ings and  your  Feast  of  St.  John,  it  will  cost  you,  in  addition, 
$1,500  to  92,000 ;  making  your  whole  expenses  $8,210  to  $8,710. 
Calling  your  receipts  from  the  Lodges,  as  I  have  heretofore 
called  them,  $6,000,  you  will  run  behindhand  every  year  be- 
tween $2,000  to  93,000,  without  a  Temple. 
*  What,  then,  shall  be  done?  It  is  no  time  to  discuss  whether 
the  erection  of  this  building  on  this  spot  was  a  wise  or  unwise 
measure ;  whether  greater  economy  could  or  could  not  have  been 
Qsed  in  its  erection ;  upon  what  grounds  it  has,  at  some  time  here- 
tofore, been  stated,  that  the  debt  would  be  extinguished  at  the  end 
of  1879,  or  so  far  extinguished  that  it  would  not  be  necessary 
for  the  Grand  Lodge  to  make  further  extraordinary  exertions  for 
its  reduction  or  payment.  The  only  question  is :  What  is  to 
be  done  under  the  existing  condition  of  things?  The  Grand 
Lodge  is  far  better  off  than  it  was  when  the  building  was  com- 
pleted. Then  the  debt  was  $450,000  ;  at  the  end  of  the  next 
year  it  will  be  $265,000.  The  affiliated  Masons  in  this  Com- 
monwealth then  numbered   16,000;    now  they  number   over 
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25,000.  True^  we  do  not  coant  in  oar  ranks  many  men  of  gre^ 
wealth.  We  boast,  however,  that  the  character  of  oar  Institn- 
ticn  stands  so  high  that  princes  in  foreign  coantries  are  proud 
to  patronize  its  mysteries  and  join  its  assemblies ;  that  in  eveiy 
age  and  country  men  preeminent  for  their  moral  and  intellectual 
attainments  have  promoted  its  interests ;  that  in  our  own  past 
history  the  most  distinguished  men  have  united  a  love  of  Ma- 
sonry to  a  love  of  country ;  that  at  the  present  time  Massachu- 
setts Masonry  and  Massachusetts  Masons  are  deserv^edly  hon- 
ored and  looked  upon  with  respect  throughout  the  Union.  Shall 
we,  then,  Masons  of  Massachusetts,  be  unwilling  to  make 
farther  exertions  to  keep  up  the  good  name  of  an  Institu- 
tion, of  which  we  profess  to  be  so  proud  ?  Shall  we  allow  oar 
honor  to  be  dri^gled  in  the  dirt  and  dust  of  Insolvency  ? 

Two  courses  only  are  open  to  us.  One  is,  to  abandon  to  our 
creditors  and  the  hammer  of  the  auctioneer  this  Temple,  dear 
to  most  of  us  for  the  associations  connected  with  it,  the  pleas- 
ant social  intercourse  enjoyed  here ;  these  pictures  of  our  Grand 
Masters,  presents  fh>m  Lodges  and  Mends ;  our  library,  gath- 
ered with  so  much  care ;  our  jewels,  our  relics,  and  our  regalia,— 
for  all  will  be  needed  to  pay  our  debts  under  a  forced  sale ;  to 
disown  the  promise  we  made  when  the  Grand  Lodge  pledged 
the  faith  of  the  Fraternity  of  the  Commonwealth  to  sustain  the 
Gfand  Master  and  Board  of  Directors  incompleting  and  paying 
for  the  Temple ;  to  proclaim  to  the  outer  world  our  weakness  and 
inability  to  pay  our  debts,  •—  to  speak  more  truly,  our  unwilling- 
ness to  make  any  personal  sacrifice  for  that  purpose ;  the  other,  to 
adopt  some  plan  of  honestly  meeting  the  difficulty.  You  will 
not  hesitate.  I  have  my  own  view  of  what  should  be  done ;  hat, 
before  stating  it,  I  make  this  recommendation :  that  a  committee 
of  one  fVom  each  Masonic  District  be  appointed  to  consider  this 
subject,  to  confer  with  the  Board  of  Directors,  to  examine  the 
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Statements  and  estimates  in  this  address,  and  to  report  at  the 
next  Quarterly  Communication  such  a  plan  as  meets  their  views ; 
this  plan,  or  any  other  plan  then  suggested,  to  be  acted  upon 
without  fail  at  the  Quarterly  Communication  in  June. 

It  seems  to  me,  however,  my  duty  to  state  what  in  my  opin- 
ion ought  to  be  done,  so  that  you  and  this  committee  may  have 
the  benefit  of  it  and  take  it  for  what  it  is  worth.  I  advise  that 
the  capitation  tax  of  one  dollar  per  head  be  renewed  for  twelve 
additional  years.  It  will  yield  at  least  $25,000  per  year,  there 
being  now  25,742  Masons  in  the  State.  I  have  shown  that  the 
debt,  at  the  commenceiflent  of  1880,  will  be  not  more  than 
1265,000.  The  amount  to  be  applied  to  payment  of  the  prin- 
cipal of  that  debt  at  the  end  of  that  year  will  be  not  quite 
$11,000.  If  yon  adopt  this  plan  the  interest  can  be  then 
reduced  to  six  per  cent.,  for  it  will  be  clear  that  the  payment  of 
the  debt  has  been  secured,  and  our  present  note  to  the  Ftovident 
lostitution  for  Savings  will  have  fallen  due  and  can  be  renewed 
at  a  lower  rate.  This  interest  will  be  calculated  each  succeed- 
ing year  on  a  debt  constantly  decreasing,  and  a  larger  amount 
can  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  principal.  At  the  end  of 
the  twelve  years  the  debt  will  be  reduced  to  about  940,598 ;  the 
interest  on  that  amount  and  your  running  expenses  will  amount 
to  about  $21,000,  and  your  income,  without  the  capitation  tax, 
if  no  larger  than  in  1880,  will  be  $23,000.  * 

It  is  to  be  remembered,  too,  that  a  considerable  number  of  the 
Brethren  will  very  probably  prefer  to  pay  their  whole  tax  at 
once,  and  this  will  produce  a  still  more  favorable  result ;  for 
every  dollar,  paid  before  the  year  when  it  is  payable,  saves  a 
certain  amount  of  interest. 

Another  plan  has  been  suggested,  that  a  capitation  tax  of  two 
doUars  a  year  be  laid  for  six  years.  By  such  a  tax  the  whole 
debt  would  no  doubt  be  paid  in  six  years. 
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Looking  at  what  has  been  accomplished  in  the  past,  I  see 
nothing  in  the  difficulties  by  which  we  are  now  surroonded,  to 
discourage  us,  if  we  are  willing  to  make  proper  exertions  and 
exercise  a  proper  economy. 

Wlien  the  Temple  was  completed,  16,000  Masons  owed 
$450,000 ;  in  1880  over  25,000  will  owe  9265,000.  We  have 
not  yet,  to  be  sure,  reached  the  haven  of  security ;  the  expect

tions  of  some  of  us  have  been  disappointed ;  the  hopes  of  aM 
in  some  degree  frustrated  by  the  financial  storm  which  has 
swept  over  the  civilized  world.  But  our  Institution,  although 
it  has  been  In  great  danger,  is  still  sound  and  intact ;  its  credit 
is  unimpaired ;  its  members  regard  it  with  affection ;  and,  not 
despairing  because  their  great  object  has  failed  of  accomplish* 
ment  as  soon  as  they  expected,  will  give  it,  I  trust,  the  same 
generous  aid  for  a  few  years  longer  which  they  have  given  it  in 
the  past. 

'*  Bravely  the  ship,  in  the  tempest  tossed, 
Buffets  the  waves  tiU  the  sea  be  crossed ; 
Not  in  despair  of  the  haven  fair, 
Though  winds  blow  backward  and  leagues  be  lost." 

Brethren,  whenever  my  present  position  in  this  Grand  Lodge 
terminates,  I  shall  retain  a  most  pleasant  recollection  of  those 
with  whom  it  has  associated  me,  a  proper  pride  in  having  eo'- 
Joyed  the  honor  of  being  your  Grand  Master,  and  a  oontinoiog 
desire  to  support  the  well-being  of  Masonry  to  the  best  of  mj 
ability. 

R.W.  Henry  Chickermg  offered  the  foUowiBg 
vote,  which  was  adopted  :  — 

Votedy  That,  agreeably  to  the  suggestion  in  the  Grand 
Master's  address,   a   committee  of  one  or  more  firom  ead 
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Ifasonic  District  be  appointed  to  consider  the  subject  of  the 
finances  of  the  Grand  Lodge;  to  confer  with  the  Board  of 
Directors ;  to  examine  the  estimates  in  the  Grand  Master's  ad- 
dress, and  to  report  at  the  next  Quarterly  Communication  some 
suitable  plan  for  reducing  or  paying  the  debt  of  the  Grand 
Lodge* 

The  Auditing  Committee  presented  their  Annual 
Report,  which  was  accepted,  and  ordered  to  be 
recorded.

Most  Worshipful, — I  send  to  you  the  Masonic  Diplomas 
of  my  great-great-grandfather,  great-grandfather,  grandfather, 
father,  and  myself;  five  generations,  in  one  family.  I  do  not 
know  that  my  diploma  is  of  any  particular  value,  except  that 
it  completes  the  chain,  and  was  granted  by  an  Army  Lodge. 
My  father  never  had  a  Blue  Lodge  Diploma,  only  one  f^om  the 
Chapter. 

These  diplomas  are  held  sacred  by  me,  and,  wishing  to  place 
them  where  they  would  be  carefully  preserved,  I  place  them  in 
the  keeping  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  I  still  wish  to  have  some 
claim  to  them ;  therefore  I  will  loan  them  indefinitely.  It  is 
not  at  all  likely  they  will  ever  be  called  for.

Gbaxd  Lodqb  of  Mass.,  Dec.  11,  1878. 

The  committee  appointed  at  the  Quarterly  Conunonication  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  held  in  June,  1878,  upon  the  petition  of  Bro. 
W.  C.  Culver,  have  attended  to  the  duty  assigned  them,  and 
^  respectfully  report :  — 

We  duly  notified  the  W.  Master  of  Adelphi  Lodge  of  our 
appointment,  and  that  we  desired  to  meet  the  Lodge  and  inves- 
tigate the  matter  of  the  expulsion  of  Bro.  W.  C.  Culver ;  but  we 
have  had  no  invitation  to  meet  the  Lodge,  nor  have  they 
advised  us  of  any  action  upon  the  subject.  We  have  had 
several  interviews  with  the  W.  Master,  and*with  Bro.  Culver 
and  his  iiiends;  but  have  failed  to  find  any  new  facts,  or 
any  change  in  the  condition  of  matters  since  it  was  in  the  hands 
of  the  Committee  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  1873 ;  except  that 
Bio.  W.  C.  Culver  has  suffered  for  five  years  under  nominal 
expulsion,  and  an  unjust  suspension  of  his  Masonic  rights, 
wMch  the  Grand  Lodge  refused  to  ratify.  The  committee, 
therefore,  most  respectfully  recommend  the  enforcement  of  the 
Order  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  upon  the  report  of  the 
committee  having  this  matter  in  charge  in  1873  ;  to  wit :  — 

That  Adelphi  Lodge  be  compelled  to  either  withdraw  the 

charges  against  Bro.  W.  C.  Culver,  or  grant  him  a  new  trial 

under  the  present  provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  the  M.W. 

Grand  Lodge.

REPORT  OF    COMMITTEE    ON  THE    DEATH    OP   R.W.  JOHN 

MoCLELLAK. 

Re8olvedj  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons  of  Massachusetts,  with  a  unanimous  expression  of  grief, 
deplores  the  loss  of  its  worthy  Brother,  John  McClellan,  Esq., 
of  Boston,  who  departed  this  life  Sept.  29,  1878,  after  a  pro- 
tracted illness.  For  the  last  seventeen  years  Brother  McClellan 
had  been  annually  elected  Treasurer  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and 
had  performed  the  duties  of  the  office  to  the  entire  contentment 
of  the  Fraternity.  The  statement  of  this  fact  renders  it  almost 
useless  to  say  that  his  integrity,  punctuality,  courtesy,  and 
right-minded  ability  commanded  the  respect  and  confidence  of 
this  Grand  Lodge. 

In  other  positions  held  in  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  in  various 
other  cognate  Masonic  institutions,  during  over  thirty-three 
years,  our  departed  Brother  had  won  the  love  and  affection  of 
the  Brethren  by  the  zeal  and  intelligence  with  which  he  parsued 
the  benevolent  purposes  of  the  Fraternity,  and  the  stabilitj 
which  his  firm  character  gave  to  his  Masonic  work. 

*This  Grand  Lodge  bears  further  witness  to  the  amiable  and 
kindly  qualities  which  adorned  the  heart  of  our  departed 
Brother,  and  which  the  Fraternity  often  honored  by  placing 
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him  on  its  Committees  of  Charity  and  Boards  of  Masonic 
Belief. 

In  private  life,  whether  in  the  domestic  circle  or  in  husiness, 
the  like  qualities  of  the  heart  and  soundness  of  Judgment 
marked  his  conduct,  and  won  the  esteem  of  those  who  knew  him 
hest

spread  upon  the  records  this  testimonial  of  our  esteem  and 
sorrow,  and  that  he  fbmish  the  family  of  the  deceased  with  a 
copy  of  these  resolutions.

REPORT   or    THE    COMMITTEE    ON    THE   DEATH   OP   R.W. 

CHARLES    H.   TITUS. 

Grand  Lodob  of  Massachusbtts, 
B08TOK,  Dec.  11,  1878. 

At  the  Quarterly  Communication  in  June,  1871,  the  M.W. 
Grand  Master  announced  that  he  had  filled  a  yacancj  in  the 
oflSoe  of  Recording  Grand  Secretary  by  the  appointment  of  Rev. 
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Charles  Henry  Titas.    To  many  of  us  he  was  almost  a  stranger, 

r 

and  when  the  ballot  followed,  seventy  Brethren  voted  for  other 
candidates*  Six  months  later  we  had  all  learned  to  know  him 
and  to  love  him,  and  no  dissenting  voice  has  ever  since  been 
heard  when  that  election  was  called. 

At  a  Special  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  held  in  May 
last,  for  the  purpose  of  c(mstituting  Mumford  River  Lodge,  his 
weary  limbs  bore  his  emaciated  body  to  this  hall  for  the  last 
time.  For  five  long  and  tedious  months  he  hoped  and  prayed 
for  strength  to  resume  the  work  in  which  he  took  such  delight. 
He  gave  up  that  hope  only  two  or  three  weeks  before  the  end 
came.  When  the  body  was  almost  utterly  wasted,  the  brave 
spirit  realized  that  this  was  the  last  of  earth,  and,  after  a  severe 
and  painful  struggle,  calmly,  patiently,  hopefully,  resigned  itself 
to  the  will  of  the  Master.  When  the  strong  soul  yielded,  the 
body  sank  rapidly,  and  on  the  29th  of  October  last  the  struggle 
ended.  On  the  1st  of  November,  at  setting  of  the  sun,  with 
appropriate  ceremony,  we  laid  his  body  in  the  grave  which  he 
had  chosen. 

With  what  fitting  words,  though  few,  shall  we  now  give  voioe 
to  the  general  grief?  What  loving  tribute  shall  we  bring  to  his 
precious  memory?  In  what  suitable  language  shall  we  clothe 
the  grateful  memorial  which  we  would  place  on  our  records? 

His  Masonic  life  of  just  twenty  years  was  crowded  with 
Masonic  work,  —  an  almost  unbroken  series  of  Masonic  offices 
and  honors.  They  are  set  forth  in  the  Proceedings  of  1^78,  as  re- 
corded in  the  lives  of  our  Chaplains.  He  used  to  say  that  he 
drank  in  his  first  Masonic  inspiration  when  a  boy  of  ten  years, 
at  the  grave  of  a  venerable  Brother,  and  at  a  time  when  Masonif 
was  reviled  and  persecuted  ^f  all  men.  The  opinion  he  oon- 
ceived  of  our  Institution  at  that  early  age,  and  und^  such  un- 
favorable circumstances,  was  abundantly  confirmed  and  satisfied 
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in  middle  life.  His  whole  experience  and  training  had  Bpeciallj 
qaalified  and  fitted  him  to  become  a  good  and  true  Mason.  The 
principles  of  Masonry  were  the  mles  of  his  life,  and  their  ex* 
emplification  was  easy  and  natural  to  him.  Brotherly  Love, 
Belief,  and  Truth  were  to  him  a  second  nature.  He  was  fh>m 
very  early  life  dependent  upon  his  own  resources,  from  boyhood 
for  many  years  teacher  as  well  as  pupil.  When  released  flrom 
that  service  he  entered  a  profession  which  requires  the  constant 
exercise  of  the  most  tender  and  affectionate  sympathies  of  our 
nature.  All  this  experience  and  these  influences  made  him  a 
bright  and  shining  exemplar  of  the  Masonic  principle  of 
Brotherly  Love.  He  was  brimfhl  and  running  over  with  good- 
will to  men,  but  especially  to  his  Brethren  of  the  Fraternity. 
No  thought  of  self  seemed  to  find  place  in  his  mind.  How 
cordial  and  kindly  his  greeting  to  all !  How  evident  the  desire 
to  render  kind  oflSces  to  all  who  came  near  him  I  That  God  is 
Love  was  to  him  the  most  precious  tenet  of  his  religion.  It 
seemed  to  be  the  all-engrossing  thought  with  him  and  shaped 
and  moulded  all  his  actions.  It  is  the  trait  in  his  character  upon 
which  we  most  delight  to  dwell,  and  which  fhrnishes  the  most 
instructive  example. 

The  records  of  many  Masonic  Bodies  attest  to  his  faithful,  labo- 
rious work ;  our  o?ni  bear  witness  that  his  duties  for  the  last 
seven  years  have  been  performed  with  fidelity  and  zeal.  Many 
of  us  who  have  been  closely  connected  with  him  oflScially  can 
testify  to  the  modesty,  delicacy,  and  self-sacrifice  which  charac- 
terized him  in  all  our  intercourse.  He  bore  labor  and  trial  and 
suffering  bravely,  manfhlly.  He  discharged  every  duty  faith- 
fully, punctually,  cheerfhlly.  But — the  best  praise  of  all  for 
the  true  Mason— he  lovbd  his  FSLLOw-ifEN ! 

As  we  mingle  our  tears  with  those  of  the  bereaved  family,  we 
offer  them  the  consolation  afforded  by  the  recollection  of  his 
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consistent,  useful,  helptlil  life,  and  the  hnmble,  though  conldent, 

hope  that  with  him  all  is  now  peaceful,  blissftil.    The  weary 

spirit  is  at  rest,  and  our  benedictions  follow  him.    Thus  we 

place  them  on  perpetual  record.

The  Committee  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts  ap- 
pointed to  prepare  Resolutions  relative  to  the  decease  of  ^^  oar 
venerable  and  Right  Worshipful  Brother,  E.  M.  P.  Wells,  a  Past 
Deputy  Grand  Master,  respectfully  report  the  following ;  — 

The  life  of  E.  M.  P.  Wells,  a  Past  Deputy  Grand  Master  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts,  terminated  on  earth  on  the 
first  day  of  December,  instant.  It  is  a  complete  volume,  filled 
with  good  works.  Prolonged  to  the  utmost  verge  of  mortal 
existence,  it  shone  brightly  to  the  last.  He  was  never  wearied 
with  well-doing,  but  labored  continually  and  lovingly  to  relieve 
the  distress  and  soothe  the  sorrow  of  his  fellow-beings. 

In  looking  back  upon  his  long  earthly  career,  in  which  his 
Christian  and  his  Masonic  life  were  so  beautifully  blended,  we 
find  nothing  to  lament,  nothing  to  mourn.    He  has  fulfilled  his 
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mission.     He  has  left  a  brilliant  example  to  the  Brethren ;  and 
we  shall  always  repaember  with  gratitude  his  manly  form,  his 
conmianding  presence,  and  his  kindly  deeds. 
Therefore,  be  it 

Resolved^  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts  desire  to 
paj  their  sincere  and  gratetbl  Jiomage  to  the  memory  of  their 
Venerable  Brother  and  Fast  Deputy  Grand  Master,  Eleazer 
liathew  Porter  Wells,  who  for  many  years,  by  his  constant 
attendance,  gave  dignity  to  their  body  and  authority  to  their 
counsels;  who  honored  Masonry  by  a  holy  and  unblemished 
life ;  and  who,  in  unaffected  humility  and  with  godly  sincerity, 
exemplified  practically  in  his  own  person  the  combined  beauty 
and  excellence  of  Faith,  Hope,  and  Charitt.

ABRAHAM  A.  DAME. 

In  Grand  Lodge,  Dec.  11,  1878. 
JN  MEMORIAM. 
The  busy  hand  of  death  has  removed  another  of  our  promi- 
nent members  and  wise  councillors. 
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R.W.  Brother  Abraham  Annis  Dame  was  bom  at  Orfoid, 
N.H.,  August  27,  1792,  and  died  Novemb^  14,  1878,  aged 
eighty-six  years,  two  months,  and  eighteen  days.  At  the 
time  of  his  death  he  was  senior  member  of  this  Grand 
Lodge. 

He  came  to  Boston  in  1814,  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in 
Middlesex  County  in  1816,  also  in  Suffolk  County  Dec.  23, 
1818,  and  continued  in  practice  over  sixty  years. 

He  was  thrice  married,  at  his  death  leaving  a  widow  and  one 
daughter  to  mourn  his  loss. 

Brother  Dame  received  his  Masonic  Degrees  in  Massachusetts 
Lodge,  in  Boston ;  was  initiated,  March  27 ;  crafted,  April  8 ; 
raised,  April  24, 1818 ;  was  made  a  member,  June  29, 1818,  con- 
tinuing his  membership  to  the  time  of  his  death, — sixty  years, 
four  months,  and  fifteen  days.  He  was  elected  Senior  Deacon, 
Dec.  1,  1820;  Junior  Warden,  Dec.  7,  1821;  Senior  War- 
den, Dec.  6,  1822;  Worshipful  Master,  Dec.  5,  1823;  was 
installed  26th  of  same  month,  served  two  years,  declining  a  re- 
nomination  at  that  time;  but  was  again  Master  in  1844  and 
1845 ;  was  elected  trustee  of  the  Charity  Fund  in  18^4,  and 
held  that  office  over  forty  years. 

In  Grand  Lodge  he  was  elected  R.W.  Junior  Grand  Warden, 
in  1828;  Senior  Grand  Warden,  in  1829-81;  Deputy  Grand 
Master,  in  1832-33  ;  and  was  a  permanent  member  thereof. 

He  was  exalted  to  the  Degree  of  Royal  Arch  Mason,  in  St. 
Paul's  Chapter,  Boston,  Feb.  17,  1819,  and  was  admitted  to 
membership  in  Feb.,  1819.  He  served  the  Chapter  as  Scribe,  in 
1820 ;  again  in  1840,  and  again  in  1853  ;  as  King,  in  1821,  and 
again  in  1841 ;  was  High  Priest,  in  1822-23,  and  also  in 
1842-43,  and  became  an  Honorary  Member  of  that  Body. 

In  Grand  Chapter  he  became  Grand  R.A.  Captain,  June  24, 
1823;  was  elected  Grand  Treasurer,  Sept.  9,  the  same  year; 
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which  office  he  continued  to  hold  until  Sept.,  1844 ;  was  elected 
Grand  Scribe  in  IHop,  and  became  a  permanent  member. 

He  received  the  Degrees,  and  was  admitted  to  membership  in 
Boston  Council  of  R.'.  and  S.*.  Masters,  July  27,  1819;  und 
to  Honorary*  Membership,  March  15,  1855;  was  elected  Right 
111  Master,  Nov.  13,  1821,  serving  three  j'ears;  was  Corre- 
sponding Secretary  in  1824;  and  elected  Most  111.  Master, 
Jan.  25, 1825,  serving  four  years. 

Brother  Dame  was  elected  Most  111.*.  Grand  Master  of  the 
Grand  Council  of  R.'.  and  S.'.  Masters  in  1826,  and  served 
with  ability  during  the  so  called  Anti-Masonic  period. 

He  was  created  a  Knight  Templar  in  Boston  Commandery, 
Feb.  13, 1822  ;  admitted  to  membership,  March  12,  same  3'ear ; 
serred  as  Junior  Warden,  and  was  elected  £.  Commander,  Octo- 
ber, 1827,  and  presided  three  years ;  was  elected  Honorary 
Member,  Sept.  19,  1855. 

He  served  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Massachusetts  and  R.I. 
88  Grand  Captain  General,  one  year ;  Deputy  Grand  Master,  two 
years ;  and  Grand  Master  in  1835-36. 

In  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  he  received  all  of 
the  degrees,  and  held  man}'  positions  of  responsibility  and  trust, 
and  was  an  Honorary  Member  of  Massachusetts  Consistory. 

On  the  6th  of  Januarj^  1863,  he  was  made  an  Illustrious 
Inspector  General  33°,  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish 
Itite ;  thereby  becoming  an  Honorary  Member  of  the  Supreme 
Council  of  the  33d  and  last  degree. 

Brother  A.  A.  Dame  was  a  zealous  Mason ;  was  one  of  the 
most  reliable  ritualists  of  his  day.  He  delivered  an  address  to 
his  Lodge  in  1819  and  in  1829 ;  he  twice  delivered  a  disser- 
tation on  '*  The  principles  of  Masonry  and  its  moral  virtues.*' 

He  was  firm,  outspoken,  and  fearless;  was  one  of  the 
signers  of  the  famous  Masonic  Declaration  which  was  issued 
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daring  the  so-called  Anti-Masonic  excitement,  and  manftaUy 
defended  our  principles. 

He  was  much  respected  by  his  compeers,  loved  bj  his 
famil}^,  and  regarded  by  his  intimate  friends  with  affection  and 
veneration. 

He  was  buried  with  knightly  honors,  Boston  Commandery 
conducting  the  ceremony.  He  was  interred  at  Mount  Auburn, 
where  he  quietly  rests.    Peace  to  his  ashes.  '  Amen. 

TF/iereos,  It  pleased  the  Great  Mover  of  all  life  to  take  from 
ns,  by  death,  one  of  our  prominent  members  and  highly  esteemed 
friends,  R.W.  Brother  Abraham  Annis  Dame ;  therefore 

Resolved^  That  in  this  event,  so  full  of  sadness,  we  recognize 
the  power  of  that  Great  Law  which  doeth  all  things  well,  and 
bow  submissively  to  His  will. 

Beaolvedj  That  in  the  life  and  character  of  our  departed 
Brother  we  realize  and  appreciate  more  highly  those  noble 
traits  of  character  which  secured  to  him  the  friendship  and 
respect  of  those  most  intimately  associated  with  him. 

Resolved^  That  the  Masonic  Institution,  in  whose  welfare 
and  prosperity  he  always  maintained  a  great  interest,  has  lost  a 
valued  co-laborer,  wise  counsellor,  and  devoted  friend. 

Resolved^  That  we  tender  to  the  family  of  our  deceased 
Brother,  our  deep  condolence  and  warmest  sympathy  in  this 
their  hour  of  bereavement  and  great  afiOiiction. 

Reaoloed^  That,  as  an  appropriate  token  of  our  appreciation 

of  his  life  and  usefulness,  these  resolutions  be  entered  on  the 

records  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  a  copy  forwarded  to  the 

family  of  the  deceased.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  HEALING  ON  THE  PETITION 
OF  BRO.  CALEB  G.  CARR,  FOR  RESTORATION  TO  MA- 
SONIC  RIGHTS  AND  PRIVILEGES. 

Ik  Grand  Lodge  of  MAflSJiCHUSSTTfl, 
Quarterly  Cohhunicatiok, 
•  September  11,  1878. 
The  Cominittee  on  HealiDg,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition 
of  Caleb  G.  Garr  for  i*estoration  to  his  Masonic  rights  and  priv- 
ileges, respectfully  report :  — 

At  the  Quarterly  CommnnicatioB  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  held 
June  11,  1873,  the  petitioner  was  tried  on  a  chaise  and  specifi- 
cations  presented  by  a  committee  of  this  Grand  Lodg^.  l*he 
specifications  were  as  follows*  yiz.*:  — 

FIKST  SPBCIFICATION. 

In  that,  while  Master  of  Blackstone  River  Lodge,  he  conferred 
the  Entered  Apprentice  Degree  on  W.  H.  Bolster,  without  first 
obtaining  permission  ^m  Olive  Branch  Lodge,  where  said  Bol- 
ster's application  for  the  degrees  had  been  rejected. 

SECOND  SPEOIinCATION. 

In  that  he  concealed  from  his  Lodge  the  fact  that  said  Bolster 
had  before  applied  for  the  degrees. 

THIBD  SPECIFICATION. 

In  that  he  willingly  and  knowingly  violated  Part  IV.,  Article 
3,  Section  2,  of  the  Constitutions  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 
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After  due  notice  to  said  Carr,  and  hearing  of  evidence  in  sup- 
port of  these  charges  and  specifications,  this  Grand  Lodge  voted 
that  said  Garr  was  guilty,  —  3'eas,  one  hundred  and  twenty-one ; 
nays,  none.  It  was  then  moved  that  said  Carr  be  suspended 
from  all  the  rights  and  privil^es  of  Masonry  for  the  term  of 
five  years.  This* motion  was  fully  discussed,  and  afterwards 
amended,  when  the  Grand  Lodge  voted  — 3^eas,  eight3*>-six ;  nays, 
sixt3'-two  —  that  said  Carr  be  expelled  from  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  of  Freemasonry.  i 

In  his  petition  to  be  restored  to  the  rights  and  privileges  of 
Freemasonry,  said  Carr  sa^'s  that  *^  having  patiently  submitted 
to,  and  respectfully  endured,  the  punishment  of  expulsion  from 
all  the  rights  and  benefits  of  Freemasonry,  it  has  been  my  pur- 
pose to  so  regulate  my  life  and  conduct  that  I  might  merit,  ia 
some  degree,  the  favorable  consideration  of  the  Fraternity/*  He 
also  acknowledges  his  error,  and  renews  his  pledge  of  obedience 
to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  Freemasonry,  and  to  the  consti- 
tutions of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  granting  of  the  prayer  of  his  petition  is  recommended  by 
all  the  oflQcers  of  Blackstone  River  Lodge  except  the  Junior 
Steward,  by  two  Past  Masters,  and  twenty-eight  of  its  members. 

Your  committee  have  held  this  case  under  consideration  since 
the  beginning  of  the  present  year.  The  oflTence  of  which  Carr 
was  convicted  is  one  of  a  most  grave  and  serious  chamcter. 
Its  tendency  was  to  undermine  the  foundations  of  our  Masonic 
edifice.  The  commission  of  it  indicated  an  entire  absence  of 
worthiness  in  said  Carr  to  be  associated  with  as  a  Mason,  or 
even  as  a  man.  The  laws  of  Freemasonry  and  the  Constito 
tions  of  our  Grand  Lodge  are  wise,  just,  and  liberal.  Tbose 
which  guard  the  doors  of  our  Lodges  against  the  entrance  of 
unworthy  applicants  for  the  degi*ees  are  especially  worthy  of 
this  commendation.     He  who  proves  himself  regardless  of,  and 
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disobedient  to,  his  obligations  as  a  Mason  will,  if  a  tempting  oc- 
casion present  itself,  violate  obligations  which  he  has  taken  upon 
himself  outside  of  a  Masonic  Lodge. 

Five  years,  the  term  of  suspension  proposed  in  the  original 
motion  of  sentence  in  this  case,  have,  however,  elapsed.  During 
this  period  said  Carr's  conduct  has  merited,  so  far  as  your  com- 
mittee have  been  able  to  learn,  the  respect  of  the  Fraternity. 
Tour  committee  believe  that  said  Carr  fully  realizes  the  charac- 
ter of  his  offence ;  that  his  punishment  has  accomplished  one,  at 
at  least,  of  the  most  prominent  objects  of  all  punishment,  viz. : 
the  reformation  of  the  offender ;  that  his  pledges  of  future  good 
conduct  are  made  in  good  faith ;  and  that  no  interest  of  the  Fra- 
ternity would  suffer  by  his  restoration  to  the  rights  and  privileges 
of  Freemasonry. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  recommend  that  Caleb  G.  Carr  be 
restored  to  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry.

Norfolk  Union  Lodge,  which  was  accepted,  and 
the  recommendation  giying  the  complainant  leave  to 
withdraw  his  petition,  adopted-

The  eommittee  to  whom  was  referred  the  complaint  of  F.  N. 
Deane  against  Norfolk  Union  Lodge  have  attended  to  their  dat}', 
and  respectfully  report :  — 

That  it  appears  the  complainant  was  initiated  in  Norfolk 
Union  Lodge,  but  objection  was  made  to  his  advancement.  The 
subject  was  referred  to  a  committee,  who  in  due  time  reported 
the  facts  on  which  the  objection  was  founded,  but  made  no 
recommendation,  and  the  Lodge  made  no  decision.  The  Master 
deemed  it  expedient  to  delay  any  action  for  a  time,  and  joar 
committee  see  no  reason  to  question  the  wisdom  or  propriety  of 
his  conclusion.

The  action  of  Norfolk  Union  Lodge  and  of  its 
Worshipful  Master  appears  to  have  been  perfectly  regular 
and  proper,  and  there  seems  to  be  no  occasioB  for  the  interven- 
tion of  the  Grand  Lodge.  We  therefore  reconnnend  that 
the  complainant  have  leave  to  withdraw.

The  R.W.  Installing  Officer  directed  the  com- 
mittee to  conduct  the  Grand  Master  elect  to  the 
altar,  there  to  receive  the  benefit  of  prayer,  and  be 
invested  with  his  official  obligation.

Thou  hast  revealed  thyself  as  one  to  whom 
we  maj'  pray ;  to  whom  we  may  give  thanks  for  all  the  bless- 
ings of  life,  so  manifold  and  great ;  whom  we  may  seek  for 
guidance  in  our  difficulties,  for  strength  in  our  weakness. 

Except  the  Lord  build  the  house, 

The  buUdera  labor  in  vain. 
Except  the  Lord  keep  the  city, 

The  watchman  waketh  in  vain. 

Let  our  prayer  come  before  Thee  now. 

Kneeling  at  this  altar  erected  to  Thee,  and  consecrated  to 
Truth  and  Love,  behold,  O  Lord !  Thy  servant  once  more  to  be. 
inducted  with  solemn  service  into  the  high  and  responsible  office 
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to  the  honors  and  duties  of  which  the  free  will  of  this  Most 
Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  has  called  him. 

Replenish  him,  we  pray  Thee,  O  our  God,  with  the  grace  of 
Thy  Holy  Spirit,  that  he  ma}'  always  incline  to  Thy  will,  and 
walk  in  Thy  way ;  and,  that  he  may  truly  please  Thee,  pour 
open  him  the  continual  dew  of  Thy  blessing. 

Walking  by  the  Plumb  and  working  by  the  Square,  as  one 
ever  exposed  to.  the  All-Seeing-Eye ;  diligent,  prudent,  temper- 
ate and  discreet,  may  he  be  an  example  to  the  whole  Grafb  in 
all  Masonic  yiitues,  in  constancy  and  fidelity,  in  all  the  char- 
ities that  soothe  and  heal  and  bless,  in  generous  inclination,  in 
JQst  rule,  in  good  actions,  and  pure  thoughts. 

And  in  all  his  associates  in  the  government  of  this  Grand 
Lodge,  and  in  the  administration  of  its  affairs,  may  he  find 
the  spirit  of  obedience  and  cooperation  and  generous  emula- 
tion. May  they  be  of  one  mind  and  of  one  heart ;  and  when 
their  term  of  service  has  expired,  may  they  leave  the  Institu- 
tion, whose  great  interests  are  now  to  be  committed  to  them, 
as  unto  true  and  faithful  men,  not  only  having  received  no  det- 
riment, but  high  advanced,  yet  more  firmly  established  in  the 
esteem  and  affection  of  the  entire  Brotherhood. 

We  commend  to  Thee,  O  God !  the  Ancient  Order  of  Free 
and  Accepted  Masons  wherever  on  broad  continents,  pr  in  the 
far-off  isles  of  the  sea,  it  sets  up  its  pillars  of  Wisdom,  Strength 
and  Beauty,  and  builds  its  altars  to  the  God  of  Truth  and  Love. 

Revive  the  purity  and  deepen  the  power  of  its  testimony,  and 
in  all  the  world  may  it  be  a  witness  of  whatsoever  things  are 
tnie,  of  whatsoever  things  are  just  and  lovely  and  of  good 
report. 

Nearer  and  nearer,  O  Thou  God  of  Righteousness,  wlio  art 
not  the  author  of  confusion,  but  of  Peace,  — nearer  and  nearer 
may  Thy  Kingdom  come  f^om  age  to  age ;  meeting  the  face  of 
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the  young  as  a  rising  dawn,  and  brightening  the  song  of  the 
old,  ''  Lord,  now  lettest  Thou  Thy  servant  depart  in  peace." 

O  God !  by  the  cleansing  spirit  of  Thy  Truth,  make  this  world 
a  fitting  fore-court  to  that  sanctuary  not  made  with  hands,  eter- 
nal in  the  heavens,  where  mortality  is  swallowed  up  of  life ;  and 
to  Thee,  O  Lord  God  Almighty,  who  art,  and  wast,  and  art  to 
come,  be  all  glory  and  praise  forever  and  ever.     Amen.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  LIBRARY. 

Orakd  Lodox  of  Massachusetts, 
Boston,  December  27,  1878. 

The  Committee  on  the  Library  beg  leave  to  report  that  they 
have  contented  themselves  during  the  past  year  with  perfecting 
our  files  of  Masonle  Periodicals  and  Proceedings  of  Masonic 
Grand  Bodies  by  obtaining  the  carrent  issues  of  those  publi- 
cations, occasionally  supplying  a  want  of  an  earlier  period. 
They  have  also  devoted  considerable  time  to  the  preparation 
for  binding  of  our  large  collection  of  pamphlets,  consisting  of 
orations,  addresses,  and  sermons.  The  library  is  steadily 
growing,  and  will  well  repay  a  more  general  and  frequent  use 
than  it  has  heretofore  received.

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MEMORIAL  OF  R.W.   GEORGE  G.   SMITH. 

Gbahp  Lodge  of  Massachusetts, 

December  27,  1878. 

Once  more  we  bring  the  tribute  of  respect  and  affection  to  the 
memory  of  a  Venerable  and  Honorable  Brother.  But  the  sad 
duty  is  attended  with  many  pleasing  reminiscences.  A  long 
and  useful  life  is  rounded  with  a  calm  and  peaceful  end.  For 
more  than  fourscore  years  be  walked  modestly,  faithfhUy, 
firmly,  in  the  path  of  duty,  diffusing  light,  and  impartiDg 
knowledge  to  all  within  his  circle.  He  fought  the  good  fight, 
he  kept  the  faith,  and  now  he  sleeps  the  sleep  of  the  blessed. 
Like  a  shock  of  com  fully  ripe,  he  is  gathered  home ;  and  oar 
sorrow  is  sweetly  tempered  by  the  fragrant  memories  of  a  well- 
spent  life,  and  the  bright  vision  of  that  crown  of  rejoicing  which 
shall  continue  when  time  shall  be  no  more. 

We  do  well  to  improve  these  frequent  opportunities  of 
reviewing  the  lives  of  departed  Brethren  and  recording  our 
tribute  of  gratitude  and  praise.  ^'  We  come  round  the  table  of 
memory  to  banquet  on  the  good  deeds  of  others,  and  to  grow 
good  ourselves  by  that  on  which  we  feed." 

Brother  Smith  was  bom  in  Danvers,  Massachusetts,  Septem- 
ber 8,  1795.  He  was  initiated  in  Columbian  Lodge,  November 
4, 1819,  and  admitted  to  membership.  May  5, 1820.  He  served 
as  Senior  Deacon,  in  1821,  and  from  that  time  until  1855,  was 
almost  constantly  in  ofiSce  in  that  Lodge,  or  in  the  Grand 
Lodge.  He  was  Worshipfhl  Master  of  Columbian  Lodge  for 
seven  years ;  namely,  in  1826,  '27,  '29,  '42,  '43,  '44,  and  '45. 
After  his  service  in  the  last-named  year,  he  acted  as  Master  of 
Massachusetts  Lodge,  and  was  lai^ely  instmmental  in  reviving 
that  old  Lodge  from  the  depression  caused  by  the  anti-Masonic 
opposition,  and  restoring  it  to  its  former  vigor.    He  was  greatly 
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admired  for  his  ease,  grace,  and  dignity  in  the  chair ;  for  his 
accurate  and  impressive  rendering  of  the  ritual;  and  for  his 
appropriate  and  instrnctiye  Masonic  addresses  delivered  on 
yarious  occasions.  His  Masonic  work  was  characterized  by  the 
same  accuracy  of  drawing  and  ezquisiteness  of  finish  which 
distinguished  the  masterpieces  of  the  engraver's  art  that  came 
from  his  hand,  and  placed  him  at  the  very  head  of  his  profession. 
Perfect  woi^  was  his  aim  in  everything  that  he  undertook.  He 
was  a  man  of  strong  convictions,  and  decided  opinions,  confident 
of  his  own  judgment,  and  prompt  and  enefgetic  in  execution. 

In  the  chair  he  was  literally  the  ruling  spirit.    No  mean  or 

• 

selfish  motives  influenced  his  Masonic  action,  and  therefore  his 
brethren  yielded  cheerfully  and  even  approvingly  to  his  wise 
bat  somewhat  self-asserting  rule.  In  the  Grand  Lodge,  Brother 
Smith  served  as  Grand  Pursuivant  ftom  1626  to  1829  inclusive ; 
as  Grand  Steward,  firom  1830  to  1888  inclusive ;  as  a  member  of 
the  Committee  on  Finance,  from  1827  to  1832,  and  again  from 
1850  to  ^854.  In  1838;  1839,  and  1840,  he  filled  the  office  of 
Deputy  Grand  Master.  It  will  be  observed  that  his  Masonic 
life  began  seven  years  before  the  anti-Masonic  excitement 
broke  oat,  covers  the  whole  period  of  that  mad  crusade,  the 
years  of  depression  and  inaction  which  followed,  and  the  ^'ears 
of  revival  from  1845  to  1855.  During  all  this  time  he  served 
most  faithfully,  acceptably,  and  usefully,  in  every  office  assigned 
to  him.  When  the  storm  broke  out  he  was  a  young  man,  just 
making  for  himself  a  name  and  fame,  dependent  wholly  upon 
his  own  clear  head  and  skillful  hands.  The  good  opinion  and 
good  will  of  his  townsmen  were  of  great  importance  and  value 
to  him,  but  he  would  not  gain  them  by  the  sacrifice  of  his 
convictions  of  right  and  duty.  He  never  faltered  or  fiinched,  but 
marched  boldly  on  in  the  front  rank,  and  never  laid  his  armor 
off  until  the  battle  was  over  and  the  victory  won. 
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Throagh  good  report  and  through  evil  report  he  remuned 
firm,  and  had  the  happiness  to  see  the  Fraternity  reach  a 
degree  of  prosperity  which  the  most  sangaine  had  not  dreamed 
of.  At  the  Feast  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist,  in  1876,  he  hore 
triumphant,  exultant  testimony  to  his  faith  in  the  principles  of 
our  Institution,  and  his  pride  in  the  service  it  had  rendered  to 
humanity. 

But  few  of  the  signers  of  the  famous  Declaration  of  18S1  are 
now  left.  ''They  who  endured  the  burden  of  the  conflict  are 
fast  going  to  their  rest.  Every  passing  gale  sighs  over  another 
veteran's  grave,  and  ere  long  the  last  sage  and  the  last  soldier 
will  be  seen  no  morel  Soon,  too  soon,  will  you  seek  in  vain  for 
even  one  who  can  tell  you  of  that  day  of  stout  heart»  and  strong 
hands."  To  the  memory  of  one  of  the  most  zealous,  efficient, 
and  useful  of  that  noble  band  of  Brothers,  we  here  record  our 
tribute  of  gratitude,  admiration,  and  affection.

The  telling  of  a  tale,  the  passing  of  a  meteor,  a  dim  speck  seen 
for  a  moment  on  time's  horizon,  then  dropping  into  Eternity/' 

''  Remorseless  time !  fierce  spirit  of  the  glass  and  scythe,"  re- 
minds me  that  I  mast  again  give  an  account  of  my  stewardship, 
as  your  humble  representative  in  the  First  Masonic  Distnct. 

During  the  year  I  have  made  unoflScial  visits  to  nearly  all 
the  Lodges  composing  my  District,  and  in  the  months  of  Octo- 
ber and  November,  I  have  made  formal  and  official  visits  to  all, 
in  accordance  mth  Sect.  10  of  Art  VIII.,  Part  1,  of  the  Grand 
Constitutions. 

As  heretofore,  I  have  been  received  in  the  most  courteous  and 
^yal  manner,  thus  proving  that  ^'  Man,  man  is  thy  brother," 
did  that  ^^  We  are  members  of  one  great  body,"  to  which  the 
Brethren  of  the  First  Masonic  District  respectfkiUy  acknowledge 
alliance. 

The  several  charters  bear  evidence  of  having  been  jealously 
guarded  fi'om  injury. 

The  Records  are  in  the  hands  of  worthy  representatives  of 
the  Craft,  who  have  displayed  great  care,  and  even  enthusiasm, 
in  placing  upon  record  such  facts  and  information  as  will  be 
of  great  interest  to  the  reader  and  historian  of  the  future.  I 
regret  that  I  have  not  been  able  to  make  such  a  complete  exam- 
ination as  in  former  years,  for  I  have,  heretofore,  derived  great 
pleasure  A^om  reading  the  entire  record  for  the  year  in  detail. 
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I  am  able  to  report  an  increase  in  the  number  of  initiates 
during  the  year,  although  the  present  number  of  members  is 
not  as  large  as  it  was  a  year  ago ;  the  fbrmer  showing  an  in- 
crease of  nearly  thirty  per  cent.,  the  latter  a  decrease  of  about 
one  and  three-quarters  per  cent. 

The  decrease  in  membership,  without  regard  to  new  members, 
amounts  to  about  five  and  one-half  per  cent,  of  the  membership 
a  year  ago ;  but  the  additions  reduce  the  net  decrease  to  about 
one  and  three-quarters  per  cent.,  as  before  stated.

I  was  able,  except  in  a  single  instance,  to  commend  the 
Lodges  upon  the  character  of  their  work ;  and  in  the  case  re- 
ferred to  there  were  extenuating  circumstances,  which  forbade 
anything  like  a  rebuke  from  me.  I  feel  confident  that  my 
successor  will  find  a  decided  improvement  when  it  becomes  his 
duty  to  sit  in  judgment. 

For  further  detail^  I  would  xespectfuUy  refer  you  to  my  Re- 
turn of  Lodges,  already  in  the  hands  of  the  Grand  Secretary. 
I  have  granted  five  Dispensations,  during  the  year,  to  confer  the 
Degrees  out  of  the  regular  course,  when  good  and  sufficient  rea- 
sons were  presented  therefor. 

Your  decisions  upon  various  questions  have  been  duly  pro- 
mulgated to  the  Lodges,  in  form.  In  accordance  with  your 
instructions,  in  'June  last,  I  issued  notices  to  all  the  Lodges 
concerning  a  clandestine    Mason   (whose  name  I   purposely 
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omit),  and  also  calling  attention  to  Sect.  2,  of  Art.  m.,  Part  4, 
of  the  Grand  Constitutions.  As  heretofore,  I  have  been  accom- 
panied on  my  visitations  by  many  Past  and  Presiding  Masters, 
who,  by  their  presence,  have  shown  their  continued  interest  in 
our  noble  Institution,  and  added  dignity  to  the  several  occasions, 
as  well  as  giving  pleasure  and  encouragement  to  the  officers  and 
members  of  the  Lodges  visited. 

My  particular  acknowledgments  are  due  to  W.  Bro.  J.  M. 
Rodocanachi,  P.M.  of  Lodge  of  Eleusis,  W.  Bro.  Henry  J.  Par- 
ker, P.M.  of  Massachusstts  Lodge,  and  Bro.  Robert  C.  Nichols, 
of  Columbian  Lodge,  who  have  for  the  third  season  served  me 
regularly  in  the  respective  positions  of  D.D.G.T.,  D.D.G.S., 
and  D.D.G.  Marshal.  The  latter  is  "  fitted  by  nature"  for  his 
position,  and  I  shall  congratulate  my  successor  if  he  succeeds 
in  finding  his  peer.*  As  this  is  probably  the  last  Report  I  shall 
be  called  upon  to  make,  I  cauBot  close  it  without  expressing  to 
you  my  heartfelt  thanks  for  the  honor  conferred  upon  me  a  year 
ago  when  you  assumed  your  present  position,  and  for  the  uni- 
form kindness  you  have  displayed  towards  me  during  our  official 
association. 

I  shall  retire  fi:om  my  position  with  no  little  regret,  for  I  have 
formed  many,  very  many  pleasant  friendships,  and  passed  many 
happy  hours,  within  the  Lodges  of  the  First  Masonic  District. 
May  the  blessing  of  Heaven  attend  you  and  them.

Deab  Sib  and  M.W.  Brother,  -t- I  have  the  honor  to  submit 
my  annual  report  as  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  of  the 
Second  Masonic  District  of  this,  commonwealth  for  the  present 
Masonic  year. 
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I  have  officially,  and  accompanied  by  a  fbll  suite,  visited  all 
the  Lodges  in  my  District,  with  the  exception  of  Faith  Lodge,  of 
Charlestown,  Star  of  Bethlehem  Lodge,  of  Chelsea,  and  Mount 
Olivet  Lodge,  of  Cambridge.  I  was  prevented  from  making 
my  anticipated  visitations  to  these  tliree  Lodges  by  circum- 
stances which  I  did  not  foresee  when  I  made  the  appointments 
for  the  same,  and  which,  when  I  had  the  honor  of  being 
appointed  to  my  present  position  in  the  Grand  Lodge,  I  did  not 
anticipate  would  arise  to  conflict  with  the  full  performance  of 
my  duties  in  that  position. 

By  consent  of  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  I  deputed 
Worshipfhl  £.  Frank  Everett  to  visit,  in  my  behalf.  Faith  Lodge 
and  Mount  Olivet  Lodge ;  and  Worshipfhl  Charles  H.  White  to 
visit  Star  of  Bethlehem  Lodge;  and  I  hereby  express  my 
acknowledgments  to  them  for  the  favor,  and  for  their  efficiency 
in  the  discharge  of  their  duties.  They  expressed  themselves  as 
pleased  with  the  appearance  of  these  Lodges,  and  with  their  work. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  am  enabled  to  report  that  the 
Lodges  which  I  have  visited  are  worthy  of  commendation  for 
their  work,  and  the  appearance  of  the  Lodges,  and  the  records, 
and  for  the  apparent  interest  of  the  members.  While,  of  course, 
there  was  a  very  considerable  difference  between  the  Lodges, 
not  so  much  in  regard  to  the  verbal  accuracy  of  the  work,  as  in 
regard  to  the  manner  or  what  I  may  call  the  ''  style"  of  per- 
forming it,  and  while  some  of  the  Lodges  are  especially  to  be 
commended  in  this  respect,  yet,  on  the  whole,  the  work  was  quite 
as  near  to  the  standard  of  excellence  as  could  reasonably  be 
expected. 

I  was  pleased  also  to  see  that  the  members  of  the  Lodges 
seemed  to  take  a  personal  interest  in  the  affairs  of  their 
respective  Lodges,  and  of  Masoiir}',  and  to  witness  the  evi- 
dences that  Masonry  is  not  degenerating  into  a  cold  creed  of 
mere  forms,  but  that  the  members  of  the  Order  outside  of  all 
the  work  and  formulas,  have  a  warm  and  active  interest  in  the 
craft,  and  cultivate  and  keep  alive  brotherly,  charitable,  and 
social  feelings  for  each  other* 

While  in  most  of  the  Lodges,  or,  at  least,  in  many,  the  mem- 
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bers  have  yet  decreased,  yet  this  seems  to  me  to  be  no  evidence 
of  a  decline  in  interest  in  Masonry,  but  only  of  the  times  of 
financial  depression  ftom  which  the  whole  community  is  suf- 
fering, and  perhaps  is  also  evidence  that  the  Lodges  are 
exercising  a  more  careful  scrutiny  into  the  character  of  all 
applicants,  recognizing  that  it  is  not  so  much  an  increase  of 
numbers  that  is  to  be  desired  by  Lodges,  —  as  if  they  were 
Mercantile  Institutions,  anxious  to  make  a  good  exhibit  in  the 
way  of  receipts  and  dues,  —  as  keeping  the  standard  of  Masonry 
up  to  the  highest  point,  and  admitting  into  the  Craft  only  men 
of  that  upright  and  honorable  and  unimpeachable  character  and 
habits,  which  shall  be  an  honor  to  the  Institution. 

I  have  granted  only  one  Dispensation  for  conferring  the 
Degrees  out  of  regular  course.  In  making  my  official  visits  I 
have  been  assisted  by  several  Past  Masters  and  other  promi- 
nent Masons,  who  have  officiated  as  members  of  the  suite,  and  I 
desire  to  express  my  acknowledgments  to  them,  and  especially 
to  Worshipful  Henry  F.  Woods,  who  kindly,  and,  sometimes,  at 
personal  inconvenience  to  himself,  officiated  as  Marshal  of  the 
delegation  at  all  the  visitations  which  I  made. 

Please  accept  my  thanks,  Most  WorshipfUl  Brother,  for  the 
honor  which  you  have  conferred  upon  me  by  appointing  me  to 
this  office.

Deak  Sir  and  Brother,  —  In  accordance  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  honorable  position  which  I  have  held  as  your 
District  Deputy  Grand  Master  for  the  Third  Masonic  District, 
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it  gives  me  mach  pleasure  to  make  my  report  to  you  for  the  year 
just  past.  It  is  a  pleasure,  because  I  have  nothing  but  pleasant 
things  upon  which  to  report.  The  year  has  been  one  of  com- 
plete harmony ;  the  spirit  of  brotherl}'  love  has  prevailed  ;  con- 
sequently nothing  but  prosperity  could  reign  within  our  borders; 
And,  with  such  an  immediate  past,  the  future  holds  nothing  for 
these  Lodges  but  continued  prosperity. 

The  Grand  Constitutions  require  ttie  District  Deputy  to  visit 
each  Lodge  within  his  District  once  during  the  year,  to  witness 
an  exemplification  of  its  work,  examine  its  Records,  By-Laws, 
etc.  This  duty  I  have  cheerfully  performed,  and  feel  a  peculiar 
satisfaction  in  reporting  to  you  that  all  the  Lodges  are  in  most 
excellent  working  condition,  showing  a  careflilness  and  correct- 
ness in  their  work  that  reflects  the  highest  credit  upon  them. 
The  ofiScers  almost  universally  have  realized  the  importance  of 
such  carefulness,  and  have  consequently  imparted  the  requisite 
impressiveness  to  the  work. 

In  all  cases  the  Records  are  fUU  and  complete,  embracing 
everything  that  it  is  necessary  should  be  thus  preserved,  and 
they  ar^  kept  with  a  degree  of  neatness  and  care  that  is  worthy 
of  unstinted  praise. 

The  annual  Returns  of  the  Lodges  have  been  promptly  trans- 
mitted to  me,  and  in  all  cases  they  are  correct.  These,  together 
with  the  full  amount  of  dues,  I  have  passed  to  the  proper  Grand 
Officers. 

The  number  of  initiates,  as  shown  in  the  Returns,  falls  a  little 
short  of  the  number  for  the  previous  year,  which  is  accounted 
for  by  the  general  business  depression,  and  from  no  lack  of 
interest  in  our  ancient  and  beneficent  Order. 

I  have  granted  five  Dispensations  during  the  past  year,  for 
good  and  sufficient  reasons ;  the  Brethren  thus  favored  being 
most  of  the  time  away  &om  home  on  foreign  voyages.  In  all 
cases  they  had  taken  the  first  degree  ;  the  second  was  due  them, 
and  with  it  the  third  has  been  conferred  for  the  reason  above 
stated.  I  have  ever  felt  the  importance  of  great  circumspection 
in  the  matter  of  conferring  degrees  by  Dispensation,  which  the 
interest  of  the  Craft  demands. 
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In  closing  my  third  year  as  District  Deputy  of  the  Third 
Masonic  District,  which  will  be  my  last,  I  cannot  resist  the 
strong  desire  to  acknowledge  my  gratitude  for  the  uniform 
courtesy  that  has  been  shown  to  me  by  all  the  Brethren,  and 
the  ready  assistance  that  they  have  ever  been  ready  to  give  me. 
The  little  amenities  that  are  cheerfully  bestowed,  go  far  to  make 
the  duties  of  a  position  like  this  pleasant  and  profitable,  and 
such  I  have  received  in  unstinted  measure. 

Nor  would  I  forget  to  recognize  the  honor  that  you  and  your 
predecessor  have  conferred  upon  me  in  appointing  me  to  the 
respoilsible  position  which  I  have  striven  faithfully  to  fill. 
Three  years  ago  the  Lodges  of  the  District  came  into  my  hands 
in  comparatively  good  condition,  allowance  to  be  made  for  the 
fact  that  the  new  ritual  had  then  recently  been  introduced,  and 
the  work  had  not  become  fully  familiar.  In  closing  my  services 
for  the  year  past,  I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  Lodges 
of  the  District  are  up  to  the  fUU  standard  of  excellence.  In  clos- 
ing this  report  I  cannot  forbear  saying  that  the  remembrance  of 
my  association  with  the  Brethren  of  the  District,  both  ofiicially 
and  unofficially  during  these  three  years,  will  be  of  the  most 
pleasant  character.

Dear  Sir,  —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report 
of  my  official  acts,  as  District  Deputy  Grand  Master,  for  the 
Fourth  Masonic  District :  — 
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I  have  personally  yisited  each  of  the  Lodges  within  my  juris- 
diction. 

Their  Charters  I  found  in  excellent  preservation.  Their  By- 
Laws  are  in  proper  form,  and  all,  save  one,  have  the  seal  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  afl^ed.  This  omission  I  suggested  should  be 
rectified. 

The  Records  are  in  every  case  neatly  kept,  and,  with  some 
slight  exceptions,  are  sufficienctly  fhll. 
I  The  Returns  were  in  most  cases  correct ;  but  in  one  or  two  it 

was  necessary  to  return  them  for  correction.  A  little  more  care 
on  the  part  of  the  Secretaries  would  prevent  the  occurrence  of 
errors  which  are  always  more  readily  made  than  discovered  and 
remedied. 

The  Grand  Lodge  dues  have  all  been  promptly  paid. 

I  have  witnessed  a  specimen  of  work  in  each  Lodge  in  most 
instances,  with  candidates,  in  two  or  three,  with  substitutes.  I 
take  great  pleasure  in  testifying  to  the  general  accuracy  and 
impresslveness  with  which  the  Ritual  was  rendered,  with  three 
exceptions.  In  these  three  the  officers  were  newly  elected  and 
«  worked  the  degree  for  the  first  time.    Hence,  no  criticisms  were 

made,  though  in  other  instances  newly  elected  officers  did 
themselves  and  their  Lodges  great  credit  by  their  proficiency. 

All  the  suggestions  I  have  thought  proper  to  make  have 
been  received  in  the'  same  IViendly  spirit  with  which  they  were 
offered. 

The  amount  of  work  done  varies  much  in  different  Lodges,  as 
is  shown  by  the  Returns ;  but  an  average  shows  a  marked  in- 
crease in  membership. 

I  have  granted  two  Dispensations  to  confer  degrees  out  of 
course.    In  both  instances  th§  candidates  were  unexpectedly 
f  called  out  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Lodge,  and  could  not  delay 

their  departure  without  serious  detriment  to  their  interests. 

My  acknowledgments  are  due  to  the  Brethren  who,  at  differ- 
ent times,  have  accompanied  me  on  my  suite,  more  especially  to 
W.  Brother  D.  H.  L.  Gleason,  as  a  most  acceptable  Marshal, 
and  to  Brother  C.  H.  Whitcomb,  as  an  efficient  Secretary. 

I  would  add  that  I  have  been  received  in  the  Lodges  with  the 
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coartesy  due  to  my  official  position  as  your  Representative,  and 

in  the  banquet-rooms  with  true  Masonic  hospitality ;  and  I  feel 

that  you  have  every  reason  to  be  satisfied  with  the  condition  of 

your  old  Masonic  District.

I  have  officially  visited  each  of  the  thirteen  Lodges  in  this 
District,  and  in  each  Lodge  have  been  received  with  the  hearty 
hospitality  and  cordial  welcome  which  come  from  the  teachings 
of  friendship,  morality,  and  Brotherly  Love.  Every  facility 
has  been  afforded  me  by  the  officers  and  members  in  the  dis- 
charge of  my  official  duties,  and  all  the  suggestions  and  friendly 
criticisms  have  been  received  in  the  best  spirit.

On  the  occasion  of  nearly  eveiy  official  visit  I  have  taken  a 
Ml  staff  of  experienced  Brethren,  for  whose  kindness  I  hereby 
express  acknowledgments.  I  have  carefully  examined  the 
Charters,  and  find  them  aU  in  a  good  state  of  preservation. 
The  Records  are  carefUUy  and  neatly  kept,  and  the  By-Laws 
properly  approved.  The  dues  to  the  Grand  Lodge  are  promptly 
paid  at  the  time  of  receiving  the  Returns. 

The  general  character  and  standing  of  the  Institution  through- 
out the  District,  I  think,  is  steadily  improving,  and  a  dispo- 
sition to  exercise  greater  care  in  receiving  candidates.

Dear  Sir  and  M.W.  Brother,  —  Enclosed  you  will  find  the 
annual  returns  of  Lodges  in  the  Sixth  District,  and  I  respect- 
folly  submit  the  following  report :  -^ 

I  have  visited  officially  the  several  Lodges,  and,  with  one 
exception,  have  witnessed  the  "mode  of  work  in  all. 

I  find  the  Charters  in  good  preservation,  the  Records  faith- 
fully kept,  the  By-Laws  approved  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  the 
work,  in  the  main,  excellent,  not  only  in  its  adherence  to  the 
letter  of  the  ritual,  but  also  in  the  manner  of  its  rendition. 

In  every  case  I  carefolly  noted  any  variation,  and  in  a  kindly 
spirit  called  the  attention  of  the  ofQcers  to  the  same. 

You  may  form  an  idea  of  the  interest  manifested  by  the 
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ofiScers  of  the  seTeral  Lodges  firom  the  fact,  that  in  one  in- 
stance the  work  of  the  Third  degree  was  rendered  with  but 
four  slight  variations  fi'om  the  established  Ritual ;  and  in  others 
with  but  one  or  two  more. 

Two  of  the  Lodges  conferred  the  First  degree,  two  the 
Second,  and  eight  the  Third. 

I  installed  the  OfiScers  of  Grecian  Lodge,  as  they  had  no 
work.  And  in  addition  to  witnessing  the  work  of  Bethany 
Lodge,  I  publicly  installed  its  ofiScers. 

There  have  been  two  applications  for  Dispensations  to  confer 
the  degrees  out  of  regular  course.  In  one  instance  I  felt  it  to 
be  my  duty  to  refuse ;  in  the  other,  as  the  Candidate  had  re- 
moved to  another  locality,  I  granted  the  request  to  confer  the 
Second  and  Third  degrees  on  the  same  evening,  some  months 
having  elapsed  since  the  conferring  of  the  First  degree. 

In  every  visit  I  was  accompanied  by  a  fUll  suite  of  Officers, 
and  was  everywhere  received  in  the  kindest  and  most  fraternal 
manner. 

I  am  under  many  obligations  to  the  several  brethren  who 
honored  me  with  their  assistance,  especially  to  Fast  WorshipM 
Brother  M.  N.  Howe  who,  on  every  occasion,  save  one,  acted  as 
Grand  Marshal. 

The  amount  of  work  in  the  D'istrict  does  not  equal  that  of 
other  years,  but  it  has  been  well  and  faithfliUy  done,  and,  now 
that  our  industrial  establishments  —  on  which  this  District 
largely  depends  —  are  beginning  to  manifest  signs  of  returning 
prosperity,  we  may  reasonably  hope  for  a  greater  addition  to  the 
ranks  of  our  beloved  Order.  •

Dear  Sir  and  M.W.  Brother, — I  have  now  the  honor  of 
sabmitting  mj  fourth  annual  report  as  Deputy  for  the  Seventh 
Masonic  District.  It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  state  that  all 
the  Lodges  in  this  District  are  in  a  highly  prosperous  con- 
dition. As  regards  the  number  of  candidates,  the  average  for 
each  Lodge  during  the  past  year  may  be  smaUer  than  in  some 
previous  years,  but  the  aggregate^  will  compare  favorably. 
There  is  more  uniformity  in  the  work,  more  exactness  in  com- 
pliance with  the  Bitual,  and  more  carefhl  attention  given  to  the 
small  but  important  details  than  it  has  ever  been  my  pleasure 
to  notice  before.  The  Returns  have  been  given  me,  and  the 
dues  promptly  paid  on  demand  in  every  instance. 

In  nearly  every  case  the  work  which  I  witnessed  was  exem- 
plified for  the  first  time  by  officers  recently  elected  to  their  re- 
spective positions.  This  might  be  regarded  as  both  fortunate 
and  unfortunate:  unfortunate  in  that  it  placed  the  officers 
under  undue  embarrassment  and  restraint ;  fortunate  in  that  it 
enabled  me  to  see  that  if  the  work  could  be  so  well  done  under 
such  peculiar  circumstances,  a  promise  was  thereby  given  of  the 
attainment  of  great  excellence  in  the  fhture. 

There  ts  one  other  feature  in  respect  to  which  there  seems  a 
determination  to  improve.  Reference  is  here  made  to  the  style 
of  the  officers  in  the  recital  of  the  lectures  during  the  work  of 
the  degrees.  There  is  nothing  more  stupid,  both  for  the  candi- 
dates and  the  members  who  are  listeners,  than  to  hear  officers, 
in  their  great  desire  tc^use  the  exact  words  of  the  Ritual,  recite 
their  parts  in  a  mumbling,  prosy  way,  seemingly  uninterested  in 
the  thought  to  be  expressed,  and  indifferent  as  to  the  impression 
made  upon  the  candidate.  This  is  almost  as  painful  as  to  be 
compelled  to  listen  to  the  slip-shod,  mouthing  style.  A  suc- 
cessful officer  combines  an  intelligent  comprehension  of  his 
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work  with  feeling,  and  bj  a  proper  degree  of  earnestness,  with  a 
clear,  careful,  thoughtful  utterance,  holds  the  attention  of  listen- 
ers,  and  creates  an  interest  where  it  might  be  supposed  not  to 
exist.  Much  credit  is  due  to  the  Lodges  in  the  District  in  this 
regard,  for,  as  a  rule,  the  officers  aim  at  exact  and  intelligent 
work. 

It  is  the  uniform  habit  throughout  this  District  to  oblige  the 
candidate  to  give  in  open  Lodge  a  portion  of  the  lecture  belong-* 
ing  to  one  degree  before  he  can  be  allowed  to  receive  the  next. 
Although  this  custom  fixes  upon  certain  ones  no  small  amount 
of  labor  and  patience,  it  is  a  practice  productive  of  incalculable 
good. 

Nearly  a  full  suite  of  officers  has  accompanied  me  on  every 
visitation.  On  every  occasion  we  have  been  received  with 
marked  respect  and  the  utmost  cordiality.  Thus  has  loyalty 
been  evinced  toward  the  Grand  Body  which  we  had  the  honor  to 
represent.  I  shall  ever  retain  most  pleasant  remembrances  of 
the  Brethren  whose  acquaintance  I  have  made  during  the  four 
years  of  my  official  service.  Friendships  have  been  formed 
which,  I  hope,  it  will  be  mutually  agreeable  to  cherish  amid  the 
various  changes  which  future  years  may  bring: 

To  all  the  Brethren  of  the  Seventh  District  I  desire  to  express 
a  feeling  of  gratitude  for  their  kindness,  and  a  wish  that  pros- 
perity may  always  attend  them. 

Be  pleased,  M.W.  Grand  Master,  to  accept  expressions  of 
appreciation  of  the  high  trust  imposed  upon  me,  and  sincere 
thanks  for  the  honor  conferred  by  service  as  yo«r  District 
Deputy.

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  second  annual  report,  for  the 
current  year  of  the  several  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction. 

I  have  oflacially  visited  each  of  the  Lodges,  examined  their 
Charters,  Records,  and  By-Laws,  witnessed  their  work,  and 
attended  to  such  other  interests  as  duty  demand^. 

By  reference  to  the  Returns  it  will  be  seen  that  the  amount  of 
work  performed  is  considerably  less  than  during  several  preced- 
ing years,  which  seems  to  be  owing  not  so  much  to  a  lack  of 
interest  on  the  part  of  the  Fraternity  as  to  an  extreme  de- 
pression in  financial  and  business  affairs,  and  which  in  some 
parts  of  the  District  has  been  of  great  severity. 

Notwithstanding  this  fact,  however,  and  that  for  certain  rea- 
sons it  has  been  impossible  to  have  an  exemplification  of  the 
;«  work  in  the  District  during  the  year,  the  work  seems  to  have 

been  fairly  and  creditably,  performed,  in  some  instances 
remarkably  so,  more  than  maintaining,  in  my  opinion,  the  stand- 
ard of  the  past. 

It  is  hoped  and  desired  by  the  officers  and  others  in  the 
Lodges  that  it  will  be  possible  during  the  coming  3'ear  to  hold 
an  exemplification  of  the  work  and  lectures,  that  they  may,  as 
I  workmen,  reach  the  high  standard  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

In  my  official  visits,  as  last  year,  I  have  been  received  with 
the  utmost  cordiality  and  courtesy,  and  have  met  with  pleasure 
[  large  numbers  of  visiting  Brethren  on  these  occasions,  indicat- 

f  ing  the  pleasant  relations  between  the  Lodges  and  Brethren. 

Brotherly  Love  and  Peace  prevail  in  and  between  the  Lodges, 
with  perhaps  one  exception,  and  in  that  it  is  to  be  hoped  and 
expected  that  the  spirit  and  teaching  of  the  Institution,  aided 
possibly  by  the  p^itemal  advice  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  will  restore 
that  harmony  and  concord  which  has  been  their-  characteristic 
for  so  many  years.

During  the  year  a  Dispensation  for  a  new  Lodge — Mechanics, 
of  Turners  Falls  —  has  been  granted,  and,  with  unusually  favor- 
able prospects,  it  is  now  working  with  skill  and  success. 

In  concluding  this  report,  I  wish  to  return  my  heartfelt  thanks 
to  the  Brethren  of  this  District  for  their  cordial  welcome  and 
hospitality,  to  the  Brethren  who  have  accompanied  me  as  mem- 
bers of  my  suite,  and  to  yourself,  M.W.  Grand  Master,  for  the 
honor  conferred  by  this  appointment,  and  for  your  unfailing 
kindness  and  courtesy.

Dear  Sir  and  Brother,  —  Having  completed  another  year's 
labor  as  District  Deputy  Grand  Master,  I  beg  to  submit  a  re- 
port of  my  doings :  — 

I  have  officially  visited  all  the  Lodges  in  the  Ninth  District, 
and  in  each  have  made  the  required  examinations,  and  had  ex- 
hibited for  my  inspection  some  portion  of  the  work  of  the  Lodge. 
In  making  these  visits,  it  has  been  my  practice  to  detail  one  of 
my  suite  to  take  special  notice  of  the  work  and  Ritual,  and  at 
its  conclusion  to  make  such  corrections  and  suggestions  as 
seemed  necessary.  In  this  way  I  trust  my  visits  to  the  Lodges 
have  been  beneficial  in  helping  to  secure  a  greater  uniformity 
and  harmony  in  the  work.  From  year  to  year  a  marked 
improvement  in  this  particular  has  been  manifest,  so  that 
now  the  Lodges,  generally,  in  the  district  have  become  quite 
proficient. 

I  have  found  the  greatest  informality  in  the  matter  of  sus- 
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pension  from  membership  for  the  non-payment  of  dues.  In  a 
number  of  cases  the  records  did  not  show  that  the  provisions  of 
the  Grand  Constitution  had  been  complied  with ;  but  where  t  • 
found  that  the  spirit  of  the  law  had  been  followed  I  advised  an 
amendment  of  the  records  to  correspond  with  the  facts.  In  one 
case  where  thirteen  were  reported  as  suspended,  I  found  the 
only  entry  upon  the  record  was,  in  substance,  the  following  vote : 
"  Voted,  That  all  members  who  are  four  dollars  or  more  in 
arrears  for  dues  be  suspended  from  membership."  I  could  not 
learn  that  the  provision  requiring  ^^due  notice  of  the  time  when, 
and  place  where  action  would  be  had,"  etc.,  had  been  attempted 
to  be  complied  with,  neither  did  the  record  show  the  name  of 
any  person  as  affected  by  the  vote.  Upon  their  attention  being 
called  to  the  matter,  the  thirteen  names  were  stricken  f^om  the 
return. 

I  have  not  been  called  upon  during  the  year  to  grant  a  Dis- 
pensation for  any  purpose. 

The  returns  of  the  Lodges  in  this  district  show  an  increase 
[  of  eleven  initiates,  and  a  falling  off  of  forty-two  members,  as 

^  compared  with  last  year's  returns.     The  whole  amount  of  dues 

($1,077)  has  been  paid  over  to  the  Grand  Treasurer. 

I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  uniform  courtesy  and  kindness  with 
which,  as  your  representative,  I  have  been  received  and  enter- 
tained by  the  Lodges  and  Brethren  of  the  District.  I  feel  under 
paiticular  obligation  to  W.  Brother  George  C.  Dunham,  who 
has  accompanied  me  on  all  my  official  visits,  and  who,  by  his 
great  skill  in  the  Art,  has  been  enabled  to  impart  much 
instruction  to  the  Craft. 

Thanking  you  for  the  high  honor  of  a  reappointment  to  so

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During  the  year  but  two  Dispensations  have  been  granted  to 
confer  the  degrees  in  advance  of  th^  time  when  due.  Two 
applications  for  Dispensations  for  new  Lodges  have  also  been 
made,  one  of  which  was  held  in  abej'ance  for  some  time ;  and, 
until  during  the  last  quarter,  the  Lodge  has  commenced  its  work 
under  favorable  auspices ;  the  other  I  felt  impelled  to  refuse  an 
approval  of,  and  was  pleased  to  have  the  commendation  of  the 
Grand  East  upon  the  reasons  given  therefor. 

There  is  considerable  inquiry  as  to  the  continuance  or  ces- 
sation of  the  special  tax  ,of  one  dollar  annually  upon  each 
affiliated  member  of  the  fraternity,  and  while  I  think  each 
individual  Mason  worthy  of  the  name  would  feel  it  to  be  a 
disgrace  for  the  Grand  Lodge  to  fail  to  meet  its  obligations 
promptly,  yet  there  is  good  reason  for  a  full  explanation  of  the 
situation  and  necessities  of  the  case  to  be  given  to  all  the 
members.  I  have  had  the  honor  of  publicly  installing  the 
officers  of  three  of  the  Lodges  of  the  District,  and  they  were 
occasions  of  much  pleasure. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  tender  my  thanks  to  you  for  honor- 
ing me  with  this  appointment,  and  to  the  Brethren  who  have 
accompanied  me  on  my  visits,  especially  Worshipful  Brother 
Daniel  Stevens,  of  Narragansett  Lodge,  who  has  acted  as 
Marshal  at  every  visit  this  year  and  at  most  of  them  during  the 
two  previous  years.

It  also  affords  me  great  pleasure  to  state  that  the  Charters 
are  well  preserved,  By-Laws  approved,  and  the  Records  neatly 
and  fully  kept,  for  which  the  Secretaries  of  the  several  Lodges 
^serve  great  credit. 

I  have  also  witnessed  a  specimen  of  the«work  ii^ach  Lodge, 
with  one  exception,  with  great  satisfaction  at  its  correctness. 

Several  applications  for  Dispensations  to  confer  the  degrees 
short  of  the  usual  time  required  have  been  received,  and  where 
circumstances  seemed  to  fully  justify  them,  I  have  granted 
them. 

I  have  officiated  at  public  installations  in  four  of  the  Lodges 
of  the  District,  which  were  occasions  of  great  interest  and 
pleasure. 

You  will  see  by  an  examination  of  the  returns,  that  the 
amount  of  work  has  been  less  than  last  year,  but  the  officers  of 
the  Lodges  manifest  a  greater  interest  to  perfect  themselves  in 
the  work  and  Ritual. 

By  virtue  of  a  Dispensation  granted  by  you  on  the  17th  day 
of  January,  the .  exemplification  of  the  work  and  lectures  of  the 
three  degrees  were  exemplified  at  the  Masonic  Hall  in  Sand- 
wich, under  the  direction  of  W.  Bro.  Charles  M.  Avery,  Grand 
Lecturer.  The  work  was  performed  by  the  officers  of  the  several 
Lodges  in  a  very  able  and  impressive  manner.  The  meeting 
was  in  everj'  way  a  success,  and  was  ftiUy  represented  by  each 
Lodge.  Before  the  close  of  the  meeting,  it  was  unanimously 
voted  to  hold  a  meeting  the  ensuing  year. 

In  my  visitations  I  have  earnestly  urged  the  Masters  of  the 
Lodges  to  require  the  candidate  to  pass  an  examination  on 
the  preceding  before  he  can  advance  to  a  succeeding  degree. 
The  Lodges  where  this  has  been  omitted  have  received  it  with 
great  favor,  and  I  trust  that  it  will  be  productive  of  beneficial 
results. 

I  would  also  acknowledge  at  this  time  my  indebtedness  to  the 
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Brethren  who  have  been  so  ready  to  Accompany  me  on  my 
ofScial  visits,  and  so  ably  aided  me  in  the  discharge  of  my  duty ; 
and  particularly  to  Brothers  Wilson  and  Cook,  who  have  so 
faithfully  performed  their  duties  as  Marshals.  *

Dear  Sir  and  Brother, — Your  communication  of  the  29th 
was  duh'  received.  In  reply  to  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand 
Master's  request,  I  will  say  that  during  the  year  I  have  granted 
seven  Dispensations.  As  the  M.W.  Grand  Master  is  aware, 
the  Fifteenth  Masonic  District  is  a  maritime  one,  and  a  large 
proportion  of  the  Brethren  are  mariners.  Such  is  the  case  of 
five  Dispensations  granted,  where  the  Brethren  were  obliged  to 
leave  before  the  time  allowed  to  receive  their  degrees.  One  of 
the  Dispensations  granted  was  for  the  reason  that  the  Brother 
was  going  to  move  awaj^  and  not  to  return ;  and  the  last  in- 
stance was  where  there  was  a  week  before  the  time  expired  to 
receive  his  third,  and  the  Lodge  was  to  close  for  three  months, 
and  as  the  Brother  was  strictly  examined  in  the  two  previous 
degrees,  I  thought  I  could  with  propriety  grant  it.

Dear  Sir  and  Brother,  —  I  have  the  honor  to  snbmit  here- 
with my  first  annual  report  as  District  Deputy  Grand  Master 
for  the  Sixteenth  Masonic  District. 
I  I  have  officially  visited  all  the  Lodges  Ih  the  District  with  a 

f\ill  suite  (composed  of  presiding  and  Past  Masters  fVom  the 
several  Lodges) ,  and  it  gives  me  pleasure  to  inform  you  that  I 
can  report  them  in  a  healthy,  and,  considering  the  financial 
depression  whifeh  has  existed  the  past  five  years,  prosperous 
condition,  the  amount  paid  to  me  for  Grand  Lodge  dues 
being  thirty-one  dollars  less  than  the  amount  received  the 
previous  year. 

I  have  examined  the  Charters,  By-Laws,  Records,  and  wit- 
nessed an  exemplification  of  the  work  of  one  of  the  degrees  in 
each  Lodge. 

I  have  found  the  Charters  to  be  well  preserved.  The 
By-Laws  are  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  and,  with  one  exception,  hav^  been  approved  by  that 
body,  and  in  that  case,  in  calling  the  attention  of  the  Lodge  to 
the  importance  of  it,  I  was  assured  it  should  be  attended  to. 
The  Records  have  been  correctly  and  neatly  kept;  in  some 
Lodges  in  a  most  admirable  manner,  which  could  hardly  be 
excelled.  The  work  throughout  the  Distiict  has  been  very  good  ; 
in  some  of  the  Lodges  of  a  high  order.  The  officers  of  the 
several  Lodges  appear  to  vie  with  each  other  to  obtain  a  degree 
of  excellence,  and  are  animated  with  a  desire  to  perfect  them- 
selves in  the  Ritual,  to  enable  them  to  confer  the  degrees  in  a 
correct  and  impressive  manner.

The  Committee  on  Healing,  to  whom  the  petition  for  formal 
healing  of  S.  B.  Curtis  was  referred,  respectfully  submit  the 
following  report :  — 

It  appeared  in  the  hearing  before  your  committee  that  some 
five  or  six  years  ago  the  petitioner  applied  to  Paul  Revere 
Lodge,  of  Brockton,  for  the  degrees,  and  was  twice  rejected ; 
that  some  two  years  ago  he  removed  to  Lowell,  and  in  October, 
1877,  applied  to  Wm.  North  Lodge  of  that  city,  stating  in  his 
application  that  he  had  never  before  applied  for  the  degrees; 
that  he  referred  the  Committee  of  Wm.  North  Lodge  to  several 
prominent  Masons,  members  of  Paul  Revere  Lodge ;  that  he 
was  accepted,  and  received  the  degrees  in  Wm.  North  Lodge. 
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The  petitioner  testified  that  at  the  time  be  applied  to  Wm. 
North  Lodge  he  supposed  and  believed  the  inquiry  in  the 
application  as  to  his  having  before  applied  for  the  degrees 
meant  in  Wm.  North  Lodge,  and  that  he  acted  in  entire  good 
faith. 

Before  the  hearing  your  committee  had  sent  notice  to  Paul 
Revere  Lodge,  and  received  fi'om  the  Secretary  of  that  Lodge  a 
certificate  under  the  seal  of  the  Lodge,  stating  that  Paul  Revere 
Lodge  refbsed  by  an  unanimous  vote  to  recommend  the  grant- 
ing  of  the  prayer  of  S.  B,  Curtis'  petition. 

Under  these  circumstances  your  committee  recommend  that 
the  prayer  of  the  petition  be  refused,  and  the  petition 
dismissed.

To  the  M.  W,  Grand  df aster  and  Members : — 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  complaint  of  Repub- 
lican Lodge  of  Greenfield  against  Harmony  Lodge  of  North- 
field,  having  attended  to  their  daty,  respectfully  report :  — 

That  the  complaint  submitted  is  fbUy  set  forth  on  pages 
eighty-three  and  eighty-four  of  the  printed  proceedings  for  1878 
(Sept.).  There  are  three  specifications ;  on  the  first  we  report 
not  guilty^  as  Harmony  Lodge  had  a  right  to  receive  the  petition 
(in  proper  time),  the  same  having  been  accompanied  with  a 
recommendation  ttom  Republican  Lodge,  as  required  by  the 
Grand  Constitutions ;  on  the  second  and  third  specifications  we 
report  guilty^  as  the  requisite  six  months  from  date  of  rejection 
in  Republican  Lodge  had  not  elapsed,  as  required  by  the  Grand 
Constitutions,  Part  4,  Art.  8,  Sect.  2 ;  but  we  attribute  the  guilt 
to  negligence,  or  lack  of  knowledge  of  the  Grand  Constitutions, 
rather  than  to  any  fraudulent  intent  on  the  part  of  Harmony 
Lodge. 

We  consider  the  Brethren  of  Republican  Lodge  who  signed 
the  recommendation  just  as  much  in  the  wrong,  to  say  the 
least,  as  Harmony  Lodge*  or  any  of  its  members. 

Our  report  might  perhaps  properly  end  here,  but  Justice  to 
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the  capse  of  Masonry,  the  many  Brethren  at  Greenfield  and 
Northfield  who  have  so  kindly  assisted  us  to  a  full  under- 
staucling  of  this  case,  and  to  ourselves,  seems  to  demand  a 
more  extended  statement,  as  it  may  be  of  service  hereafter. 

The  facts  of  the  case,  as  we  understand  them,  may  be  briefly 
stated,  8ubstantiall3%  as  follows :  Charles  E.  Lyons,  a  resident 
of  Greenfield,  has  been  four  times  rejected  by  Republican  Lodge 
of  that  town,*  the  first  being  in  1873 ;  after  the  second  rejection, 
there  was  some  talk  of  recommending  him  to  Harmony  Lodge 
of  Northfield,  where  he  was  well  known  to  many  of  the  mem- 
bers, but  it  was  abandoned ;  after  the  fourth  rejection.  May  16, 
1878,  a  petition  and  recommendation,  bearing  date  June  7, 1878, 
were  sent  to  Harmony  Lodge,  Lyons  was  duly  elected,  and, 
on  the  20th  day  of  July,  1878,  he  received  the  three  degrees  in 
Freemasonry  (the  second  and  third  by  Dispensation  from  the 
D.D.G.M.),  many  members  of  Republican  Lodge  being  present 
and  assisting  in  the  work.  On  the  8th  of  August,  1878,  the 
complaint  was  presented  at  a  meeting  of  Republican  Lodge, 
thirty  members  being  present  out  of  one  hundred  and  eighty- 
five  on  the  roll,  about  fifteen  voting  for  sustaining  the  jcharges 
and  about  five  against,  according  to  the  best  information  we  can 
obtain,  as  the  records  do  not  disclose  the  number  voting  for  or 
against.  At  the  September  meeting  of  this  Grand  Lodge  the 
complaint  was  duly  received  and  referred. 

The  committee  at  once  commenced  correspondence  with  the 
Masters  of  the  two  Lodges,  and  have  continued  it  with  them 
and  others  nearly  to  the  present  time. 

There  has  been  quite  a  strong  pressure  for  the  committee  to 
visit  Greenfield  and  have  a  fUll  hearing  of  the  case,  open  to  all ; 
but  we  early  discovered  enough  to  satisfy  us  that  such  action 
would  not  be  of  any  benefit  to  the  Craft,  and  we  are  fblly  satis- 
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fied  now  that  we  have  a  much  better  knowledge  of  all  the  facts, 
through  the  free  and  confidential  correspondence  and  interviews 
with  the  Brethren,  than  we  could  possibly  have  obtained  at  a 
formal  hearing,  where  the  evidence  would,  of  necessity,  *have 
been  confined  to  a  very  narrow  range. 

Our  conclusions,  from  information  and  correspondence  in  our 
possession,  are :  — 

1st.  That  the  Brethren  of  Republican  Lodge  violated  the 
Grand  Constitutions  in  recommending  Chas.  E.  Lyons  to 
receive  the  degrees  in  Harmony  Lodge. 

2d.  That  the  officers  and  members  of  Harmony  Lo^e  violated 
the  Grand  Constitutions  in  receiving  and  acting  upon  the  peti- 
tion of  Chas.  E.  Lyons. 

8d.  That  all  of  the  foregoing  Brethren  were  ignorant  of  the 
words  in  Grand  Constitutions,  Part  4,  Art.  3,  Sect.  2,  viz.,  ^^No 
candidate  whose  application  may  be  rejected  by  a  Lodge  shaU 
be  proposed  in  any  other  Lodge  under  this  jurisdictuyn  vnthin 
six  months  after  such  rejection." 

4th.  That  being  thus  ignorant,  they  cannot  be  held  subject  to  the 
penalty  in  another  clause  of  same  section  which  commences,  *'  And 
if  any  Mason  knowingly  assist  or  recommend  for  initiation"  etc. 

5th.  That  the  same  ignorance  lead  to  a  withholding  of  some 
facts  from  the  D.D.G.M.  of  the  District  at  the  time  of  applica 
tion  for  Dispensation ;  but  on  the  facts  submitted^  the  D.D.G.M., 
in  granting  the  Dispensation,  acted  in  good  faith,  and,  as  he 
believed,  for  the  good  of  Masonry. 

6th.  That  Chas.  E.  Lyons  is  an  irregularly  made  (possibly  a 
clandestine)  Mason  under  our  Grand  Constitutions^ 

7th.  That  Republican  Lodge,  through  its  Secretary,  shows  neg- 
ligence in  keeping  its  records,  when  on  so  important  a  matter  as 
preferring  chaises  against  a  sister  Lodge,  the  actual  vote  for 
and  against  is  not  recorded. 
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8th.  That  this  action  is  not  so  much  Republican  against 
Harmony  as  it  is  one  portion  of  the  members  of  Republican 
Lodge  against  another ;  and  that  while  there  appears  to  be  a 
good  fraternal  feeling  between  the  members  of  Harmony  Lodge 
themselves  and  between  them  and  the  members  of  Republican 
Lodge,  we  find  that  there  has  been  much  bitterness  engendered 
among  the  members  of  Republican  Lodge  through  this  Lyons 
case,  which  the  Grand  Lodge  cannot  directly  reach  and  heal 
under  the  present  complaint,  but  which  ought  to  have  the  care- 
fiil  attention  of  the  devoted  and  zealous  Brethren  of  Republican 
Lodge.  Mf^  they  soon  dU  be  able  to  say,  ^^  Behold  how  good 
and  how  pleasant  it  is  for  brethren  to  dwell  together  in  unity." 

9th.  We  have  dealt  with  all  correspondence  as  coming  from 
Masons^  and,  consequently,  honest  men ;  and  if  in  our  statements, 
facts,  or  conclusions  we  show  error,  the  documents  upon  which 
they  are  based  can  be  produced  before  a  proper  tribunal  if 
needed,  though  not  submitted  as  a  part  of  this  report. 

Finally,  permit  us  to  say,  that  violations  of  the  Constitution  of 
this  M.W.  Grrand  Lodge  ought  not  to  pass  unnoticed,  and  that 
the  plea  of  ignorance  cannot  fblly  exculpate  members  of  Lodges 
under  its  jurisdiction ;  we  therefore  recommend  that  the  oflQcers 
of  Harmony  Lodge,  and  the  members  of  Republican  Lodge,  who 
signed  the  recommendation  of  Chas.  E.  Lyons  to  Harmony 
Lodge,  be  censured  or  admonished  in  such  manner  as  the  M.W. 
Grand  Master  may  deem  best. 

We  append  a  certified  copy  of  the  petition  of  Chas.  E.  Lyons 
to  Harmony  Lodge ;  also  a  copy  of  the  recommendation  from 
members  of  Republican  Lodge.

•  mittee  appointed  at  the  Stated  Communication  in 
December  last,  upon  the  financial  condition  and 
necessities  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  presented  the  fol- 
lowing report:  — 

BEPOBT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  FINANCIAL  CONDITION  OF  THE 

GRAND  LODGE. 

In  Gbaitb  Lodob  of  Mass. 
quabtsblt  communioatiok,  motch  12,  1879. 

To  the  Most  Wor$hipfiU  Orand  Lodge  of  Massaeh/usetts:  — 

Bbbthben, — The  Committee  appointed  by  the  Most  Worship- 
ful Grand  Master,  to  take  into  consideration  the  financial  condi- 
tion of  this  Grand  Lodge,  in  accordance  with  your  vote  at  the 
last  Annual  Meeting  in  December,  1878,  have  attended  to  their 
duty  and  herewith  submit  their  Report  and  Recommendations. 

It  appears  from  a  statement  submitted  to  us  by  the  Grand 
Treasurer,  in  response  to  our  inquiries,  that  there  has  been 
received  from  rents,  etc.,  from  1868  to  1878,  inclusive,  as 
follows :  — 

From  Lodges  and  other  Masonic  Bodies  and  rental  of 

stores $259,743  61 

Capitation  Taxes 269,119  25 

Grand  Lodge  fees  for  initiates 99,500  00 

Total  Receipts 1628,862  86 
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It  also  appears  by  the  Grand  Treasurer's  statement  to  as 
made  that  there  has  been  paid  on  the  Temple  Debt  since  1868 
the  following  sums :  —

Taxes 66,283  23 

Insurances 20,583  30 

Salaries 50,930  56

$180,796  40 

Showing  an  increase  of  receipts  over  expenditures  of 
$180,796.40,  which  has  been  used  to  reduce  the  Temple  indebt- 
edness, leaving  the  present  indebtedness  on  the  Temple  abont 
$270,000,  with  accumulated  interest. 

The  Temple  was  completed  in  1867  at  a  cost,  as  ascertained 
from  report  of  committee,  June,  1870,  of  $450,551.71. 

From  the  foregoing  statement  it  appears  that  the  total  re- 
ceipts from  the  capitation  tax  have  been  $269,119.25,  and  this 
has  but  little  more  than  met  the  interest  on  the  debt,  of  which 
there  has  been  paid  in  all  $265,068.84. 

From  the  Treasurer's  statement  we  find  that  in  1870  the  capi* 
tation  tax  paid  was  $24,657.25,  and  the  interest-money  that 
same  year  (1870)  was  $24,868.89 ;  but  since  1870  there  has 
been  no  year  that  the  amount  of  interest  paid  has  not  exceeded 
the  amount  received  from  the  capitation  tax,  until  1877,  when 
the  capitation  tax  paid  was  $21,174.50  and  interest  on  debt 
paid  amounted  to  $20,716.62. 

The  emergency  now  confronting  us  is  simply  this,  — Will  the 
Masonic  Fraternity  of  the  State  of  Massachusetts  let  this  Temple 
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be  sold  to  satisfy  our  debts,  or  will  you  consent  to  provide  some 
means  to  pay  the  obligation  ? 

Your  coQimittee  have  careftiUy  considered  this  subject  in  all 
its  bearings,  and  while  we  fhlly  realize  how  unpleasant  a  duty 
it  may  be  for  some  of  the  Lodges  to  renew  or  continue  in  force 
for  a  term  of  years  the  capitation  tax  of  one  dollar  per  year 
for  each  and  every  member  of  all  the  Lodges,  we  cannot  see 
how  it  can  possibly  be  met  in  any  other  way. 

Accordingly,  it  was  voted  unanimously  by  your  committee  to 
recommend  that  the  old  capitation  tax  be  continued  in  force 
for  fifteen  (15)  years,  unless  the  debt  is  sooner  liquidated,  with 
the  privilege  to  any  Lodge  to  pay  in  ten  dollars  for  each  of  its 
members ;  or  any  member  of  it  to  pay  ten  dollars  on  or  before 
October  1,  1880,  and  then  be  relieved  fVom  this  entire  capita- 
tion tax. 

This  latter  method  your  committee  hope  will  be  as  generally 
as  possible  adopted  for  the  following  reasons :  — 

1st.  It  tends  to  reduce  speedily  the  grand  volume  of  our  in- 
debtedness, and  thereby  render  unquestionable  the  payment  of 
the  balance. 

2d.  It  thus  increases  the  margin  of  the  security,  and,  conse- 
quently, enables  the  placing  of  the  loan  at  a  much  less  rate  of 
interest  than  we  have  been  compelled  to  pay. 

It  does  not  seem  possible  that  any  member  of  the  Fraternity 
can  for  one  moment  hesitate  as  to  his  course  in  this  mat- 
ter, and  we  certainly  hope  there  will  not  only  be  no  dissent, 
but,  on  the  contrary,  a  degree  of  zeal  and  enthusiasm  in- 
cited in  favor  of  a  speedy  payment  of  the  whole  debt  that 
shall  result  in  all  the  Lodges  raising  the  commutation  sum  of 
ten  dollars  per  member ;  and  if  this  is  quite  generally  done,  with 
the  aid  which  it  is  hoped  may  be  secured  by  subscriptions  from 
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some  of  the  extremely  zealous  Brethren,  we  have  no  doubt  of  the 
most  favorable  adjustment  of  the  whole  matter  to  the  complete 
satisfaction  of  the  whole  Fraternity.  ^ 

Having  stated  what  your  committee  think  should  be  done  by 
the  Fraternity,  as  a  whole,  we  most  respectfully  submit  in  ad- 
dition thereto  a  most  carefhl  supervision  of  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

While  the  present  depressed  condition  of  business  of  all  kinds 
demands  the  utmost  economy  in  its  management, — and  the  same 
is  true  of  all  our  public  institutions,  —  similar  rules  of  retrench- 
ment and  reductions  of  expenses  in  our  own  Institution  should 
be  most  rigidly  enforced ;  and  it  affords  us  great  pleasure  ^nd 
satisfaction  to  herein  bear  testimony  to  the  extreme  interest  and 
watchfulness  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  M.W.  (>ran4 
Lodge  in  these  respects.  Under  their  administration  the  expenses 
for  1878  have  been  considerably  less  than  at  any  time  before 
since  1870,  and  we  have  assurance  of  additional  reductions  in 
expenses  for  the  current  year. 

It  is  not  to  be  expected  that  the  leases  of  the  stores  connected 
with  the  Temple,  made  ten  years  ago,  can  be  renewed  as  favor- 
ably as  they  were  then  made,  and  our  receipts  will  consequently 
be  less.  The  impression  existing  in  the  minds  of  some  of  the 
Brethren,  that  the  Boston  Lodges  and  Masonic  Bodies  should 
pay  more  rent,  is  an  erroneous  one.  We  certainly  hope  that 
their  love  for  the  Order,  and  well-known  pride  and  ambition  to 
retain  the  Temple,  will  secure  to  us,  from  them  all,  the  same 
rentals  and  receipts  as  heretofore ;  but  any  Brother  outside  of 
Boston,  who  will  examine  the  matter  in  detail,  will,  we  think, 
be  convinced,  as  many  of  your  committee  have  been,  that  they 
have  been  laboring  under  a  serious  mlsapprehension^of  the  facts 
of  the  matter,  and  your  committee  rely  upon  all  the  Masonic 
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Bodies  in  Boston  to  as  cheerfUIly  aid  in  the  payment  of  the 
Temple  debt  for  the  next  few  years  as  they  have  during  the  last 
ten  years ;  not  only  by  as  cordially  consenting  to  pay  «their 
capitation  or  commutation  tax  as  they  have  always  heretofore 
done,  but  also  by  continuing  their  present  rate  of  rentals  until 
such  time  as  the  fioancial  condition  of  the  Grand  Lodge  will 
permit  of  a  proper  reduction. 

In  conclusion,  we  submit  this  report  and  these  recommenda- 
tions with  the  hope  that  the  entire  Masonic  Fraternity  of  Mas- 
sachusetts will  heartily  respond  to  the  duty  imposed  upon  them, 
to  save  our  beautiM  Temple,  and  with  a  steadfast  confidence  in 
the  well-known  fidelity  and  liberality  of  our  Brethren,  in  times 
of  trouble  or  disaster,  whether  financial  or  otherwise.

The  Grand  Master  stated  that,  inasmuch  as  the 
reconmiendations  of  the  committee  in  regard  to 
laying  a  tax  upon  all  the  affiliated  Brethren  of  this 
jurisdiction,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  debt  Af 
the  Grand  Lodge,  involved  an  amendment  to  the 
Grand  Constitutions,  it  was  necessary  that  the 
report  should  lie  over  until  the  Quarterly  Communi- 
cation, in  June  next,  when  it  could  be  legally  acted 
upon.  Nevertheless,  in  view  of  the  great  impor- 
tance of  proper  action  upon  the  subject-matter  at 
the  next  Quarterly  Communication,  he  deemed  it 
indispensable  that  any  amendments  or  suggestions 
bearing  upon  the  report  of  the  committee  should 
be  offered  in  writing  at  this  Communication,  in 
order  that  the  whole  subject  should  be  presented 
in  an  intelligent  manner  before  the  Grand  Lodge 
for  its  final  action. 

Bro.  Alfred  F.  Chapman  accordingly  presented 
the  following  propositit>ns,  which  are  in  the  nature 
of  amendments  to  the  report  of  the  conmiittee, 
viz. :  — 
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PROPOSITIONS  SUBMITTED  BY  BBO.  ALFBED  F.  CHAPMAN. 

FntST.  That  the  Masonic  Temple  shall  be  established  as  a 
*'  Grand  Charity  Fund  of  the  Freemasons  of  Massachusetts.'* 

Second.  That  the  Returns  of  1878  shall  be  taken  as  a  basis 
on  which  to  assess  the  amounts  required  firom  each  Lodge  or 
member. 

Thied.  The  Masons  connected  with  Lodges  in  Boston  shall 
be  required  to  pay  the  sum  of  Ten  Dollars  each. 

FouBTH.  Those  affiliated  elsewhere  within  the  State  shall  be 
required  to  pay  the  sum  of  Nine  Dollabs  each. 

Fifth.  The  balance  required  shall  be  raised  by  voluntary 
contributions,  or  such  other  means  as  may  be  expedient. 

Sixth.  The  several  Lodges  within  the  Jurisdiction  shall 
have  the  right  to  raise  in  their  own  way  the  proportion  of  the 
whole  sum  required. 

Seventh.  The  whole  sum  shall  be  collected  at  a  date  not 
later  than  October  1,  1880. 

R.W.  Wm.  P.  Salmon,  at  the  request  of  a 
Brother,  offered  the  following  amendment,  viz. :  — 

That  a  tax  be  levied  upon  each  Lodge  under  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Grand  Lodge,  in  proportion  to  its  membership  at 
the  date  of  the  annual  return  of  1879,  at  the  rate  of  $10  for  each 
member  returned  at  that  time,  the  same  to  be  payable  on  or 
before  June  1,  1880. 

R.W.  Bro.  Salmon,  also  by  request,  proposed 
the  following  amendments  :  — 
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1.  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts  issue  bonds, 
with  coapons  attached,  payable  in  ten  years  from  date,  bat 
redeemable  from  time  to  time,  at  will,  upon  one  month's  public 
notice  of  the  bonds  to  be  then  redeemed,  and  secured  by  a 
mortgage  of  the  land  and  estate  of  the  property  known  as  the 
''  Masonic  Temple,"  such  bonds  to  be  of  the  denominations  of 
950,  $100,  $500,  and  $1,000,  in  aggregate  amount  equalling 
the  whole  indebtedness  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  bearing 
interest  at  the  rate  of  per  ccint.,  semi-annually,  and  payable, 
principal  and  interest,  in  Boston,  at  the  office  of  the  Grand 
Treasurer;  and  that  the  several  District  Deputies  and  other 
officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  are  hereby  appointed  special 
agents  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  without  pay,  for  their  negotiation. 

2.  That  the  indebtedness  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachu- 
setts be  fhnded  by  the  issue  of  shares  of  capital  stock  of  the 
par  value  of  $25  each,  and  that  all  surplus  ftmds  of  the  said 
Grand  Lodge  at  the  end  of  eadh  six  months  be  distributed  and 
paid  to  the  shareholders,  pro  rata^  to  the  amount  of  4  per  cent, 
per  annum,  and  any  remainder  of  such  suiplus  be  applied  to 
the  redemption  of  such  shares ;  and  that  the  District  Deputies, 
and  other  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  be  special  agents,  with- 
out pay,  for  the  negotiation  of  the  said  stock. 

The  Grand  Master  stated  that,  although  the 
report  of  the  Fmancial  Committee  would  properly 
come  before  the  Grand  Lodge  for  discussion  at 
the  next  Quarterly  Communication,  there  could  be 
no  objection  to  the  expression  of  general  views 
upon  the  question  by  the  Brethren  of  the  Grand 
Lodge.    Accordingly,  several  Brethren  from  dif-

ferent  portions  of  the .  jurisdiction  availed  them- 
selves of  the  opportunity  to  make  suggestions  and 
to  express  their  views,  and  R.W.  Bro.  Nickerson 
gave  a  clear  and  elaborate  statement  of  the  whole 
subject  of  finance,  as  connected  with  the  building 
of  the  Temple. 

W.  George  H.  Khodes,  in  behalf  of  the  Financial 
Committee;  offered  the  following  vote,  whigh  was 
adopted,  viz. :  — 

Voted^  That  Bros.  Nickerson,  Bates,  and  Wells,  prepare  a 
brief  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenses  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  to  be  printed  on  the  notices  to  the  Masters  and  Wardens 
for  the  Jane  Commanicatlon  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  if,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  M.W.  Grand  Master,  it  is  expedient. 

R.W.  Percival  L.  Everett,  for  the  Committee  on 
the  remainder  of  the  Grand  Master's  Address,  sub- 
mitted the  following  report,  which  was  accepted, 
viz.:  —

The  committee  to  whom  were  referred  '*  the  portions  of  the 
Grand  Master's  address  which  do  not  relate  to  financial  mat- 
ters" respectfully  report:    That  they  commend  most  heartily 
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the  eminently  direct  and  practical  character  of  the  address,  and 
invite  the  most  careflil  consideration  of  every  one  of  its  prudent, 
cautious,  and  wise  counsels,  in  the  hope  that  the  dangers 
pointed  out,  and  others  merely  hinted  at,  may  be  warded  off,  at 
least  from  one  branch  of  the  ancient  and  honorable  Fraternity. 

Fifty  years  ago  the  dangers  were  wholly  from  without.  When 
'men  reviled  and  persecuted  us  there  was  no  inducement  for 
selfish,  mercenary,  and  ambitious  men  to  knock  at  the  doors  of 
our  Lodges.  The  {*ew  who  presented  themselvep  could  then 
declare  with  unquestioned  truthflilness  that  they  were  prompted 
by  a  desire  for  knowledge,  and  a  sincere  wish  to  be  serviceable 
to  their  fellow-creatures.  Not  only  did  this  fire  of  persecutioii 
drive  away  from  us  all  recruits  save  good  men  and  true,  but  it 
purified  our  ranks  of  all  that  was  selfish  and  mean,  timid  and 
unmanly.    What  remained  was  pure  gold. 

For  the  last  twenty-five  years  the  current  has  set  in  the 
opposite  direction.  Masonry  has  been  popular.  So  incessant 
has  been  the  demand  at  the  doors  of  our  Lodges  that  now  to 
say  that  a  man  is  a  Mason  is  about  equivalent  to  saying  that  he 
is  a  male  member  of  the  human  family.  As  a  matter  of  course 
this  rush  and  tonrent  have  brought  many  persons  into  the  Fra- 
ternity who  are  utterly  incapable  of  appreciating  the  dignity  and 
high  importance  of  its  aims,  or  of  discharging  the  delicate  duties 
which  devolve  upon  them.  Secret  organizations,  so  called,  have 
at  the  same  time  so  multiplied,  and  Masons  have  carelessly  and 
unwisely  so  mingled  in  them,  that  our  duties  and  obligations  as 
Masons  have  to  many  of  us  lost  their  force  and  sacredness,  and 
become  common  and  every-day  affairs.  Our  popularity  bids 
fair  to  become  our  ruin. 

The  veteran  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maine 
some  years  ago  sounded  the  note  of  warning  in  these  words : 
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^^  The  popularity  of  the  Masonic  Institution  at  the  present  time 
is  one  of  the  dangers  to  be  guarded  against.  So  many  societies 
are  founded  on  the  Insurance  or  Benefit  idea,  that  people  are 
likely  enough  to  take  that  view  of  Masonry.  Probably  the  pub- 
lication in  our  periodicals  of  stories  setting  forth  the  relief  of  dis- 
tressed Brethren,  widows,  and  orphans,  in  their  greatest  need, 
favors  the  idea,  and  so  far  is  injurious,  instead  of  beneficial,  to  the 
Order.  People  who  seek  it  from  such  a  motive  are  not  likely  to  be 
devoted  to  its  work  or  principles.  We  would  be  glad  to  have 
every  applicant  told,  as  one  of  our  Maine  Brethren  told  a  friend 
who  questioned  him  as  to  the  advantage  of  becoming  a  Free- 
mason :  '  If  you  wish  to  Join  an  association  for  the  sake  of 
what  good  you  can  do,  go  to  the  Masons ;  if  for  the  sake  of 
what  personal  benefit  you  can  get^  keep  away  from  them  I '  If 
all  inquirers  were  made  to  understand  this,  the  increase  of  num- 
bers would  be  much  less  than  at  present ;  but  what  a  band  of 
Brothers  they  would  become  I " 

The  publication  in  the  newspapers  of  Masonic  proceedings, 
and  the  too  free  indulgence  in  Masonic  parades,  both  of  which 
are  so  strongly  condemned  by  the  Grand  Master,  your  com- 
mittee believe  to  be  generally  a  work  of  Brethren  who  seek 
rather  to  get  good  than  to  do  good  by  Masonry.  Let  us  get 
back  as  speedily  as  possible  to  the  good  old  practices  of  the 
fathers,  when  secrecy  was  most  religiously  observed ;  when 
Brethren  knew  each  other  from  meeting  in  the  Lodge,  and  not 
from  common  report ;  and  when  the  transactions  of  the  Lodges 
were  confided  only  to  faithful  breasts. 

Don't  advertise  your  Masonry.  Keep  it  off  your  sign- 
boards, off  your  business  cards,  out  of  your  newspaper 
advertisements,  off  your  shirt-bosoms,  out  of  the  street. 
Don't  puff  the  Lodge.    Don't  try  to  advance  its  interests  by 
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bluster  and  noise.  Work  quietly.  ''Let  not  your  right  hand 
know  what  your  left  hand  doeth."  Let  your  life  be  its  own 
advertisement.  The  more  you  try  to  strengthen  it  by  calling  in 
foreign  agencies,  Cie  weaker  it  will  become. 

''If  Masonry  does  you  any  good,  or  you  do  Masonry  any  good, 
that  will  appear  in  due  time,  without  your  making  an  effort  to 
tell  it,  and  the  communication  will  be  held  in  higher  esteem  by 
its  recipients  coming  thus  from  another  source.  In  a  word,  fol- 
low  Charles  Dickens'  advice:  'Do  all  the  good  you  can,  and 
make  no  fhss  about  it.' " 

The  large  amount  of  Masonic  work  performed  by  the  G-rand 
Master  during  the  last  year,  as  set  forth  in  his  annual  address, 
calls  for  the  grateftd  appreciation  of  the  Craft.  Your  committee 
are  well  aware  of  ther  good  influences  exerted  by  these  frequent 
visits  of  the  Grand  Master  to  the  Lodges,  though  few  of  the 
Brethren  know  so  well  as  the  members  of  the  committee  ho^ 
great  a  sacrifice  of  personal  convenience  and  valuable  time  thes^ 
visits  involve.  We  should  do  well  to  imitate  the  example  thus 
set  us  of  devotion  to  the  best  interest  of  the  Fraternity.

M.W.  Charles  A.  Welch,  the  R.W.  Grand 
Wardens  and  other  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
and  several  permanent  members,  together  with 
representatives  of  a  very  large  number  of  Lodges, 
were  present. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  opened  in  Ample  Form, 
at  11  o'clock,  A.M. 

The  Grand  Master  stated  that  he  had  called  a

Voted,  That  any  Lodge  may  relieve  all  its  present  aq^  ftitare 
members  from  this  capitation-tax  by  paying  ten  dollars  for  each 
member,  belonging  to  the  Lodge  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of 
this  vote ;  and  that  any  Lodge  so  assuming  the  debt  may  reim- 
burse itself  in  such  way  as  it  may  see  fit,  by  assessment,  initia- 
tion fees,  or  otherwise. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  Erastus  Chase,  it  was  ordered 
that  the  question  upon  the  passage  of  the  foregoing 
votes  be  taken  at  three  o'clock,  P.M. 

Several  communications  were  presented  from 
various  Brethren,  suggesting  schemes  for  the  pay- 
ment  of  the  debt  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  which  dif- 
fered materially  from  the  recommendations  of 
the  Financial  Committee. 

The  Grand  Master  proposed  to  read  these  com- 
munications; but  as  many  of  them  were  quite  vol- 
uminous, and  as  the  propositions  therein  contained 
had  previously  been  made  known  in  substance  to 
the  Grand  Lodge,  the  reading  of  them  was,  by 
unanimous  vote,  dispensed  with. 

R.W.  Bro.  William  P.  Salmon  read  a  brief  but 
carefully  prepared  statement  of  the  financial  con- 
dition of  the  Grand  Lodge,  in  consequence  of  the 
erection  of  the  Temple,  giving  the  history  of  the

project  from  the  beginning,  and  of  the  action  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  from  time  to  time  concerning  the 
same,  and  showing  in  the  clearest  manner  the 
operation  and  eflfect  of  the  capitation-tax,  and  more 
especially  the  beneficial  influence  of  a  general  com- 
mutation of  the  tax  in  the  reduction  of  the  large 
amount  of  interest  now  payable  on  the  debt. 

W.  Bro.  Alfred  P.  Chapman  then  formally  with- 
drew the  propositions  submitted  by  him  at  the  last 
Quarterly  Communication. 

R.W.  Bro.  William  P.  Salmon  also  withdrew 
the  several  propositions  submitted  by  him  on  behalf 
of  other  Brethren  at  the  same  Communication. 

The  hour  for  taking  the  question  upon  the  pro- 
posed amendment  to  the  Constitutions,  as  contained 
in  the  three  foregoing  votes,  having  arrived,  the 
Grand  Master  appointed  K.W.  William  H.  Chess- 
man and  Bros.  G.  H.  Hooker  and  C.  P.  Grout  as 
tellers  to  count  the  votes  and  report  the  same  to 
the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  names  of  the  officers,  permanent  members, 
and  representatives  of  Lodges  were  called,  and  each 
Brother  thus  called  voted  in  response. 

After  the  call  was  completed  the  tellers  retired, 
and  soon  after  returned  and  made  report  as  fol-

The  Recording  Grand  Secretary  presented  a 
communication  from  Bro.  Juan  B.  Hernandez, 
Grand  Master  of  the  so-called  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
Island  of  Cuba,  setting  forth  the  condition  of 
Masonry  in  that  Island,  and  the  relation  of  this 
Grand  Body  thereto,  and  requesting  recognition 
by  this  Grand  Lodge,  Referred  to  R.W.  Sereno 
D.  Nickerson,  W.  James  H.  Gleason,  and  W. 
Charles  T.  Gallagher. 

A  communication  was  presented  from  Bro.  H. 
H.  Groves,  claiming  that  he  had  been  illegally  ex- 
pelled from  Middlesex  Lodge,  and  desiring  an  in- 
vestigation. Referred  to  R.W.  Percival  L.  Everett, 
W.' Alfred  C.  Hale,  and  W.  Columbus  Corey. 

The  petition  of  Horace  P.  Allen  for  restoration 
was  read  and  referred  to  R.W.  Henry  Endicott,  W. 
Benj.  F.  Ayers,  and  W.  Frederick  L.  Cutting. 
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A  memorial  from  Bro.  Hemy  0.  Shephard  and 
five  other  Brethren,  in  regard  to  the  exclusion  of 
their  names  from  the  charter  of  Mechanics'  Lodge, 
at  Turner's  Falls,  and  praying  for  an  investigation, 
was  received  and  referred  to  R.W.  Edward  Avery, 
W.  O-  B.  Seagrave,  and  TV.  Freeman  H.  Lothrop. 

R.W.  Abraham  H.  Rowland,  Jr.,  in  behalf  of  the 
Committee  on  the  Petition  of  Germania  Lodge  for  a 
Kitual  in  the  German  Language,  presented  the  fol- 
lowing report,  which  was  accepted,  and  the  recom- 
mendation therem  contained  adopted :  —

R.W.  Bro.  Sereno  D.  Nickerson,  for  the  Com- 
mittee to  whom  was  referred,  at  the  Quarterly 
Communication  in  March  last,  a  second  communi- 
cation from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  South 
"Wales,  containing  a  restatement  of  the  grounds 
upon  which  that  Body  claims  and  desires  the 
recognition  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  made  a  verbal 
report,  to  the  effect  that  the  committee  see  no 
reason,  from  the  perusal  of  this  document  or  other- 
wise, to  change  the  determmation  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  heretofore  expressed  in  accordance  with  the 
recommendation  of  the  former  committee,  to  wit, 
that  it  is  not  at  present  expedient  to  grant  the 
recognition  requested.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  DEATH  OF  R.W.  CHAS.  ElMBALL. 

In  Gkand  Lodge, 

Boston,  June  11,  1879. 
To  the  M,  W.  Orand  Master :  — 

The  Committee  appointed  to  prepare  and  present  some  fitting 
notice  of  the  death  of  R.W.  Chas.  Kimball,  Past  Senior  Grand 
Warden  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  have  attended  to  that  duty,  and 
beg  to  submit  the  following  report :  — 

Again  have  our  ranks  been  invaded  by  the  invincible  enem}'. 
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and  a  brother  whose  life  was  enriched  by  domestic  endearments, 
adorned  by  virtues  incident  to  faithful  Masonic  service,  has 
been  summoned  to  his  final  account. 

Another  spirit,  zealous  and  untiring  in  the  interests  of  our 
Order,  has  left  the  scene  of  earthly  companionship  to  join  the 
communion  of  kindred  beyond  the  veil. 

Chas.  Kimball  was  bom  at  Littleton  in  1811,  and  died  at  Low- 

« 

ell,  March  6,  1879,  being  sixty-eight  years  of  age.  The  period  . 
of  time  thus  represented  covers  a  life  of  activity  and  usefulness, 
characterized  by  fidelity  and  zeal  in  whatever  position  occupied. 
At  the  age  of  eighteen  he  became  a  teacher  in  the  grammar  schools 
of  Boston.  At  one  time  he  was  in  the  Mayhew  School,  and  finally 
was  principal  in  the  Boylston  School.  He  was  one  of  the 
famous  body  of  "  Boston  Masters,"  of  whom  Wm.  D.  Swan  and 
Barnum  Field  were  leaders,  and  who  attained  considerable 
prominence  at  that  time  by  a  spirited  controversy  with  Horace 
Mann.  In  1859  he  resided  in  Winchester,  and  while  occupying 
the  position  of  principal  of  the  Boylston  School,  he  was  brought 
forward  as  a  candidate  for  the  post  of  sheriff  of  Middlesex 
County,  and  was  elected.  In  January,  1860,  he  entered  upon 
his  new  duties,  and  in  the  following  May  moved  to  Lowell, 
assumed  personal  charge  of  the  Lowell  jail,  and  resided  in  that 
city  until  the  time  of  his  death.  He  was  widely  known  and 
highly  esteemed  as  a  citizen,  and  throughout  the  Commonwealth 
was  honored  for  conspicuous  ability  in  the  discharge  of  the 
duties  of  his  official  position,  extending  over  a  period  of  nine- 
teen years. 

Laboring  successfully  for  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century  in 
the  school-room,  he  was  always  actively  engaged  in  every  enter- 
prise which  appertained  to  the  educational  interests  of  the  day.

He  was  eminently  qaalified  for  his  high  ofQcial  position.  While 
he  believed  in  the  necessity  of  discipline  and  justice  among  men, 
tenderness  and  philanthropy  were  prominent  traits  of  character, 
to  which Jbhe  business  of  his  life  gave  constant  exercise. 

In  1839  he  was  married  at  Boston,  and  his  wife,  two  daugh- 
ters, 'and  one  son,  survive  him.  In  his  domestic  and  social 
relations  he  was  happy,  as  well  as  in  business  life.  Ardent 
by  temperament,  energetic  and  kind,  he  was  welcome  always  and 
everywhere,  fVom  his  friends  of  influence  and  position,  down  to 
the  humblest  prisoner  in  his  charge.  A  good  man  and  a  Brother 
has  gone,  and  his  place  cannot  be  easily  filled. 

R.W.  Bro.  Kimball  received  the  degrees  of  Entered  Appren- 
tice, Fellow  Craft,  and  Master  Mason,  in  Mt.  Horeb  Lodge, 
Wobum,  Januaiy  7th,  February  4th,  March  13th,  1857.  In 
1858-9  he  was  Junior  Deacon ;  in  1860,  Junior  Warden ;  in 
1861-2,  Senior  Warden,  and  in  1863,  W.  Master  of  the  same 
Lodge.  He  became  a  charter  member  of  the  Kilwinning  Lodge, 
Lowell,  in  1867 ;  was  appointed  D.D.G.M.  of  the  7th  Mas.  Dis. 
in  1867-8,  and  was  elected  Senior  Grand  Warden  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Mass.,  December  13,  1871.  He  received  the  degree 
of  Mark  Master  November  20th ;  Fast  Master  November  26th ; 
Most  Excellent  Master,  December  1 7th ;  R.A.  Mason,  Decem- 
ber 31st,  1860,  in  Mt.  Horeb  R.  A.  Chapter,  Lowell. 

He  received  the  Order  of  the  Red  Cross,  February  1st,  and 
the  Order  of  the  Temple,  March  13th,  1861,  in  Pilgrim  Com- 
mandery,  Lowell. 

He  received  the  degree  of  Select  Master,  Ma}^  5th,  Royal  and 
Super-excellent  Master,  June- 2d,  1862,  in  Ahasuerus  Council, 
Lowell. 

When  Pilgrim  Commandery  was  admitted  under  the  compact

of  the  Masonic  Association  of  Lowell,  in  April,  1867,  Bro.  Kimball 
was  the  first  elected  Trustee,  and  held  that  office  until  his  death* 

The  degrees  of  the  A.  and  A.  Scottish  Rite,  from  the  4th  to 
the  d2d  inclusive,  were  conferred  by  the  Lowell  Bodies,  Feb- 
ruary 4, 1863,  the  Mass.  Consistory  being  at  that  time  located 
in  that  city.  * 

On  the  20th  August,  1874,  he  received  the  3dd  degree. 

'  Such  is  the  outline  of  the  life  of  our  Brother,  so  far  as  statis- 
tics are  concerned.  But  these  dates  are  simply  the  outward 
expression  of  a  hidden  meaning  which  points  to  a  career  varied 
by  labor,  by  trials,  by  mental  conflicts,  by  pleasure,  and  by  strict 
observance  of  the  call  of  duty  in  the  life  of  a  good  citizen,  a 
pleasant  companion,  a  Christian  gentleman,  and  a  Brother  known 
and  honored  throughout  the  State  on  account  of  his  many  at- 
tractive qualities,  and  his  truly  generous  nature. 

As  an  expression  of  regard  for  the  memory  of  our  Brother, 
your  Committee  desire  to  present  the  following  preamble  |tnd 
resolutions :  — 

Whereasj  By  the  death  of  R.W.  Chas.  Kimball,  we  are 
called  to  mourn  the  loss  of  one  of  the  most  widely  known  and 
highly  honored  Masons  of  the  Commonwealth ;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  eminently  proper  that  this  Grand  Lodge 
should  place  upon  record  some  expression  of  sonrow  for  the  loss 
thus  sustained ;  therefore

honored  Brother  for  the  zeal  and  fidelity  with  which  he  upheld 
the  principles  of  our  Order,  and  for  the  enthusiasm  and  the 
ability  which  he  brought  to  the  discharge  of  every  duty.

Regular  toasts 
were  read,  in  response  to  the  first  of  which  the 
Grand  Master  addressed  the  large  assemblage  of 
Brethren,  referring  to  the  peculiar  significance  of 
the  day,  and  expressing  the  hope  that  those  who 
will  celebrate  the  next  centennial  of  Free- 
masonry in  Salem  may  be  as  happy  as  those 
engaged  in  the  present  celebration. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  banquet  the  Grand 
Officers  were  escorted  to  the  hall  of  Essex  Lodge, 
and  the  Grand  Lodge  was  closed  in  the  apart- 
ment in  which  it  was  opened,  in  Ample  Form, 
at  6.30  o'clock,  P.M.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  COMMUNICATION  OF  BRO. 

JUAN  B.  HERNANDEZ. 

Iv  Grand  Lodge  op  MASSACHnsETTS, 

Boston,  Sept  10,  1879. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  commnnicatlon  from 
Brother  Juan  B.  Hernandez,  Grand  Master  of  the  so-called 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  Island  of  Cuba,  respectfully  report :  — 

That  said  communication  bears  date  **  Havana,  April  30, 
1879,"  and  purports  to  give  a  brief  history  of  Masonry  in  the 
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Island  of  Cuba,  for  the  previous  twenty  years,  and  particularly 
of  the  origin  of  the  various  so-called  Grand  Bodies  in  the  island, 
terminating  in  the  conclusion  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 

Island  of  Cuba  is  the  only  organization,  having  a  legitimate 

* 

existence,  entitled  to  universal  recognition  as  the  sole  supreme 
authority  over  Symbolic  Masonry  in  that  island.  The  subject 
of  the  recognition  of  this  organization  came  before  this  Grand 
Lodge  at  the  Quarterly  Communication  in  June,  1877,  when 
the  committee  reported  that  they  had  not  sufficient  evidence 
upon  which  to  decide  between  the  conflicting  claims  of  jurisdic- 
tion, even  if  it  was  proper  for  them  to  do  so ;  and  upon  their 
recommendation  action  upon  the  subject  by  this  Grand  Lodge 
was  deferred.  In  the  opinion  of  the  undersigned  the  communi- 
cation referred  to  them  does  not  supply  the  evidence  required  to 
justify  any  change  in  the  conclusion  reached  by  this  Grand 
Lodge  in  its  previous  action.  After  a  somewhat  careful  exami- 
nation of  the  claims  of  the  several  organizations  asserting  su- 
preme authority  over  Symbolic  Masonry  in  Cuba,  your  commit- 
tee are  of  opinion  that,  while  the  so-called  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
Island  of  Cuba  shows  a  far  better  title  than  any  other  organiza- 
tion, the  evidence  does  not  warrant  the  conclusion  that  all  the 
Lodges  of  the  jurisdiction  were  duly  notified  of  the  proposed 
new  organization,  or  that  a  majority  of  them  consented  to  it. 
Either  of  these  conditions  failing,  we  should  not  consider  the 
Body  regularly  constituted. 

Furthermore  your  committee  have  grave  doubts  of  the  pro- 
priety of  interfering  in  the  aflEairs  of  foreign  jurisdictions.  We 
resent  such  interference  when  applied  to  ourselves.  We  pro- 
test, with  good  reason,  against  the  unwarranted  and  impeiti- 
nent  intermeddling  of  the  German  Grand  Lodges  in  our  affairs. 
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as  exhibited  in  their  recognition  of  the  so-called  Prince  Hall 
Grand  Lodge. 

When  the  Brethren  in  Cuba  settle  their  little  family  difScal- 
ties,  and  agree  upon  an  authority,  which  at  least  a  majority 
of  them  can  regard  as  their  Grand  Lodge,  it  will  be  time 
enough  for  other  Grand  Lodges  to  admit  it  to  be  their  equal. 
If  recognition  were  withheld  until  substantial  unanimity  was 
secured  we  should  hear  less  of  these  unseemly  quarrels  among 
Masons. 

Your  committee  recommend  that  this  Grand  Lodge  defer 
action  upon  the  recognition  requested,  and  most  earnestly  and 
fraternally  urge  upon  the  Brethren  of  the  Island  of  Cuba  the 
cultivation  of  that  harmony  and  brotherly  love  which  may  result 
in  a  union  which  will  command  the  recognition  and  admiration 
of  the  whole  Fraternity.

Henry  C.  Shepard  and  others  in  regard  to  the  ex- 
clusion of  their  names  from  the  Charter  of  Me- 
chanics' Lodge,  which  was  granted  at  the  Quarterly 
Communication  in  March  last,  made  a  report  rec- 
ommending that  the  petitioners  have  leave  to  with- 
draw. After  discussion,  in  which  several  Brethren 
participated,  on  motion  of  R.W.  Henry  Chicker- 
ing,  the  report  was  amended  by  the  addition  to  its 
last  sentence  of  the  following  words :  ^  These  Breth- 
ren being  members  of  other  Lodges  at  the  time 
the  Charter  was  granted ; ''  and  as  thus  amended 
the  report  was  accepted,  and  the  petitioners  had 
leave  to  withdraw. 

The  Grand  Master  annoimced  the  death  of  R. W. 
Bro.  J.  Y.  C.  Smith,  a  distinguished  physician  for- 
merly residing  in  the  city  of  Boston,  who  had 
filled  with  signal  ability  many  public  stations,  and 
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was  conspicuous  for  his  zeal  and  fidelity  in  the  dis- 
charge of  Masonic  offices  and  duties,  having,  in 
addition  to  other  places  of  Masonic  trust,  held  in 
1860,  the  office  of  Deputy  Grand  Master  of  this 
Grand  Lodge. 

R.W.  William  D.  Coolidge,  in  behalf  of  the 
committee  previously  appointed  by  the  Grand  Mas- 
ter, to  take  suitable  notice  of  the  death  of  our  emi- 
nent Brother,  made  the  following  report :  — 

REPORT  OF    THE    fcOMMITTEE    ON    THE    DEATH  OF    E.W. 
JEROME  VAN   CROWNINSHIELD    SMITH. 

Ik  Grand  Lodge,  Sept.  10,  1879. 
The  committee  on  the  death  of  R.W.  Jerome  V.  C.  Smith 
ask  leave  to  report.  In  the  feeling  of  kindness  and  sympathy 
found  in  the  bosom  of  sanctified  affliction,  oar  Fraternity  are 
ever  ready  to  render  the  last  honors  to  their  dead ;  and  as  on 
the  bier  of  a  deceased  Brother  they  drop  the  emblem  that  re- 
minds us  of  the  immortality  of  the  soul,  they  seek  to  comfort 
others  with  the  same  consolations  with  which  they  themselves 
have  been  comforted  of  God.  In  the  fulness  of  years  and 
honors  our  R.W.  Bro.  Smith  departed  this  life  at  Richmond, 
Mass.,  on  Wednesday,  August  20th,  last.  He  was  bom  at 
Conway,  N.H.,  in  the  year  1800,  being  at  the  time  of  his  death 
in  the  eightieth  year  of  his  age.  He  entered  Brown  University, 
but  was  graduated  from  Williams  College  in  1822.  He  after- 
ward received  the  honorary  degree  of  M.D.  from  Brown  Uni- 
versity. His  professional  instruction  was  received  in  this  city, 
and  for  many  years,  being  about  the  same  age,  he  was  pro- 
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fessionally  the    friend    and    associate    of   our  late    Brothers 
Winslow  Lewis,  John  Flint,  and  others. 

For  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century  he  was  Port  Physician  of 
Boston,  having  charge  of  Rainsford  Island  Hospital,  and  to  him 
have  our  authorities  rendered  the  praise,  so  well-deserved,  of 
having  inaugurated  more  liberal  arrangements  and  better  facili- 
ties of  every  kind  to  alleviate  the  pains  and  lessen  the  dangers  of 
the  most  loathsome  disease  to  which  mortal  flesh  is  heir ;  for  to 
him  we  are  indebted  for  the  entire  revolution  which  has  been 
brought  about  in  its  treatment.  The  improvements  instituted  by 
him  will  grow  strong  by  age,  and  many  a  poor  sufferer,  like  the 
writer  of  these  memoirs,  will  long  revere  his  memory  and  call 
him  blessed.  The  many  living  witnesses  who  owe  to  his  skill 
and  culture  the  lives  they  enjoy  in  their  rescue  from  the  most 
terrible  of  all  diseases,  will  bear  their  testimony  that  the  good 
which  an  able  and  skilled  physician  is  able  to  accomplish  in  half 
a  century  of  practice  can  never  be  over-estimated.  The  literary 
ability  of  our  late  Brother  was  frequently  evinced  in  the  author- 
ship of  many  valuable  medical  treatises,  and  after  his  return  from 
the  Holy  Land  he  published  his  *'  Travels  in  Palestine.*'  His 
lectures  delivered  before  the  Masons  of  Boston,  on  the  scenes 
around  Jerusalem ;  the  stones  which  he  brought  and  exhibited 
f^om  the  Temple  of  Solomon,  and  the  minute  description  which 
he  gave  of  the  quarries  from  which  they  were  raised,  will  long 
be  remembered  by  those  whose  privilege  it  was  to  listen  to 
him. 

In  1854  he  was  elected  Mayor  of  Boston,  and  held  the  office 
for  two  years;  but  was  more  at  home  in  his  literary'  and 
professional  character  than  in  that  of  a  politician.  Since 
1860  he  has  resided  in  New  York,  and  being  so  little  among 
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US,  few  of  the  Masons  of  this  day  know  much  of  him  from 
personal  acquaintance.  In  the  late  war  he  was  active  in  the 
Sanitary  Department,  and  was  appointed  Inspector  General  to 
consider  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  city  of  New  Orleans. 

Dr.  J.  v.  C.  Smith  was  a  man  of  gi*eat  energy  and  persist- 
ency of  character ;  he  was  called  to  fill  many  places  of  trust 
and  responsibility,  and  in  them  all  was  characterized  by  the 
most  faithful  devotion  to  the  best  interests  of  those  who  placed 
him  in  them,  his  highest  wish  being  to  perform  faithfully  and 
well  his  whole  duty  as  a  citizen  of  this  great  American 
Republic. 

B.W.  Bro.  J.  v.  C.  Smith  has  held  various  responsible  offices 
in  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  was  a  permanent  member  of  it  for 
many  years ;  he  was  appointed  by  M.W.G.  Master  Randall,  in 
1851>2-3,  D.D.G.  Master  of  the  First  Masonic  District,  and 
by  M.W.G.  Master  Lewis,  Deputy  Grand  Master,  Dec.  27, 
1859.  He  was  buried  on  the  22d  of  August  last,  at  Pittsfield, 
where  repose  the  remains  of  his  wife.  He  has  left  an  only  son 
to  mourn  his  loss  and  to  reverence  his  memory. 

Thus  has  ended  a  useful  life,  filled  with  kindness  and  help- 
fulness to  his  fellow-men,  and  the  conscientious  performance 
of  duty  to  God,  his  neighbor,  and  himself.  He  has  joined  the 
goodly  company  of  our  sainted  Brethren,  with  whom  he  spent 
so  many  happy  years,  professionally  and  Masonicall}'',  to  be 
no  more  separated  from  them  forever.  In  the  beautiful  lan- 
guage of  R.W.  Bro.  Cheever,  on  a  late  occasion,  but  equall}*^ 
applicable  here, — 

*' Doubt  not,  my  Brethren,  that  in  ampler  ethers,  on  higher  planes  of 
actirity,  in  wider  spheres  of  brotherhood,  his  life  is  warmed  by  the  breath 
of  the  Dirine  Spirit,  to  which  he  has  returned,  and  brightened  in  the  glow 
of  the  eternal  love." 
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<<  Weep  not  then  for  him  who,  having  won 
The  bound  of  our  appointed  years,  at  last, 
Life's  blessings  all  ei^joyed,  life's  labors  done. 
Serenely  to  his  final  rest  has  passed ; 
While  the  soft  memory  of  his  virtues  yet 
Lingers,  like  twilight  dews  when  the  bright  sun  is  set.

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ADDRESS  OF  R.W.   DEPUTY  GRAND  MASTER. 

In  compliance  with  official  request  the  society  of  Free  and 
Accepted  Masons,  represented  b}'  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, is  present  to  participate  in  and,  if  possible,  to 
heighten  the  impressive  services  of  this  commemoration.  In  all 
that  strengthens  virtue,  enlarges  charit}',  and  inspires  patriotism, 

this  Fraternity  has  a  deep  and  strong  interest.    It  is  here  to-day, 

* 

not  simply  to  see  and  to  be  seen,  but  to  express  its  joy  at  the 
erection  of  this  granite  shaft,  to  praise  the  valor,  and  bow  before 
the  sacrifice  which  it  commemorates. 

Our  Institution  desires  to  exalt  the  love  and  defence  of  home 
and  of  native  land,  and  to  officially  and  publicly  endorse  such 
memorials  as  stimulate  public  spirit,  make  heroes  immortal,  and 
teach  the  passers-by  what  liberty  has  cost. 

We  congratulate  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  upon  the 
completion  of  this  appropriate  and  beautiful  monument,  and 
this  municipality  upon  the  possession  of  so  fine  a  work,  so 
great  a  treasure,  so  constant  and  truthful  a  teacher.  In  the 
coming  years  it  will  stand,  giving  out  its  lessons  and  impress- 
ing its  truths  upon  innumerable  minds. 

Its  lesson  is  devotion.  How  devoted  to  country  and  liberty 
were  parents,  wives,  and  sisters  who  gave  to  them  their  sons, 
husbands,  and  brothers  !  How  devoted  the  comrades  in  arms  who 
were  joined  in  battle  line  I  How  devoted  the  living  army,  which 
keeps  the  memories  of  its  dead  ever  green,  and  erects  such 
memorials  to  perpetuate  their  heroic  deeds  !  Let  devotion  burn. 
Gather  around  this  altar  in  memory''  of  the  sublime  fidelitv"  of 
the  Federal  Army.  Let  us  vow  a  more  steadfast  purpose  in  all 
that  is  true,  self-denying,  and  patriotic.

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The  lesson  of  this  monument  is  fortitude.  What  defeat 
crashed  the  patriotism  of  our  soldiers  ?  -  What  disaster  appalled 
them?  Over  hill-top,  valley,  and  plain  they  came,  without 
thought  of  honor  or  hope  of  glory,  stepping  into  the  bloody 
tracks  of  brave  men,  filling  up  decimated  ranks,  brave  in  hunger 
and  watching,  in  battle  and  in  pain. 

Will  not  this  structure  impress  upon  the  rising  generations  of 
this  city  the  lesson  that  patriotism  is  a  principal  virtue?  Our 
comrades,  whose  memorj'  it  perpetuates,*  were  true  patriots. 
The  flag  was  the  symbol  of  the  government,  of  its  glorious 
record  and  of  its  hope.  That  flag  they  followed  in  sunshine 
and  in  storm,  held  it  aloft  'mid  shot  and  shell,  and  bore  it  victo- 
rious throughout  all  the  land.  Tired  and  hungry,  wounded  and 
bleeding,  pulseless  and  dying,  still  these  devoted  men  clung  to 
their  flag,  the  symbol  of  their  country's  protection  and  power. 

This  monument  is  also  the  symbol  of  sacrifice.  How  can 
those  who  come  after  us  fail  to  remember  that  this  column  stands 
as  an  exponent  of  the  sacrifice  which  Gloucester  made  to  per- 
petuate our  liberty?  She  ofiered  husbands,  fathers,  sons,  on  sea 
and  land,  in  behalf  of  the  nation.  Was  wealth  expended,  were 
mills  stopped,  were  fields  uncultivated,  and  vessels  idle?  Yet 
as  nought  were  all  these,  compared  with  the  sacrifice  of  comfort, 
hope,  love,  and  life,  which  the  soldiery  and  their  families  endured 
with  wonderful  patience  and  unexampled  heroism. 

Masonry  teaches  that  integrity  is  worthy  of  costliest  sacrifice ; 
devotion,  fortitude,  and  lo3'alty  are  heroic  qualities  not  unknown 
in  the  Masonic  ritual  and  the  practice  of  our  Brotherhood. 

We  have  gathered  to  dedicate  this  monument  by  setting  it 
apart  as  a  perpetual  memorial  of  the  heroic  dead  of  your  city. 
Upon  this  altar  the  Institution  I  have  the  pleasure  to  represent 
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would  place  its  choicest  garlands  of  gratitade  and  honor.  With 
the  pomp  of  ancient  rite  and  ceremony,  it  bestows  upon  this 
material  symbol  of  devotion,  fortitude,  and  patriotic  sacrifice, 
its  consecration  and  benediction. 

May  this  shaft,  harmed  by  no  bolt  of  heaven,  injured  by  no 
quaking  earth,  endure  while  the  generations  shall  come  and  go. 
May  it  stand  a  perpetual  memorial  of  the  brave  men  of  Glouces- 
ter, and  incite  our  successors  to  imitate  their  heroic  viilues. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  ceremonies  the  Grand 
Officers  repaired  to  the  Ocean  House,  and^  after 
a  generous  and  hospitable  entertainment  by  the 
Brethren  of  Gloucester,  the  Grand  Lodge  was 
closed*  in  the  apartment  in  which  it  was  opened, 
in  Due  Form,  at  twenty  minutes  past  five  o'clock, 
P.M.

ANNUAL  ADDRESS  OF  THE  GRAND  MASTER. 

Brethren  of  the  Grand  Lodge:  —  At  the  Commiinication 
held  in  March,  186C,  it  was  voted,  that  the  Grand  Master  be 
instructed  to  make  a  detailed  report  of  the  financial  condition 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  his  Annual  Address,  and  the  distin- 
guished Brother,  who  was  then  3'onr  Grand  Master,  submitted 
his  report  at  the  Annual  Communication,  held  early  in  Decem- 
ber, instead  of  at  the  Stated  Communication  on  St.  John's 
daj',  as  had  been  usual,  giving  as  his  reason  that  the  attend- 
ance was  much  larger  at  the  day  when  the  officers  were  elected 
than  at  the  Installation  Festival.  Since  that  time  the  prece- 
dent, for  which  such  good  reason  existed,  has  been  followed, 
and  the  address  of  the  Grand  Master  has  been  very  properly 
made    not  only  a  report  of  the  financial    condition  of   the 
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Grand  Lodge,  but  an  account  of  some  of  his  more  important 
labors  during  the  jear,  and  of  such  other  Masonic  matters  as 
seemed  to  him  proper  to  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
Craft.  On  this  one  hundred  and  forty-sixth  anniversar}-  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  I  follow,  as  well  as  I  can,  in  the  footprints 
ivhich  my  predecessors  have  left  behind  them. 

We  have  lost  by  death  during  the  year  only  two  of  our 
permanent  members.  R.W.  Bro.  Charles  Kimball,  of  Lowell, 
Senior  Warden  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  in  1871  to  1872,  died 
March  G,  1879,  at  the  age  of  sixtj'-eight,  and  as  the  committee, 
who  prepared  the  resolutions  relative  to  his  death,  very  truly 
stated,  after  a  life  of  activity  and  usefulness,  characterized  by 
fidelit}'  and  zeal  in  whatever  position  he  occupied.  His  Breth- 
ren in  Lowell,  and  those  of  the  Fraternity  elsewhere,  who 
knew  him,  will  not  soon  forget  their  kind  and  courteous 
Brother. 

R.W.  Jerome  V.  C.  Smith,  D.D.  Grand  Master  of  the  First 
Masonic  District  in  1851,  1852,  and  1853,  and  Deput}'  Grand 
Master  for  one  year,  from  December  27,  1859,  died  at  Rich- 
mond, Mass.,  August  20th  last,  aged  seventy-nine.  He  was  a 
gi*adiiate  of  Williams  College,  and  received  his  degree  of  M.D. 
from  Brown  University.  For  many  3'ears  he  was  port  phj'si- 
cian  of  Boston ;  and  while  serving  in  that  capacity,  and  in 
charge  of  Rainsford  Island  Hospital,  introduced  important  and 
valuable  changes  in  the  treatment  of  small-pox  patients,  which 
he  carried  out  with  skill  and  characteristic  energy.  He  was 
also  the  author  of  various  medical  treatises;  and,  having 
travelled  in  the  East,  published  his  ''Tnvels  in  Palestine," 
and  delivered  ver}-  interesting  lectures  before  members  of  our 
Fraternitj^  on  what  he  had  seen  and  examined  in  and  about 
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Jernsalem,  having  a  special  relation  to  Masonic  traditions. 
His  election  to  the  office  of  Mayor  of  Boston,  in  1854,  an  office 
which  he  held  two  years,  was  a  grateful  acknowledgment  by  his 
fellow-citizens  of  the  services  he  had  rendered  them.  The 
committee,  who  reported  resolutions  relative  to  his  death,  at 
our  last  Quarterly  Communication,  have  so  carefully  described 
his  Masonic  life,  and  portrayed  his  chilracter,  that  I  need  only 
refer  you  to  their  report. 

I  received,  last  month,  a  communication  from  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Connecticut,  announcing  the  death  of  their  beloved 
Grand  Master,  Israel  M.  Bullock.  He  died  on  the  21st  day  of 
October  last,  after  a  protracted  illness,  having  held  the  position 
of  Grand  Master  only  a  few  months ;  and  the  announcement  of 
his  death  stated  that  he  was  not  only  a  great  loss  to  the 
Craft  in  Connecticut,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  over  which  he 
presided,  but  to  the  community  in  which  he  lived,  and  of  which 
he  was  a  highly  honored  citizen.  We  sincerely  sympathize 
with  our  Brethren  in  the  affliction  which  has  befallen  them. 

A  letter  was  received  some  time  since  from  the  Grand  Orient 
of  Portugal,  with  sentiments  expressive  of  the  friendship  and 
fraternal  feelings  entertained  by  that  Masonic  Body  towards 
this  Grand  Lodge,  and  asking  it  to  appoint  some  Brother  as  its 
representative  to  the  Grand  Orient  of  Portugal,  and  to  desig- 
nate some  Brother  here  as  the  representative  of  the  Grand 
Orient  with  us.  I  replied  to  this  letter,  reciprocating,  most 
cordially,  the  fraternal  sentiments  expressed  by  the  distin- 
guished Brother  at  the  head  of  the  Grand  Orient,  and  informed 
him  that  while  this  Grand  Lodge  would  take  every  opportunity 
of  strengthening  the  ties  uniting  the  Masonic  Fraternity 
throughout  the  world,  it  had  not  adopted  the  policy  of  appoint- 
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ing  representatives  to  other  Masonic  bodies,  or  receiving  repre- 
sentatives from  them.  To  a  communication  from  one  of  the 
Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States,  making  a  similar  request, 
I  returned  a  similar  answer. 

In  compliance  with  your  vote  passed  at  the  Quarterly  Com- 
munication of  March  10th  last,  I  acknowledged,  in  your 
behalf,  the  receipt  of  the  beautifhl  photographic  likeness  of 
E.W.  Bro.  Michael  M.  Hayes,  Grand  Master  from  1788  to 
1791,  and  thanked  Brother  Myers,  of  Virginia,  for  his  accept- 
able present. 

The  views  which  were  expressed  in  my  last  annual  address  as 
to  the  importance  of  rarely  granting  dispensations  for  the 
degrees  within  the  time^imited  by  the  Constitutions,  and  the 
extreme  caution  which  should  be  exercised  by  the  Lodges  in 
regard  to  their  jurisdictional  rights,  need  not  again  be  urged 
upon  your  consideration.  My  views  also  remain  unchanged  as 
to  the  importance  of  avoiding,  as  far  as  possible,  detailed 
reports  of  Masonic  proceedings  in  newspapers  and  periodicals 
other  than  Masonic ;  in  fact,  they  have  been  strengthened  by 
farther  reflection,  but  I  have  nothing  further  to  add  to  what 
was  then  said.  As  some  confusion,  however,  has  arisen  from 
a  change  of  policy  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  in  regard  to  one 
jurisdictional  matter,  and  the  Masonic  law  affecting  certain  of 
the  Lodges  seems  not  to  be  well  understood,  I  will  endeavor 
briefly  to  state  the  history  of  the  legislation,  and  its  result. 
The  territorial  limits  of  Boston  and  other  places  having  been 
changed  from  time  to  time  by  the  Legislature  of  the  Common- 
wealth, by  the  extension  of  the  limits  of  Boston,  the  formation 
of  new  towns  elsewhere,  and  in  other  ways,  the  Grand  Lodge 
acted  upon  individual  cases,  generally,  if  not  always,  endeavor- 
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ing  to  make  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of  the  Lodges  accord 
with  the  changes  made  by  the  Legislature.  It  finally  found 
itself  ernbanassed  by  the  precedents  established  by  its  own 
decisions.  At  the  Quarterl}'  Communication  in  June,  1872,  a 
committee  was  appointed  to  consider  '*  the  whole  subject  of 
limiting  the  jurisdiction  of  Lodges  to  the  territory*  originally 
given  them  b}*  their  charters."  Two  of  that  committee  made  a 
full  report  in  December,  1872,  and  recommended  certain  reso- 
lutions and  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution.  The  amend- 
ment and  resolutions,  if  passed,  would  have  deprived  some 
Lodges  of  jurisdictional  privileges,  ali*eady  formally  given  to 
them,  or  acknowledged  bj-  the  Grand  Lodge  to  be  theii-s.  The 
subject  was  referred  to  another  coqjmittee;  and  this  latter 
committee,  at  the  Communication  of  March,  1873,  recom- 
mended that  the  amendment  proposed  by  the  former  committee 
pass  with  the  word  "  hereafter"  prefixed  to  it,  and  that  the 
resolutions,  which  affected  the  jurisdictional  privileges,  already 
granted  or  acknowledged  to  belong  to  certain  Lodges,  should 
not  pass.  The  amendment  recommended  by  this  latter  com- 
mittee was  adopted,  and  read  thus:  ^*' Hereafter  no  changes  by 
tlie  Legislature  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Municipal  Corpora- 
tions,  or  boundaries  of  the  territories  thereof,  shall  be  held  to 
affect  in  any  wa^*  the  jurisdiction  of  Lodges.  Lodges  located 
by  their  charters  in  particular  sections  of  municipalities  shall 
have  the  same  jurisdiction  therein  as  if  said  sections  were  entire 
municipalities,  and  where  the  boundaries  of  such  sections  are 
uncertain,  they  ma^'  be  determined  by  the  Grand  Master  for 
the  time  being."  The  consideration  of  the  resolutions,  pro- 
posed b}'  the  first  committee  or  its  mnjoritj',  and  which  affected 
Lodges  the  jurisdictional  limits  of  which  were  already  fixed 
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by  the  Grand  Lodge,  was  deferred  to  the  Quarterly  Communi- 
cation in  June,  and  the  resolution  was  then  laid  on  the  table, 
and  thus  died  a  natural  death.  The  result  is,  that  while  the 
Lodges  then  existing  in  Boston  proper,  Boston  Highlands,  and 
Dorchester,  have  concurrent  jurisdiclion  over  the  whole  territory 
at  that  time  comprehended  in  the  Cit}'  of  Boston,  the  Lodges 
in  East  Boston  and  South  Boston  are  located  by  their  charters 
in  those  respective  districts,  and  no  subsequent  annexation  of 
territory'  to  the  city  has  affected  or  will  affect  the  jurisdiction  of 
these  Lodges.  Lodges  constituted  subsequently  to  the  Com- 
DQunication  of  March,  1873,  will  be  restricted,  b^'  the  Constitu- 
tions, to  the  territory  named  in  their  respective  charters.  The 
same  principle  is  applicable  where  the  territorial  limits  of  other 
towns  or  cities  in  the  Commonwealth  have  been  changed  by  the 
Legislature.  The  Grand  Lodge  has  declared  that  it  alone  can 
add  to  or  take  awaj'  from  the  jurisdictional  limits  granted  to 
an}-  Lodge  by  its  charter.  When  the  late  edition  of  the  Con- 
stitutions was  printed,  it  was  probably  thought  unnecessary, 
b}'  those  having  it  in  charge,  to  retain  the  word  '*  hereafter." 
There  was  no  intention  to  alter  the  effect  of  the  Constitutional 
provision. 

Among  the  official  directions  given  b}*  one  of  my  prede- 
cessors was  one,  directing  that  no  person  should  be  admitted 
into  a  Lodge  who  was  not  properly  known  to  be  a  Mason  in 
good  regular  standing,  unless  he  was  vouched  for  bj*  some 
well-known  Brother,  or  produced  the  certificate  of  some  Grand 
Lodge,  and  pnssed  a  strict  examination.  This  regulation, 
which  requires  both  an  examination  and  a  certtjicate^  is  dated 
Feb.  8, 1872,  was  reported  to  the  Grand  Lodge  at  the  Quartvly 
Communication  in  March,  1872,  in  an  address  made  by  the 
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Grand  Master,  and  has  never  been  rescinded.  I  have  reason 
to  believe  that  some  Masters  of  Lodges,  not  being  aware  of  this 
regulation,  have  not  always  conformed  to  it;  and  your  atten- 
tion is  therefore  called  to  it,  and  you  are  desired  to  enforce  it 
strictly.  Complaints  have  sometimes  been  made  to  me  by 
Masons  from  other  jurisdictions  that  they  were  excluded  from 
our  Lodges,  and  the  privileges  of  Masonry,  by  this  rule; 
but  it  is  no  good  reason  for  the  non-enforcement  of  a  regulation 
or  for  its  rescission  that  it  sometimes  operates  with  hardship 
upon  individuals ;  all  rules  do  so  at  times ;  the  general  good  is 
the  matter  to  be  considered  and  legislated  for ;  and  in  these 
days,  when  impostors  abound,  and  it  is  not  impossible  for 
them  to  acquire  a  sufficient  knowledge  to  enable  them  to  pass 
an  examination,  the  written  certificate  is  perhaps  a  better,  cer- 
tainly as  good  a  safeguard  as  the  examination.  Both  together, 
with  the  visitors'  book  added,  should  be  used  to  keep  off  the 
cowan  and  eavesdropper.  If  a  Mason  from  another  State  or 
country  comes  here  to  remain  any  length  of  time,  and  cannot, 
for  satisfactory  reasons,  procure  a  certificate  or  diploma,  appli- 
cation should  be  made  to  the  Grand  Master,  who  will,  when  in 
his  power,  satisfy  himself  as  to  the  Masonic  character  of  the 
applicant,  and,  if  on  examination  the  case  requires  it,  provide 
a  remedy. 

There  has  been,  within  a  month  past,  in  Boston  and  its 
vicinity,  a  person  named  C.  C.  Burt,  hailing  from  Jackson, 
Michigan,  who  has  advertised  that  he  will  confer  upon  appli- 
cants degrees  of  the  Egyptian  rite,  so  called.  Neither  this 
Grand  Lodge  nor  its  Grand  Master  have  any  authority  over  or 
official  concern  with  any  degrees  except  the  three  degrees  of 
symbolic  Masonry ;  but  it  seems  to  me  proper  when  I  see  any 
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imposition  attempted  upon  the  Brethren  to  warn  them  of  it.     I 
find  that  in  the  address  of  the  late  Grand  Master  of  Michigan, 
delivered   at  a  Commanication  held  January  28,    1879,  this 
person  is  spoken  of  in  a  by  no  means  complimentary  manner. 
It  is  stated  that  he  was  expelled  from  Masonry  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  New  Jersey  by  a  unanimous  vote ;  that  the  resolution 
was  afterwards  rescinded  on  account  of  a  technical  informality ; 
that  the  original  charges  were  then  still  pending  against  him ; 
that  he  had  been  expelled  from  a  Lodge  in  Jackson,  Michigan, 
the  place  of  his  present  residence,  for  the  alleged  crime  of 
perjury,  and  that  the  case  was  then  on  appeal  before  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Michigan.     What  may  have  taken  place  since  I  do 
not  know.     He  called  upon  me,  and  at  his  solicitation  I  fixed  a 
time  for  meeting  him  and  hearing  his  defence  of  himself  and 
his  rites ;  but  owing  to  being  detained  in  professional  duties  I 
was  obliged  to  request  the  Grand  Secretary  to  meet  him.     The 
Grand  Secretary  patiently  heai*d  all  he  had  to  say,  and  on  a 
subsequent  consultation  between  us  we  were  satisfied  that  he 
had  no  right  whatever  to  confer  these  rites  of  Egypt,  so  called. 
Finding  that  he  was  of  the  legal  profession,  and  having  heard 
from  respectable  parties  here  that  he  did  not  bear  a  good  char- 
acter in  that  profession,  I  afterwards  wrote  confidentially  to  a 
gentleman  of  the  first  eminence  in  Michigan,  inquiring  into  his 
character  as  a  man  ;   and  the  reply  was :  "I  have  a  very  slight 
acquaintance  with  Mr.  Burt;  but  his  reputation  for  integrity 
is  anything  but  good."    In  conclusion  I  will  only  add  that  if  the 
Brethren  desire  to  overlay  their  Blue  Lodge  Ma&onry  with  all 
the  orders  in  existence  -r-  and  many  of  these  orders  are  no  doubt 
worthy  of  greiJJ  respect — the}"  had  better  apply  to  those  who 
have  legal  authority  to  confer  them,  and  whose  character  as 
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honest  men  will  give  some  assurance  that  what  they  profess  to 
impart  has  value. 

There  are  so  man}'  secret  organizations,  some  of  them  pro- 
fessing to  be  more  or  less  connected  with  Masonry,  although 
not  so  in  realit}-,  that  it  seems  desirable  tliat  our  Lodge  rooms 
should,  where  the  pecuniar^'  condition  of  the  Lodge  will  per- 
mit, be  solely  devoted  to  Masonic  purposes ;  otherwise  I  fear 
that  jealousies  may  arise  and  dissension  take  the  place  of  har- 
mon3\  The  masters  and  officers  of  Lodges  have  at  times  con- 
sulted me  on  this  subject,  and  this  has  been  my  advice ;  but  I 
have  also  added  that,  if  their  means  would  not  permit  them  to 
adopt  this  course,  they  might  verj'  properly  lessen  their  ex- 
penses  b}*  occupying  their  apartments  in  connection  with  other 
associations.  The  great  majority  of  the  Lodges  use  their 
apartments  for  Masonic  purposes  onl}',  and  I  am  gratified  to 
think  that  the  opinion  of  nearl}*  all  of  the  Brethren,  with  whom 
I  have  conversed  on  the  subject,  agrees  with  mine,  that  this 
manner  of  using  them  is  far  the  best. 

On  examination  quite  lately  of  the  Records  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  in  the  Grand  Secretar3^*s  office  I  found  that  the  only 
persons  allowed  by  its  vote  to  consult  the  standard  authority 
for  the  work,  which  as  you  know  is  placed  in  the  charge  of  the 
Grand  Master,  are  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters,  the 
Grand  Lecturers,  and  the  Acting  Masters  of  Lodges.  Although 
by  some  error  the  abstract  of  the  records  as  printed  varies  some- 
what in  this  respect  from  the  original  records,  neither  by  the 
records  nor  by  the  printed  abstract  are  the  Wardens  or  Officers 
of  Lodges,  other  than  the  acting  Mastera,  authorized  to  consult 
It.  How  the  mistake  arose  of  allowing  others  ^p  consult  it  I 
do  not  know ;  but  it  is  evidently  my  dutj-,  now  that  I  have 
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ascertained  wbat  the  vote  of  the  Grand  Lodge  was,  to  enforce 
it,  and  henceforth  the  standard  work  will  not  be  open  for  con- 
sultation b}'  any  others  than  those  who  have  been  authorized  by 
the  Grand  Lodge,  namely,  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters, 
the  Grand  Lecturers,  and  the  Acting  Masters  of  Lodges.  Of 
course  the  Grand  Lodge  can  pass  such  an  order  as  it  sees  fit ; 
but  I  submit  to  the  wisdom  of  the  members,  whether  it  is  not 
almost  time  to  restrict  still  farther  the  use  of  this  work.  The 
great  object  was  to  have  a  fixed  standard.  The  Masters  and 
working  oflacers  of  each  Lodge  have  now  acquired,  each  at 
least  his  own  particular  portion,  and  they  can  transmit  these 
portions  unimpaired  to  their  successors,  for  the  instructive 
tongue,  the  attentive  ear,  and  the  faithful  breast  still  remain  with 
us  ;  the  Grand  Lecturers  can  give  their  lectures  as  of  old ;  and 
in  case  any  question  arises,  about  which  the  Grand  Lecturers 
differ  or  are  in  doubt,  the  standard  work  can  be  appealed  to. 
But  I  leave  this  matter  to  be  decided  by  the  prudence  and  dis- 
cretion of  the  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  in  full  confidence, 
or  at  least  strong  hope,  that  no  mere  considerations  of  conven- 
ience will  lead  them  to  decide  contrary  to  the  true  interests  of 
the  Fraternity. 

As  it  is  not  onlj-  important  that  the  Masters  and  Officers  of 
Lodges  should  be  well  acquainted  with  the  work  of  the  degrees, 
but  also  to  some  extent  with  Masonic  usage  and  law,  or  have 
the  means  ready  at  hand  to  learn  what  that  law  and  usage  is, 
I  cannot  too  strongly  recommend  all  who  are  able,  to  pur- 
chase the  Masonic  Digest  recently  compiled  by  R.W.  Brother 
Chcever. 

The  complaint  of  Howard  Lodge  against  Brother  Wm.  F. 
Kenny  was  referred  to  mo  by  vote  of   the  Grand  Lodge  at 
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its  Quarterly  Communication  in  March,  1879,  and  after  carefully 
considering  it  and  ascertaining,  as  far  as  in  my  power,  the  facts 
of  the  case,  I  took  such  action  upon  it  as  seemed  to  me  for  the 
good  of  all  parties  interested. 

I  have  had  correspondence  with  the  Grand  Master  of  New 
Hampshire  in  regard  to  certain  persons  desiring  to  be  healed, 
who  received  the  degrees  without  the  permission  of  Lodges  in 
'  New  Hampshire ;  but  as  yet  no  decision  has  been  communicated 
to  me  from  that  Grand  Lodge.  It  appears  that  such  cases  are 
in  New  Hampshire  referred  to  a  Committee  on  Jurisprudence. 
It  meets  only  once  a  year,  and  has  not  usually  the  time  or 
requisite  information  at  its  first  meeting  to  act  upon  the  busi- 
ness of  this  kind  which  comes  before  it.

1879,  May  9.  I  had  made  an  appointment  to  visit,  at  this 
date,  Mystic  Lodge,  Pittsfield,  but  was  prevented  by  profes- 
sional engagements.  R.W.  Brother  Nickerson  went  in  my 
place,  and  his  great  familiarity  with  the  subject  made  my 
absence  of  little  consequence.

Visited  the  Lodges  at  Northampton,  and  ad- 
dressed a  large  number  of  Brethren  on  the  financial  question. 

1879,  June  9.  Visited  Charity  Lodge,  North  Cambridge,  at 
a  social  gatliering,  and  passed  a  very  pleasant  evening,  not  the 
less  pleasant  that  I  was  not  obliged  to  say  a  word  on  the  finan- 
cial question. 

1879,  June  19.  Visited  Mt.  Olivet  Lodge,  Cambridge,  and 
witnessed  the  work  on  the  third  degree.  The  candidate  was 
examined  on  the  lecture  of  the  second  degree,  and  surprised  all 
present  bj*  his  great  accuracy. 


108  .ABSTRACT  OF  PROCEEDINGS  OF  [Dec- 10, 

1879,  June  24.  Accompanied  the  Grand  Lodge  on  a  visit  to 
the  Lodges  in  Salem,  these  Lodges  celebrating  the  centennial 
anniversary  of  the  introduction  of  Masonry  to  that  place.

Sept.  15,  1879.  I  requested  the  D.D.G.  Master  of  the  First 
Masonic  District  to  notify  the  Lodges  in  his  jurisdiction  that 
Frank  H.  Clayton,  who  received  the  degrees  in  Perseverance 
Lodge,  New  York  City,  was  a  clandestine  Mason. 

The  reports  of  the  District  Deputies  give  me  favorable 
accounts  of  the  conditions  of  the  Lodges,  with  very  few  excep- 
tions. I  can  only  add  that  the  rendering  of  the  work,  when  I 
have  been  present,  has  been  such  as  to  deserve  great  praise, 'and 
1  am  also  satisfied  that  the  harmony  of  the  Lodges,  and  their 
good  feeling  and  respect  towards  this,  their  representative  body, 
remains  unimpaired. 

A  considerable  amount  of  money  was  contributed  a  3'ear  ago 
or  more  by  Lodges  and  individual  Brothers  for  the  relief  of  the 
sufferers  in  the  South-west,  and  placed  in  my  hands.  1  sent 
portions  of  it,  so  far  as  needed,  to  different  places ;  but  after  all 
Masonic  wants  were  supplied  a  little  more  than  half  was  left. 
This  I  deposited  in  the  New  England  Trust  Co.,  where  it  drew 
a  small  rate  of  interest,  supposing  that  further  cases  would 
arise  which  would  require  relief;  but  in  answer  to  my  subse- 
quent inquiries  it  was  stated  that  no  more  money  was  needed. 
When  the  yellow  fever  broke  out,  this  last  summer,  I  wrote 
again  to  those  upon  whom  I  could  rely,  to  ascertain  if  assist- 
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ance  was  needed ;  but  found  that  it  was  not.  I  have  there- 
fore returned,  by  check  on  the  Trust  Co.,  to  each  Lodge  which 
contributed,  including  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  to  each  individual 
contributor,  his  proportion  of  the  amount  left  on  deposit.  The 
fUU  amount  contributed  was  $1,8^2.42  ;  of  this,  $802.50  was 
sent  to  the  relief  of  the  sufferers;  $1,039.92  remained  in  the 
Trust  Co.,  and  some  interest  has  accrued  upon  it.  If  a  few 
dollars  shall  be  still  left  after  all  the  checks  are  paid,  I  propose 
to  give  them  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Charity  Fund,  who  I 
know  will  find  a  good  use  for  them.

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The  report  of  the  Directors,  made  iu  accordance  with  Con- 
stitutions, Part  I.,  Art.  1,  Sect  I.,  is  as  follows :  — 

The  returns  of  the  D.D.G.  Masters  for  the  present  year, 
without  deducting  their  travelling  expenses,  show  an  amount 
collected  of  $27,212.53.  In  the  year  1877  the  amount  col- 
lected was  $28,648.75  ;  last  year,  $28,352.50.  Of  the  amount 
collected  this  year  $20,731  came  from  the  capitation  tax; 
86,481.53  from  the  annual  fee  and  from  the  initiation  fees  paid 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  by  each  Lodge,  and  from  small  items. 
The  travelling  expenses  of  the  District  Deputies  paid  this 
year  have  been  $1,120.31,  including  one  bill  which  properly 
belonged  to  last  year's  account,  but  which  a  District  Deputy-  did 
not  deduct  from  the  amount  paid  by  him  to  the  Grand  Treas- 
urer, and  for  which  he  did  not  send  in  a  bill  till  after  the  Annual 
Communication. 

There  have  been  received  from  rents  $20,552.56.  Up  to  May 
last  the  rents  of  the  lower  story  and  basement  were  at  the  rate 
of  $10,000  per  annum.  Those  portions  of  the  building  have 
been  let  since  then  at  the  rate  of  $7,000  per  annum,  as  was 
anticipated ;  the  banking  room  and  small  room  on  Boylston 
street  for  $3,000,  till  May  1,  1880 ;  the  auction  room  for  $2,500, 
till  May  1,  1881 ;  the  basement  story  for  five  years,  at  $1,500 
per  annum.  Each  of  the  tenants  pays  a  proper  proportion  of 
the  expense  of  heating.  Some  other  small  items  have  also 
been  received,  which  will  appear  in  the  summary  of  receipts 
and  payments. 

From  the  commutation  of  the  next  capitation  tax  there  has 
been  received  $3,512.45,  and  this  has  been  applied  to  the  reduc- 
tion of  the  principal  of  the  debt. 

A  few  days  after  the  June  Communication  of  the  Grand

um.  Every  bill  presented  has  been  paid,  and  the  payment 
ntcrest  on  the  note  to  the  Provident  Institution,  payable 
«mber  15,  has  been  anticipated  in  the  same  manner  as  last 
r.  The  Treasurer  has  $769.60  on  hand,  and  claims  for 
174.31.  It  thus  appears  that  the  Fraternity  have  reduced 
irdebt  during  the  past  year  from  $275,550  to  $258,800,  a 
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reduction  of  816,750 ;  but  of  this  amount  $8,512.45  has  been 
received  from  Lodges  and  individuals  commuting  for  the  next 
capitation  tax.  It  should  be  remembered  that  if  any  individual 
member  of  a  Lodge  chooses  to  pay  the  commutation  of  810  for 
himself,  and  the  Lodge  to  which  he  belongs  elects  afterwards 
to  commute  for  all  its  members,  as  the  law  allows,  the  money 
paid  by  the  individual  member  will  be  credited  to  the  Lodge  as 
part  of  its  payment.  The  Lodges  who  commute  can  raise  the 
money  by  assessment  upon  their  members,  by  vote  or  resolution 
properly  passed,  without  making  any  change  in  their  by-laws. 
I  should  advise  the  Lodges,  however,  to  pass  such  a  vote  or 
resoluticyi  with  the  same  formalities  of  notice  and  under  the 
same  iiiles  as  are  required  in  case  of  a  change  in  their  by-laws* 
The  effect  will  be  that  the  consent  of  the  Grand  Lodge  will  not 
be  required.

The  Board  of  Directors,  on  the  Ist  of  September  last,  reduced 
the  expenses  connected  with  the  care  of  the  Temple,  by  dispens- 
ing with  the  services  of  an  assistant  superintendent.  His 
salaiy  was  $700.  They  employ  in  his  stead  such  temporary 
assistance  as  is  needed  in  the  cloak-room  on  the  evenings  when 
Lodges  or  other  bodies  meet,  and  in  the  daytime  during  a  por- 
tion of  the  winter  months,  when  the  services  of  the  engineer 
are  required  in  the  discharge  of  his  own  several  dutiels.  It  is 
probable  that  a  saving  of  about  $350  will  be  effected  in  future 
by  this  change. 

All  the  expenses  of  the  Grand  Secretary's  office  in  the  way 
of  stationery,  postage,  etc.,  are  paid  from  the  moneys  received 
from  sale  of  trestle-boards  and  travelling  caixls.  By  vote  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  the  money  received  from  the  sale  of  the  Masonic 
Digest  is  paid  over  to  the  Grand  Treasurer,  to  repay  the  cost  of 
that  work.  The  Secretary's  accounts  are  annually  rendered  to 
the  Directors  and  examined  by  them.  This  ends  the  report  of 
the  Board  of  Directors. 

I  congratulate  the  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  on  the  great 
unanimity  and  good  feeling  with  which  the  Bi'ethren  throughout 
the  State  have  assumed  the  burden  laid  upon  them,  so  wisely 
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and  necessarily  as  it  seems  to  me,  by  the  vote  of  June  11, 
1879.     From  everj'  quarter  come  approving  and  encouraging 
words,  and   while  I  appreciate  fully  the  pecuniary  diflSculties 
with  which  all  the  Lodges  will  have  for  a  while  to  struggle, 
have  great  sj'mpathy  for  some  of  the  weaker  ones,  I  no  longer 
fear  that  the  Masonic  Fraternity  will  lose,  in  consequence  of  it, 
any  great  number  of  valuable  members.     The  D.D.G.  Master 
of  the  1st  Masonic  District  reports  that  already  five  Lodges, 
with  a  membership  of  778,  have  voted  to  commute ;  that  action 
in  other  Lodges  will  soon  follow ;  that  in  two  of  the  Lodges 
fully  fifty  per  cent,  have  signified  their  intention  to  pay  on  de- 
mand, and  that  by  January  1st  ninety  per  cent,  of  the  $21,580 
due  from  the  First  Masonic  District  will  have  been  provided  for ; 
that  this  is  due  to  the  interest  taken  in  the  matter  by  the  Mas- 
ters of  the  various  Lodges,  and  the  belief,  on  the  part  of  the 
members,  that  they  themselves  and  all  the  Masons  in  Massa- 
chusetts are  deeply  interested  in  it,  because  the  Grand  Lodge 
is  not  a  separate  Institution,  but  a  part  of  Masonvy  responsible 
to  every  individual  Mason.     To  this  can  be  added  that  since 
his  report  was  made,  another  Lodge  in  his  District  has  voted  to 
commute,  and  I  am  not  without  some  hope  that  the  Lodges  in 
this  District,  which  are  pecuniarily  the  feeblest,  may,  with  the 
assistance  of  those  members  whom  Heaven  has  blessed  with  a 
gi'eater  abundance  of  the  good  things  of  this  world,  be  able  to 
commute  also.     May  I  also  be  allowed  to  express  the  hope  that 
there  will  never  be  any  other  contention  between  the  city  and 
countr}'  Lodges  about  this  Temple  and  the  capitation  tax,  than 
that  nobfe  contention  or  rather  emulation  who  best  can  work  for 
the  removal  of  the  debt. 

But  perhaps  nothing  in  relation  to  this  tax  has  happened 
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more  encouraging  than  the  fact  that  a  distant  Lodge,  whose 
members  probably  find  it  more  difficult  to  visit  this  city 
than  those  of  any  other  Lodge,  a  large  proportion  of  whom, 
being  engaged  in  seafaring  pursuits,  spread  the  good  name 
of  Massachusetts  Masonry  in  other  States  and  countries,  —  a 
Lodge,  which  made  one  of  the  seventeen  noes  voting  against 
the  tax,  —  has  not  only  voted  to  commute,  but  has  paid  its 
commutation  tax.  It  speaks  well  for  Massachusetts  Masonry 
that  it  has  such  laborers  in  its  Vineyard,  laborers  who  do  not 
wait  till  the  eleventh  hour  to  commence  their  work. 

At  the  memorable  June  Communication  a  committee  of  five, 
consisting  entirely  of  officers  of  the  Lodges,  was  appointed  to 
consider  the  subject  of  the  annual  expenditures  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  ;  to  see  if  proper  economy  was  exercised,  and  whether  any 
reduction  in  expenses  could  be  advantageously  made,  and  to  make 
report  at  the  Annual  Communication.  It  seemed  to  me  that 
this  committee  could  much  better  perform  the  important  duties 
intrusted  to  them  if  they  were  able  to  examine  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  this  whole  Masonic  year.  But  the  receipts 
come  in  a  great  degree  from  the  District  Deputies,  whose  re- 
turns should  all  be  in  by  thfe  first  of  December.  Owing,  how- 
ever, I  am  sorry  to  say,  to  the  remissness  of  one  or  two  Lodges, 
some  of  these  reports  are  hardly  received  in  time  for  either  the 
Grand  Treasurer  or  myself  to  make  our  official  reports.  The 
committee  of  course  have  had  no  opportunity  to  make  an  ex- 
amination. I  therefore  suggest  that  further  time  be  allowed, 
and  that  the  financial  part  of  this  report  be  referred  to  the  same 
committee ;  and  I  respectfully  make  this  further  suggestion  for 
your  action  in  the  future,  that  it  would  be  well  every  year  to 
refer  the  Directors'  Report  and  the  financial  part  of  the  Grand 
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Master's  to  a  committee  composed  entirely  or  chiefly  of  the 
officers  of  Lodges.  Economy  is  of  the  utmost  importance  in 
the  management  of  3'our  affairs ;  the  Board  of  Directors  have 
great  power  delegated  to  them.  The  natural  tendency  of  all  cor- 
porations is  to  extravagance.  As  your  debt  diminishes,  and 
your  resources  increase,  the  tendency  in  that  direction  will  be 
still  stronger,  and  as  it  is  upon  the  Lodges  and  the  members  of 
Lodges  that  the  weight  of  the  payment  falls,  it  is  eminently 
just  and  proper  that  the  financial  statement  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
affairs  should  be  examined  into  by  a  committee  taken  from  those 
most  interested,  and  be  done  in  a  thorough,  careful  manner,  and 
not  as  a  mere  matter  of  fonn. 

Brethren,  it  is  owing  to  your  Masonic  zeal  that  I  am  able  to 
make  this  favorable  report  of  the  condition  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
and  of  Masonry  in  Massachusetts. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  presented  his  Annual  Re- 
port on  the  Sinking  Fund,  which  was  accepted, 

REPORT  OF  GRAND  TREASURER  ON  THE  SINKING  FUND. 

In  Grand  Lodgb  of  Massachusetts, 

December  10,  1879. 

Since  making  the  report  on  the  Sinking  Fund  at  the  last 
annual  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  I  have  made  a  careful  ex- 
amination of  all  the  previous  reports  made  on  the  fund  hy  my 
predecessor.  As  a  result  of  this  examination  I  find  that  an  error 
crept  into  the  report  made  in  1873,  by  which  the  amount  received 
from  the  capitation  tax  in  1872    was   accidentally  omitted. 

This  error  does  not  affect  the  Treasurer's  books  or  the  ac- 
counts of  the  Grand  Lodge,  but  was  unfortunately  continued  in 
the  reports  made  in  succeeding  years,  so  that  since  1873  the 
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total  amount  reported  has  been  818,637.25  less  than  it  should 
have  been. 
Correcting  this  error  1  make  a  final  report,  as  follows  :  —

The  Grand  Lodge  was  opened  in  Ample 
Form  at  fifteen  minutes  past  six  o'clock,  P.M., 
and  at  eight  o'clock  was  escorted  to  the  Hall  by  a 
Committee  of  Monitor  and  Isaac  Parker  Lodges, 
of  which  "W".  Ambrose  Webster,  PJSI. .  of  Isaac 
Parker  Lodge,  was  chairman. 

The  new  and  spacious  hall  was  densely  crowded, 
the  ladies  in  large  numbers  occupying  the  seats, 
and  the  remaining  floor  space  being  almost  covered 
by  the  Brethren  of  the  two  Lodges  and  other 
members  of  the  Fraternity.  A  special  interest 
was  manifested  upon  this  occasion,  inasmuch  as 
the  building  was  constructed  by  the  Grand  Master, 
a  member  of  Monitor  Lodge,  for  the  special  con- 
venience of  the    Brethren    of   Waltham,  whose 
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Masonic  accommodations  had  long  since  been . 
outgrown;  its  operative  architect,  W.  Bro.  Henry 
W.  Hartwell,  was  a  P.M.  of  the  same  Lodge,  and 
the  efforts  of  the  Brethren  to  beautify  and  adorn 
the  hall  and  ante-rooms  were  so  zealously  and 
gracefully  seconded  by  the  ladies. 

The  Grand  Master  assumed  the  chair,  and  the 
commodious  and  elegant  Masonic  apartments  were 
solemnly  dedicated  to  the  offices  and  purposes  of 
Masonry  in  due  and  ancient  form,  after  which  the 
usual  proclamation  was  made.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  CHARITY.

The  majority  of  the  applicants  for  charity,  who  come  under 
the  supervision  of  this  committee,  consists  of  Brethren  whose 
affiliation  is  beyond  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  A 
large  proportion  of  this  class  belongs  to  Lodges  in  foreign 
countries,  and  the  others  hail  from  all  parts  of  the  United 
States. 

Next  in  number  are  Brethren  who  have  at  some  time  been 
affiliated  in  this  jurisdiction ;  but  from  removal  to  other  parts, 
or  from  poverty,  have  dimitted  from  their  several  Lodges.  The 
widows  and  orphans  of  deceased  Brethren  constitute  a  large 
class,  whose  claims  have  to  be  considered  by  the  committee. 
A  large  number  of  these  represent  Lodges  outside  this  jurisdic- 
tion. To  properly  decide  their  claims  for  charity,  it  is  nec- 
essary to  correspond  with  the  Lodges  to  which  the  Brethren  be- 
longed.   In  some  cases  the  Lodges  return  the  money  expended. 
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and  in  others  the  committee  is  aathorized  to  e3q)end  a  certain 
amount  stipulated  bj  the  Lodge. 

In  addition  to  these  come  the  class,  mostly  unaffiliated,  whose 
only  aim  seems  to  be  to  live  on  the  charity  of  the  Fraternity. 
During  the  last  year  this  class  of  applicants  has  been  smaller 
than  usual.  When  informed  that  a  telegram  will  be  sent  to  the 
Lodge,  and,  if  worthy,  they  will  be  assisted,  they  usually  fail  to 
appear  for  an  answer. 

In  the  severer  seasons  of  the  year  the  number  of  applicants 
will  number  from  one  or  two  to  six  or  eight  a  day.  At  such 
seasons  the  applicants  are  generally  worth}',  cold  and  hunger 
compelling  them  to  seek  relief.  A  wife  and.  famil}',  without  food 
or  fire,  will  compel  many  whose  pride  has  prevented  them  from 
making  their  condition  known,  to  seek  at  last  for  aid.  Cases 
are  not  rare  where  the  first  notice  of  such  cases  has  come  from 
strangers  who  have  seen  a  diploma  hanging  in  the  room,  and 
informed  the  committee  of  cases  which  otherwise  would  not 
have  come  to  their  notice. 

With  the  approach  of  summer  the  appearance  of  a  certain 
class  of  applicants  can  surely  be  counted  on ;  to  judge  from 
their  own  stories  their  feats  in  pedestrianism  would  do  credit  to 
professionals  ;  sleeping  out  of  doors  when  no  better  shelter  can 
be  found,  and  soliciting  charity  from  town  to  town,  a  large 
number  of  this  class  manage  to  journey  through  the  State 
every  summer.  So  far  as  possible  the  committee  have  en- 
deavored to  keep  the  names  of  such  persons  before  the  Crafb.  To 
properly  put  an  end  to  this  imposition  would  require  a  circular 
sent  as  often  as  once  a  month  to  each  Lodge  in  the  State, 
giving  a  description  of  all  parties  who  have  applied  to  the 
committee  and  been  found  to  be  impostors  ;  a  remedy  requiring 
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more  time  and  money  than  the  committee  feel  warranted  in 
using.  So  far  as  possible  the  committee  desire  that  the 
Brethren  in  different  parts  of  the  State  should  communicate 
with  them  on  the  appearance  of  doubtful  cases  ;  this  plan,  which 
has  been  adopted  in  many  of  the  Lodges,  has  been  of  great 
service  in  enabling  the  committee  to  know  the  names  of  these 
persons  and  their  whereabouts. 

During  the  year  one  person  has  been  sent  to  the  Consump- 
tives* Home ;  one  has  been  enabled  to  receive  aid  from  her  native 
town  while  residing  here ;  two  have  been  sent  to  the  Insane 
Asylum,  and  one  who  had  escaped  was  finally  prevailed  on 
to  return.  The  committee  were  solicited  by  a  Lodge  in  a 
neighboring  jurisdiction  to  make  inquiries  regarding  the  wife 
of  a  Brother  reported  confined  in  one  of  the  State  Asylums. 
The  case  was  investigated,  and  the  facts  forwarded  to  the 
Lodge,  and  the  committee  authorized  to  make  such  expendi- 
tures as  they  deemed  advisable.  Scarcely'  a  year  passes  that 
the  committee  are  not  called  upon  to  attend  to  the  burial  of 
Brethren  away  from  kindred  and  friends.  One  such  case,  of 
peculiar  hardship,  came  before  the  committee  after  their  appro- 
priation was  exhausted,  —  a  Brother  over  seventy  years  of  age, 
over  forty  j'cars  a  member  of  a  Lodge  in  a  neighboring  State,  — 
who  had  struggled  during  the  summer  when  his  health  would 
permit  to  earn  enough  to  barely  support  himself.  In  his 
last  hours  he  sent  a  request  that  the  committee  would  see  that 
he  was  not  buried  as  a  pauper,  but  that  his  body  might  be  sent 
to  his  native  town  to  repose  with  his  kindred ;  the  committee 
accepted  the  duty,  believing  they  would  be  sustained  by  the 
Grand  Lodge. 

There  seems  to  be  a  wide-spread  belief  among  the  families 
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and  relatives  of  Masons  that  in  all  cases  of  distress  their 
families  have  but  to  call  on  the  Crafb  to  receive  any  assistance 
they  may  need.  To  represent  to  one's  family  that  the  Masonic 
Fraternity  is  a  benefit  association,  and  that  in  case  of  death  the 
family'  has  a  claim  on  the  Fraternity,  is  only  to  bring  disappoint- 
ment to  the  surviving  members  and  harm  to  the  Fraternity. 

Perhaps  it  maj'  not  be  out  of  place  in  closing  this  report  of 
the  committee  to  correct  the  impression  that  prevails,  to  some 
extent,  that  a  large  number  of  applicants  are  unworthy  of  relief. 
The  committee  believe  they  are  justified  in  saying,  the  number 
receiving  relief  who  are  unworthy  is  very  small ;  on  the  con- 
trary, the  committee  feel  that  there  are  often  very  deserving 
cases,  when  they  would  feel  justified  in  expending  much  larger 
amounts  if  the  circumstances  of  the  Grand  Lodge  would 
admit. 

To  properly  investigate  the  large  number  of  cases  which 
come  before  the  committee  during  the  year  requires  much  time 
and  labor,  and  they  feel  that  it  is  better  to  err  on  the  side  of 
charity,  by  giving  a  Brother  a  supper  or  a  night's  lodging,  with- 
out giving  him  money,  than  that  some  deserving  Brother  should 
suffer.

After  the  ceremonies  attending  the  installation 
of  the  elected  and  appointed  oflBlcers  of  the  M,"W. 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts were  concluded,  a  procession  was  formed  by 
the  R.W.  acting  Grand  Marshal,  and  the  members 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  ascended  to  the  Banquet-Hall 
of  the  temple,  for  the  purpose  of  partaking  of  the 
customary  Feast  of  Saint  John  the  Evangelist. 

The  Brethren  remained  standing  around  the 
tables  while  the  divine  blessing  was  invoked  by  the 
M.W.  Grand  Master. 

Seats  were  then  taken,  and  the  sumptuous  ban- 
quet, spread  by  Messrs  Hall  &  "Whipple,  of  Boston, 
engaged  the  animated  attention  of  the  Brethren  for

Dear  Sir  and  M.W.  Brother,  —  I  have  {he  honor  of  sub- 
mitting to  3'ou,  at  this  time,  my  report  of  the  condition  of  the 
Lodges  in  the  First  District. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  made  unofficial  visits  to  nearly 
all  the  Lodges,  and  from  a  very  intimate  acquaintance  with 
their  workings  can  truly  report  harmony  as  the  prevailing  spirit 
in  all.  During  this  and  the  preceding  months  I  have  made  offi- 
cial visits,  as  the  representative  of  the  M.W.  Grand  Master,  to 
all  but  one  of  the  Lodges.  On  the  evening  selected  for  my 
visit  to  Columbian  Lodge  I  was  confined  to  my  bed  by  sick- 
ness, and  requested  W.  Bro.  Samuel  W.  Creech,  Jr.,  P.M.  of 
Massachusetts  Lodge,  to  attend  in  my  place.  This  he  very 
kindly  consented  to  do,  and  very  abl}"  attended  to  the  duties  of 
the  office,  making  quite  a  favorable  report  on  the  condition  of 
that  Lodge. 

The  Records  and  Charters  of  all  the  Lodges  I  find  to  be  prop- 
erly kept  and  carefull}'^  preserved.  The  By-Laws  in  most  cases 
have  not  been  changed  during  the  year,  and  in  those  cases 
which  have  been  amended,  the  changes  bear  the  seal  of  approval 
of  the  M.W.  Grand  Lodge. 

The  new  tax  has  been  the  impo^ant  question  before  the 
Lodges,  and  I  am  most  happy  to  report  that  in  all  of  then^  the 
matter  has  been  treated  with  a  loyal  desire  to  assist  the  M.W. 
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Grand  Lodge  by  commuting.  Already  five  Lodges,  with  a  mem- 
bership of  778,  have  taken  action  to  place  the  amount  of  their 
proportion  at  the  service  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  Action  in  the 
remainder  of  the  Lodges  will  probably  be  finally  taken  at  their 
Annual  Communications  in  December.  Already  in  two  of  these 
Lodges  full  fifty  per  cent,  of  their  members  have  signified  their 
intention  to  pay  in  full  on  demand,  and  by  January  Ist  I  think 
ninety  per  cent,  of  the  $21,580,  due  from  the  First  District, 
will  have  been  provided  for. 

This  result  is  due  to  the  interest  taken  in  the  matter  by  the 
Masters  of  the  various  Lodges,  and  the  belief  on  the  part  of 
the  members  that  it  is  not  only  their  duty  to  assist  the  M.W. 
Grand  Lodge,  but  that  they  themselves  are  to  receive  the  bene- 
fits, either  in  their  own  lives,  or  in  the  persons  of  their  children  ; 
that  all  the  Masons  in  Massachusetts  are  equally  interested, 
and  that  the  Grand  Lodge  is  not  a  separate  institution,  bat  a 
part  of  Masonry  responsible  to  everj^  individual  member. 

Work  in  all  the  Lodges  in  this  District  is  very  correctly  and 
impressively  rendered,  and  although  the  number  of  candidates 
shows  quite  a  decrease  from  that  of  last  year,  yet  the  Brethren 
push  forward  earnestly,  with  a  firm  belief  in  better  times  and 
brighter  prospects.  The  finances  of  the  Lodges  have  been  most 
carefully  attended  to,  and  expenses  reduced  as  much  as  possible, 
so  that,  even  with  smaller  incomes,  many  of  the  Lodges  show  a 
gain  in  their  assets  at  the  close  of  the  3*ear.

Dear  Sik  and  M.W.  Brother,  —  Herewith  I  submit  my  first 
annual  report  as  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  of  the  Second 
Masonic  District.  I  have,  during  the  autumn,  visited,  in  my 
official  capacity,  the  eleven  Lodges  in  this  District  (ten  consti- 
tuted, and  Soley  Lodge  under  Dispensation),  and  it  gives  me 
great  pleasure  to  report  that  I  found  the  Charters  of  the  several 
Lodges  in  a  good  state  of  preservation,  properly  attested,  and 
bearing  the  seal  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  By-Laws  generally  ad- 
mirabl)'  adapted  to  the  business  and  government  of  the  Lodges, 
and  having  the  approval  of  the  Grand  Lodge ;  though  in  most 
instances  the  record  and  date  of  such  approval  did  not  appear 
in  the  By-Laws,  but  in  such  cases  the  Worshipful  Masters  as- 
sured me  that  they  had  been  approved.  The  Records  I  con- 
sidered it  ray  duty  to  examine  only  for  the  past  year,  and  found 
them"  properl}'  and  neatl}'  kept,  in  most  cases  with  full  marginal 
notes,  making  them  very  convenient  for  reference.  The  returns 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  were  ready  and  apparently  correct.  The 
work  exhibited  in  the  several  Lodges  was  rendered  in  a  manner 
reflecting  great  credit  on  the  Worshipful  Masters  and  the  subor- 
dinate officers,  and,  although  it  was  uniformly  good,  I  noticed 
that  nearly  every  Lodge  excelled  in  some  particular  part  of  the 
work,  and  recommended  frequent  visits  of  the  officers  to  other 
Lodges  in  order  to  adopt  any  forms  they  regarded  as  improve- 
ments on  their  own.  In  several  of  the  Lodges  the  interest  and 
impressiveness  of  the  work  were  greatly  enhanced  by  the  intro- 
duction of  excellent  music,  and  I  regard  the  services  of  a  good 
choir  as  indispensable  to  the  rendering  of  the  work  of  the  sev- 
eral degrees  in  their  full  beauty  and  impressiveness.  I  noticed 
in  two  or  three  Lodges  departures  from  Grand  Lodge  require- 
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ments  in  the  matter  of  regalia ;  but  inasmuch  as  such  regalia  had 
been  adopted  previous  to  my  appointment,  I  made  no  allusion 
to  the  subject  in  open  Lodge.  The  present  ritual  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  is  ciosel}'  adhered  to,  and  I  assure  3'ou  that  there  exists 
among  the  Lodges  of  the  Second  District  very  much  of  that 
commendable  "  emulation  of  who  best  can  work,"  and  the  cordial 
greetings  given  in  all  the  Lodges  to  visiting  officers  and  Breth- 
ren evidenced  the  existence  of  the  most  friendly  relations.  I 
also  desire  to  allude  to  the  fact  (which  I  regard  as  highly  credit- 
able to  the  Lodges)  that  in  no  instance  was  any  intoxicating 
beverage  furnished  at  any  of  their  banquets. 

As  you  requested,  I  alluded  in  every  Lodge  to  the  new  capita- 
tion tax,  and  expressed  your  pleasure  and  satisfaction  at  the 
readiness  with  which  the  Lodges  generally  were  responding  to 
the  call  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for  aid  to  dischargte  its  obligations  ; 
and  nowhere  in  the  Second  District  was  there  any  expressed 
opposition  to  the  tax,  and  I  certainly  feel  proud  of  the  Lodges 
in  my  jurisdiction. 

I  have  granted  one  Dispensation  to  confer  a  degree  out  of  the 
regular  order,  and  referred  one  application  to  the  M.W.  Grand 
Master,  and  app]*oved  the  application  of  Soie}'^  Lodge  for  a 
*'  Dispensation." 

As  your  representative  I  have  everywhere  been  most  cor- 
dially received,  and  each  of  the  Lodges  has  done  all  it 
could  to  make  my  duties  easy  and  pleasant.

Dear  Sir  and  M.W.  Brother,  —  I  have  the  honor  to  sub- 
mit to  you  my  first  annual  report  of  the  condition  of  the  Lodges 
composing  the  Third  Masonic  District. 

I  have  been  unable  to  visit  the  several  Lodges  as  often  as  I 
wished,  having  ntade  to  most  of  them  only  the  usual  annual 
oflScial  visitation.  This  I  have  done  with  a  full  suite  in  every 
instance,  and  it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  say,  that,  as  your 
representative,  I  have  in  all  cases  been  received  with  a  hearty 
cordiality  and  a  marked  degree  of  respect. 

The  Charters  are  well  preserved,  the  Records  in  all  cases 
very  full,  and  kept  in  a  neat  and  orderly  manner,  and  the  By- 
Laws  all  have  the  approval  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

I  have  taken  great  pleasure  in  witnessing  the  work,  which  has 
been,  without  material  exception,  in  accordance  with  that  laid 
down  by  the  Grand  Lodge.  While  it  is  very  desirable  to  have 
the  degrees  conferred  in  exact  conformity  to  "  Grand  Ixxjge 
work,"  in  my  opinion  the  "  spirit"  should  not  be  sacrificed  to 
the  "  letter,"  and  I  have  therefore  urged  the  importance  of  con- 
ferring the  degrees  in  a  dignified,  impressive,  earnest,  and  nat- 
ural manner,  rather  than  of  securing  abaohUe  perfection  in  the 
ritual,  and  I  am  very  happy  to  be  able  to  say,  however,  that  in 
both  respects,  every  Lodge  in  the  District  has  attained  a  high 
degree  of  excellence. 

Although  there  has  not  been  a  large  amount  of  work  done,  as 
a  whole,  the  Lodges  are  in  a  prosperous  condition,  with  a  good 
future  before  them.  I  have  granted  but  one  Dispensation,  to 
confer  the  third  degree  in  a  case  where  the  candidate  was  about 
to  leave  the  jurisdiction  to  be  absent  for  several  months. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  Grand  Lodge  is,  I  think,  pretty 
well  understood,  and  while  perhaps  not  more  than  one  of  the 
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Lodges  will  commute,  the  capitation  tax  will  be  paid  without 
much  objection.

duties  of  so  responsible  a  position. 

The  high  reputation  of  my  immediate  predecessor  for  that 
zeal  and  ability  with  which  he  disseminates  the  genuine  prin- 
ciples of  our  Institution,  led  me  to  hope  that  while  the  contrast 
must  be  great,  the  Lodges  in  the  District  being  in  such  com- 
paratively perfect  working  order  would  not  suffer  even  in  in- 
experienced hands  for  one  year. 

I  have  visited  the  nine  Lodges  iomposing  this  District,  and 
every  Lodge  has  received  me  with  marked  kindness  and  con- 
sideration as  your  representative,  and  what  I  undertook  trem- 
blingly as  a  duty,  the  Brethren,  by  their  thoughtfulness  and 
kindness,  converted  into  a  pleasure. 

I  found  the  Charters  of  the  Lodges  well  cared  for,  and  their 
By-Laws  in  every  instance  save  one,  —  that  of  Charles  W.  Moore 
Lodge,  which  is  now  before  you  for  approval,  —  approved  by  the 
Grand  Lodge.

I  have  oflaciall}'  visited  each  of  the  eleven  Lodges  of  the 
District,  with  the  exception  of  two,  Star  and  Bethel.  These 
I  was  obliged  to  omit  on  account  of  illness.  W.  Bro.  E. 
Smith  acted  for  me  on  these  occasions,  and  gave  me  favorable 
reports  of  their  circumstances. 

Having  become  somewhat  familiar  with  the  Lodges  and  their 
membership,  it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  report  them  to  be 
general!}'  in  a  satisfactory  state  and  fair  condition. 

The  work,  on  the  whole,  is  an  improvement  on  former  years, 
which  is  doubtless  owing  in  a  measure  to  an  exemplification 
held  in  the  body  of  Star  Lodge,  February  14,  1879,  and  con- 
ducted by  W.  Bro.  Thos.  Waterman,  Grand  Lecturer.  There 
was  a  very  large  attendance,  and  much  interest  and  tlioughtful 
and  critical  attention  were  given  to  the  work  and  lectures  so 
abl}'  demonstrated  by  Bro.  Waterman. 

Aside  from  improvement  in  the  work,  this  meeting  must  be 
productive  of  great  good  in  cementing  the  bonds  of  brotherly 
love  and  friendship.  It  seems  to  be  the  general  idea  of  the 
Brethren  of  these  Lodges,  that  an  exemplification  of  the  work 
should  be  given  annually  in  the  District.

My  visits  to 
them  have  been  a  pleasure  to  me,  and  I  shall  look  back  to  them 
as  among  the  pleasant  experiences  of  my  life.  Many  pleasant 
aquaintances  have  been  made,  many  valued  friendships  formed, 
which  shall  never  be  surrendered  or  forgotten.  To  all  the 
Fraternity,  including  them;  to  my  associates  in  the  Grand 
Lodge,  with  yourself,  M.W.  Grand  Master,  may  the  Benedic- 
tion come,  with  all  it  implies :  "  May  the  blessing  of  Heaven 
rest  upon  us  and  all  regular  Masons.

Dear  Sir  and  M.W.  Brother,  —  I  have  the  honor  to  sub- 
mit herewith  my  first  report  as  District  Deputy  Grand  Master 
for  the  Ninth  Masonic  District. 
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I  have  ofQcially  visited  all  the  Lodges  in  this  District,  and 
find  the  Lodges  doing  about  the  same  amount  of  work  as  last 
year,  numerically,  and  most  of  them  are  rendering  their  work  in 
a  very  satisfactory  manner.  Some  of  them,  I  dare  say,  are 
working  as  near  the  standard  as  any  Lodges  in  the  State,  while 
two,  I  am  sorr}'  to  report,  are  very  deficient ;  but  I  hope  that  my 
advice  and  counsel  to  them  will  be  beneficial.  Owing  to  the 
financial  condition  of  the  members,  there  have  been  more  sus- 
pensions from  membership  on  account  of  non-payment  of  dues 
than  I  was  pleased  to  see,  and  with  suspensions,  demits,  and 
deaths,  the  membership  of  the  District  is  somewhat  less  than 
one  year  ago  ;  but  I  feel  confident  that,  with  the  improvement  of 
business.  Masonry  will  also  improve.  I  have  found  the  Char- 
ters in  a  good  state  of  preservation  and  the  Records  very  fully, 
neatly,  and  accurately  kept. 

The  Lodges  have  exemplified  one  of  the  three  degrees,  at  the 
time  of  my  visitation,  and  I  have  installed  the  oflScers  of  three 
of  the  Lodges.  I  have  granted  but  one  Dispensation,  and  that 
to  Mystic  Lodge,  to  convene  its  members  for  the  purpose  of 
paying  the  last  sad  rites  of  the  living  for  the  dead,  and  of  bury- 
ing a  member  of  their  own  Lodge,  Bro.  Daniel  H,  Bassett,  who 
made  the  request  before  he  passed  away,  and  was  buried  with 
the  usual  Masonic  ceremonies,  Oct.  29,  1879. 

I  have  made  it  a  point  to  ascertain  of  each  Lodge  the  feeling 
of  its  members  in  relation  to  the  new  Grand  Lodge  tax,  and 
am  happy  to  report  that  a  large  proportion  will  p&y  the  commu- 
tation of  $10,  and  the  remainder  will  pay  one  dollar  a  year. 
The  demits  on  account  of  said  tax  will  be  quite  small,  in  my 
opinion. 

The  Lodges  have  generally  been  prompt  in  having  their  re- 
turns ready,  and  ready  to  pay  the  Grand  Lodge  dues,  and  1 
have  paid  the  whole  amount,.  $1,070,  to  the  Grand  Treasurer. 

In  concluding  my  report,  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to 
some  of  the  members  of  my  suite,  who  accompanied  me  on  most 
of  my  visits,  Bros.  Day  and  Merrill,  who  acted  as  Treasurer 
and  Secretary,  and  more  especially  to  W.  Bro.  Geo.  C.  Hall, 
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who  has  very  efficiently  performed  the  duties  of  Marshal  at  all 
of  my  official  visitations.

Dear  Sir  and  Brother,  —  Herewith  I  submit  my  report  as 
District  Deputy  for  the  Tenth  District. 

I  have  officially  visited  all  the  Lodges  under  my  care,  and  find 
them  in  Excellent  condition,  prosperous  and  united.  The  first 
statement,  however,  should  be  partially  qualified  as  regards  one 
Lodge,  which,  owing  to  the  removal  from  town  of  its  Master 
and  Senior  Warden,  had,  as  a  matter  of  course,  lost  its  interest. 
As  this  Lodge  has  heretofore  presented  good  work  for  inspection, 
I  have  no  doubt  that  after  the  annual  election  the  interest  of  the 
members  will  revive. 

The  work,  with  hardly  an  exception,  was  very  creditable  to 
the  officers,  and  was  closely  and  impressively  rendered,  and  the 
criticisms  demanded  were  generally  of  an  unimportant  character. 

On  the  29th  of  January  I  dedicated  the  new  Hall  of  Moi-ning 
Sun  Lodge,  of  Conway,  to  the  puiposes  of  Masonry,  in  due 
form.  My  suite  was  composed  of  officers  and  members  of 
Jerusalem  Lodge.  We  were  hospitably  entertained  b}^  the 
members  of  Morning  Sun  Lodge,  and  the  occasion  was  one 
long  to  be  remembered  by  those  present  and  participating  in  the 
ceremonies. 

On  the  17th  of  September,  at  the  request  of  the  Master-elect,, 
I  installed  the  officers  of  Mount  Moriah  Lodge,  Westfield. 

I  have  granted  Dispensations  for  conferring  the  degrees  within 
the   Masonic  limit  in  three  instances.     In  each  case  the  first 
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degree  had  been  conferred,  and  more  than  a  week's  interval  was 
taken  between  the  second  and  third  degrees.  Long  absence  Ax>m 
home  furnished  the  reason  for  granting  the  indulgence,  and  in 
one  of  these  cases  you  signified  your  approval  of  my  course. 

The  Charters  were  found  to  be  well  preserved ;  one,  the 
oldest,  bearing  the  historic  name  of  Paul  Revere  as  Grand 
Master.  The  Records  are  full  and  complete,  and  generally  very 
neatly  written.  The  By-Laws  appear  to  have  all  the  approved 
amendments  incorporated  in  their  proper  places. 

The  attendance  has  been  quite  full ;  many  members  from 
neighboring  Lodges  have  also  been  present.  The  interchanging 
of  visits  among  the  members  of  the  several  Lodges  is  steadily 
increasing,  and  is  one  reason  for  the  harmony  and  good  fellow- 
ship prevailibg,  and  for  the  accurate  work  and  increased  interest 
manifested. 

The  number  of  initiates  this  year  is  eight3'-8ix,  —  an  increase 
of  two  over  the  previous  year,  —  and  the  amount  of  annual  dues 
to  Grand  Lodge  is  also  larger  than  last  year. 

I  have  endeavored  in  all  my  visits  to  create  a  greater  interest 
among  the  members  in  the  matter  of  promptly  paying  our 
proportion  of  the  debt  on  the  Temple. 

The  two  visits  you  kindly  made  in  this  District  were  of  great 
advantage  to  several  Lodges,  and  I  trust  that  the  Tenth  District 
will  make  a  good  report  for  itself  in  this  matter  at  the  close  of 
the  next  Masonic  year. 

As  your  representative,  I  have  been  received  with  great 
cordiality ;  all  information  asked  for  has  been  cheerfully  given  ; 
the  general  air  of  peace  and  prosperity',  and  the  hearty  greet- 
ings have  made  my  visits  even  more  a  matter  of  pleasure  than 
of  duty.

Others,  sufiTering  from 
dissensions  and  lack  of  harmony,  feeling  keenly  the  effects  of 
such  troubles,  have  settled  their  differences,  and  united  for  the 
advancement  and  dissemination  of  the  true  principles  of  our 
Order. 

The  finances  of  the  Grand  Lodge  have  been  generously  dis- 
cussed, and  in  due  time  it  will  appear  that  we  will  zealously 
uphold  and  maintain  the  honor  of  our  Grand  Lodge. 

I  have  granted  during  the  year  two  Dispensations  for  the  con- 
ferring of  degrees  in  less  than  the  constitutional  times,  but  only 
after  giving  the  cases  careful  consideration  and  believing  the 
circumstances  warranted  the  request. 

Nothing  of  special  interest  has  occurred,  but  a  safe  and  quiet 
growth  of  sentiment  in  the  hearts  of  the  Brethren  seems  to  pre- 
vail. No  cases  of  complaint  or  dissatisfaction  have  come  to 
my  notice.  Love  and  harmony  rule  supreme.  So  may  it  long 
continue. 

In  accordance  with  your  views  and  wishes,  as  expressed 
before  the  Board  of  Deputies,  I  have  made  the  expenses  of

official  visitation  as  light  as   possible,  materially  reduced  the 

usual  necessary  amount,  and  believe  it  has  been  done  without 

lowering  the  dignity  and  importance  of  the  Grand  Lodge.

Dear  Sir  anp  M.W.  Brother,  —  For  the  third  time  I  have 
the  honor  to  submit  my  report  as  District  Deputy  Grand  Mas- 
ter of  the  Thirteenth  Masonic  District. 

I  have  officially  visited  the  Lodges  in  this  District,  and  in 
each  have  inspected  the  By-Laws,  Records,  and  mode  of  work. 
I  have  received  the  returns  and  dues  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  and 
remitted  the  same  to  the  Right  Worshipful  Grand  Treasurer. 

In  one  instance,  after  consultation  with  you,  I  have  granted 
a  Dispensation  for  initiation.  I  have  granted  no  other  Dis- 
pensation. 

In  this  District  the  number  of  candidates  for  Masonic  degrees 
during  the  last  year  has  been  less  than  in  previous  years.  Long- 
continued  depression  in  business,  with  consequent  diminution 
of  incomes,  is  probably  the  most  prominent  cause  of  this  con- 
dition of  Masonic  work.  This  is,  indeed,  a  cause  which  should 
be  attended  with  a  contrary  effect ;  for,  if  ever  a  worthy,  right- 
minded  man  derives  benefit  from  Masonic  teachings  and  associa- 
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tions,  it  is  when  surroundiog  circumstanoes  require  of  him  wise 
economy  and  persevering  industry.  Then  it  is  that  such  teach- 
ings and -associations  give  him  wisdom  and  strength.  But  such 
views  are  little  known  and  less  considered  b}'^  those  who  are  not 
members  of  the  Fraternity. 

As  an  almost  inevitable  consequence  of  a  small  number  of 
candidates,  the  work  of  the  Lodges  has  become  less  accurate 
and  impressive.  It  is  a  matterof  regret  to  me  that  I  am  unable 
to  give  as  favorable  a  report  in  this  respect  as  in  my  two  previous 
reports.  I  ought,  however,  to  say  that  in  some  instances  the 
work  has  been  excellent,  and  in  most  cases  more  worthy,  under 
the  circumstances,  of  commendation  than  of  censure. 

I  find  that  in  some  of  our  Lodges  a  considerable  number  of 
Brethren  have  been  suspended  or  discharged  for  non-payment 
of  dues.  But  this  appears  only  to  have  been  done  after  due 
notice  to  the  Brethren  interested  of  the  time  and  place  when 
their  cases  would  be  considered  and  action  taken  thereon,  and 
after  repeatefd  demands  for  such  dues  had  been  made.  And  it 
certainl}''  would  seem  that  by  the  suspension  or  discharge  of 
such  Brethren  the  Lodges  and  the  Fraternity  at  large  would  be 
refreshed  and  strengthened.  Such  Brethren  are  like  the  decay- 
ing or  unfruitful  branches  of  a  tree,  sapping  its  life  and  distort- 
ing its  beauty,  but  subserving  no  useful  purpose.  If  a  Brother ' 
is  unable  to  pay  his  Lodge-dues,  the  Brethren  gladly  make  haste 
to  remit  them.  But  if  he,  being 'able,  will  not  pay  them,  even 
the  broad  mantle  of  Masonic  charity  ought  not  to  shield  him 
from  that  mildest  of  reproofs,  suspension  or  discharge  from 
membership  in  his  Lodge. 

But  while  I  have  found  by  my  visitations  this  year  that  the 
Lodges  of  our  District  are  laboring  under  these  discourage- 
ments, I  have  likewise  found  them  in  the  hands  of  earnest, 
noble-hearted  Masons,  who  are  carrying  forward  the  interests 
of  Masonry  with  unabated  zeal,  and  who  look  forward  to  the 
coming  year  with  high  hopes  of  increasing  work  and  reviving 
prosperity.  I  have  found  the  true  Masonic  spirit  pervading 
every  Lodge  in  our  District. 
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In  this,  as  in  previous  years,  the  Brethren  everywhere  have 
received  me  with  cordial  greetings,  and  have  done  all  in  their 
power  to  make  my  visitation  both  pleasant  and  beneficial.  To 
each  and  all  of  them  it  is  my  desire  to  return  m}'  hearty  thanks 
for  the  profit  and  enjoyment  (uninterrupted  by  a  single  un- 
pleasant occurrence)  which,  during  my  three  years  of  oflScial 
service,  I  have  derived  from  these  visitations. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  sense  of  the  obligation  I  am 
under  to  those  who  have  accompanied  me  as  members  of  my 
suite.  Especially  do  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  again  mention  by 
name  my  friend  and  brother,  Ed#in  A.  Brooks,  the  Seci^etary 
of  Constellation  Lodge,  Dedham,  who  has  accompanied  me  on 
nearly  all  m}-  visitations  as  District  Deputy  Grand  Secretary. 
His  thorough  knowledge  of  the  requisites  of  a  proper  Masonic 
record,  his  long  experience  as  Secretary  of  Constellation  Lodge, 
his  enthusiasm  in  his  work,  his  unswerving  fearlessness  in  point- 
ing out  errors,  if  an}^,  in  the  records  of  Lodges  visited,  and  his 
willingness  to  give  needed  information,  have  made  his  assistance 
invaluable  to  me  ;  and,  knowing  that  he  has  often  accompanied 
me  at  much  inconvenience  to  himself,  it  gives  me  great  satisfao- 
tion  to  put  on  record  my  appreciation  of  his  services.

I  have  visited  officially  each  of  the  Lodges  in  this  District, 
and  I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that,  considering  the 
financial  depression  under  which  we  have  been  so  long  laboring, 
the  cause  of  Masonry  is  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  In  only 
one  instance  has  there  been  any  indication  of  discouragement, 
and  even  in  this  Lodge  the  revival  of  business  is  already  felt. 

The  work  exhibited  to  me  in  the  different  Lodges  has  been 
generallj''  accurate,  and  in  many  cases  very  impressively  ren- 
dered. 

The  matter  of  the  capitation  tax,  levied  on  the  members  of  the 
Fraternity  at  the  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  June  last,  has 
been  fully  discussed,  and  although  there  have  been  differences 
of  opinion  in  regard  to  the  manner  of  meeting  the  debt  of  the

Dear  Sir  and  M.W.  Brother,  —  Another  year  of  my  official 
duty  has  drawn  to  a  close,  and  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my 
second  report  as  District  Deputy  of  the  Ninteenth  Masonic 
District. 

I  have  visited  officially,  with  a  full  suite ^  the  ten  Lodges  com- 
prising my  District,  and,  upon  careful  inspection,  I  found  the 
Charters  of  the  several  Lodges  in  good  preservation,  the  By- 
Laws  approved,  and  the  Records  well  made  and  faithfully  kept. 

I  have  received  full  returns  from  each  and  everj^  Lodge  in 
the  District;  also  the  Grand  Lodge  dues,  and  have  paid  the 
same  to  the  Grand  Treasurer. 

My  visitations  have  in  every  case  been  most  pleasant,  and 
the  work  as  a  whole  was  rendered  in  a  correct  and  impressive 
manner.  The  few  errors  which  occurred  in  the  exemplification 
of  the  work  in  several  of  the  Lodges,  I  think  would  not  have 
occurred  under  the  stimulus  of  legitimate  work. 

I  have  granted  during  the  5'ear  only  one  Dispensation  to  con- 
fer the  degrees  out  of  the  regular  course,  and  that  to  Fellowship 
Lodge.  The  circumstances  in  this  case  were  brought  to  your 
notice,  and  with  your  approval  I  granted  the  Dispensation. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  be  able  to  repeat  what  was  said 
in  my  last  report,  that  nothing  has  occurred  during  the  year  to 
impair  the  good  feeling  and  harmony  which  then  existed  between 
the  several  Lodges  of  the  District. 

Before  closing,  it  becomes  my  painful  duty  to  refer  to  the 
recent  death  of  Worshipful  Brother  John  S.  Fuller,  Past  Master 
of  Paul  Revere  Lodge.  He  was  esteemed  by  all  who  enjoj'ed 
the  pleasure  of  his  acquaintance  as  a  most  worthy  member  of 
the  Masonic  Fraternity.  He  has  been  summoned  away  in  the 
midst  of  his  days ;  but  the  eye  of  faith  points  in  his  behalf  to 
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brighter  scenes.    Though  dead  to  earth,  he  lives,  as  we  trust, 
in  full  fruition  of  the  eternal  glories  of  the  Lodge  Celestial. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  officers 
and  members  of  the  several  Lodges  in  the  District  for  their 
uniform  kindness  and  courtesy ;  to  the  Brethren  who  have  so 
kindly  accompanied  me  on  my  official  visits,  and  especially  to 
Bro.  H.  C.  Alden,  and  Bro.  John  H.  Field,  and  W.  Bro.  N.  E. 
Buck. 

Allow  me  to  congratulate  you,  M.W.  Master,  upon  the  gen- 
eral prosperity  of  the  Craft,  and  to  thank  j^ou  for  this  mark  of 
your  confidence  in  appointing  me  to  so  honorable  a  position  in 
the  Fraternity.  I  hope  that  I  have  fulfilled  this  trust  accept- 
ably, but  ill-health  compels  me  to  decline  a  reappointment.
